ure in  the  death  of  the  wicked ;  but  that  the  wicked  turn  from 
his  evil  way,  and  live  ;  turn  ye,  turn  ye,  from  your  evil  waysj 
wherefore  will  ye  die,  0  house  of  Israel?"  And  it  is  said,* 
"  Have  I  any  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked,  saith  the  Lord 
God  ?  but  rather  that  he  turn  from  his  evil  ways,  and  live." 
And  it  is  said,*  "  For  I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  him  that 
dieth,  saith  the  Lord  God ;  therefore,  turn  ye  and  live."  For 
thou  art  the  pardoner  of  Israel,  and  he  who  granteth  remission  of 
Bins  unto  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun ;  and  besides  thee,  there  is  none 
to  whom  we  appeal  for  pardon  and  forgiveness. 

0  my  God !  before  I  was  formed  I  was  unworthy  ;  and  now 
that  I  have  been  formed  am  as  though  I  had  not  been  formed ; 
dust  I  am  in  my  life-time,  how  much  more  at  my  decease.  Be- 
hold, I  stand  before  thee,  0  Lord,  my  God  !  and  God  of  my 
fathers,  as  a  vessel  full  of  .shame  and  confusion.  0  may  it  be  ac- 
ceptable in  thy  presence,  0  Lord,  my  God  !  and  God  of  my 
fathers,  to  assist  me,  that  I  may  sin  no  more  ;  and  the  sins  which 
I  have  committed  against  thee,  wash  away  through  thy  mercy, 
but  not  through  means  of  severe  bodily  sufferings.     "  May  the

and  have  not  sinned  ;  verily  we  have  sinned,  we  and  our  fathers. 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  we  have 
stolen,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we  have  committed  iniquity, 
we  have  done  wickedly ;  wc  have  acted  presumptuously,  we 
have  committed  violence,  we  have  framed  falsehood,  we  have 
counselled  evil,  wo  have  uttered  lies,  we  have  scorned,  we  have 
rebelled,  we  have  blasphemed,  we  have  revolted,  we  have  acted 
perversely,  wc  have  transgressed,  we  have  oppressed,  we  have 
been  stifl'-neoked,  we  have  acted  wickedly,  we  have  corrupted, 
we  have  done  abominably  ;  we  have  gone  astray,  and  have 
caused  others  to  err ;  we  have  also  turned  aside  from  thy  pre- 
cepts, and  from  thy  good  institutions,  and  which  hath  not  pro- 
fited us;  "  but  thou  art  just  concerning  all  that  is  come  upon  us; 
for  thou  hast  dealt  most  truly,  but  we  have  done  wickedl}'." 

What  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence,  who  dwellcst  on  high  ?  or 
what  shall  we  declare  unto  thee,  who  residest  above  the  skies  ? 
Behold,  thou  knowest  the  secret  things,  aa  well  as  the  revealed. 
What  are  we?  What  is  our  life  ?  What  is  our  piety?  What 
is  our  power?  What  is  our  might?  What  then  shall  we  say  in 
thy  presence,  0  Lord,  our  God,  and  God  of  our  fathers  ?  Are 
not  the  mighty  ones  as  naught  before  thee  ;  and  men  of  fame  as 
if  they  had  not  existed  ;  wise  men,  as  if  they  were  without  know- 
ledge ;  and  the  intelligent,  as  if  void  of  understanding  ?  For  the 
majority  of  our  actions  is  emptiness;  and  the  days  of  our  life  are 
but  vanity  in  thy  presence ;  even  the  pre-eminence  of  man  over 
the  beast  is  naught ;  for  all  is  vanity. 

Thou  didst  distinguish  man  from  the  beginning,  and  favour  him 
that  he  might  stand  in  thy  presence;  for  who  can  say  unto  thee, 
What  dost  thou?  And  although  he  be  righteous,  what  can  he 
give  unto  thee?  But  in  love  hast  thou  given  us,  0  Lord,  our 
God  !  [on  tup:  Sabbath,  sav,  this  d:iy  of  rest,]  this  Day  of 
Atonement,  this  day  of  pardoning  ini()uity  ;  even  this  day  of 
holy  convocation,  for  remission,  forgiveness,  and  atonement,  and 
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noon,  ami  ovoniiig.  Thou  alone  art  good  ;  for  thy  mercies  never 
fail;  thou  alone  art  merciful,  for  thy  kindness  never  ceaseth;  for 
from  everlasting  have  we  put  our  trust  in  thee. 

And  for  all  these  mercies,  may  thy  name,  0  our  King !  be 
continually  praised,  and  highly  exalted,  for  ever  and  ever ;  and 
all  the  living  shall  give  thanks  unto  thee.     Selah. 

And  vouchsafe  to  seal  all  the  children  of  thy  covenant  for 
&  happy  life. 

And  may  they  ever  in  truth  praise  and  adore  thy  great  name, 
for  it  is  good.  0  God  of  our  salvation,  and  our  help  for  ever; 
0  bene6cent  God !  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord  !  for  goodness  is 
thy  name,  and  unto  thee  it  is  proper  continually  to  give  thanks. 

0  grant  us  peace,  happiness,  and  blessing,  with  life,  grace, 
favour,  charity,  and  mercy,  unto  us,  and  all  thy  people  Israel ; 
and  bless  us,  even  all  of  us  together,  0  our  Father !  in  the  light 
of  thy  countenance ;  for  by  the  light  of  thy  countenance  hast 
thou  given  us,  O  Lord,  our  God  !  the  law,  and  with  it  life,  love, 
and  benevolence  ;  righteousness  and  mercy  ;  blessing  and  peace  :

Every  one  of  my  limbs  also,  because  of 
the  dread  of  its  iniquity,  is  terrified,  and  in  a  voice  of  bitterness 
each    maketh   confession  of  its  sin,  and  calling  one  to  another, 

saith,

Bcmbling  lips  answered  me,  How  dare  the  lips  accustomed  to  dis- 
simulation, address  him  who  speaketh  righteousness?  And  my 
tongue  answered  me,  Is  it  decent  for  the  tongue  accustomed  to 
utter  hlasphemous  words  to  entreat  the  favour  of  him  who  is  tre- 
mendous in  praises?  I  then  spoke  to  my  heart  and  soul,  to  pray 
and  pour  out  their  complaint  before  my  Holy  Rock,  who  is  my 
glory,  and  the  exaltatiim  of  my  head.  But  my  heart  answered 
me.  How  can  the  heart  immersed  in  iniquitous  thoughts  pray  ?  or 
how  shall  the  heart  that  is  continually  devising  devices  of  iniquity 
be  intent  on  prayer  ?  My  soul  answered  me.  How  dare  the  soul 
loaded  with  trespass,  supplicate  the  Creator  of  heaven  and  earth  j 
or  pour  forth  its  complaint  before  Him  who  dwelleth  on  high  ?  I 
desired  that  my  hands  might  be  lifted  up  towards  heaven  ;  but  they 
answered  me,  How  dare  impure  hands  be  spread  out  towards 
heaven  ?  I  requested  my  feet  to  walk  to  the  house  of  God  to 
arrange  prayer  ;  but  they  answered  me,  How  can  the  feet,  con- 
tinually prone  to  the  pursuit  of  evil,  walk  to  the  house  of  God 
who  delighteth  not  in  wickedness?  Ah!  wo  is  me,  that  my 
members  which  I  vainly  imagined  would  support  me  from  falling, 
have  by  their  iui(iuity  put  me  to  shame  ;  thus  I  called  upon  my 
friends,  but  they  deceived  me.  I  therefore  called  upon  the  celes- 
tial and  terrestrial  being,  that  they  might  intercede  for  me,  and 
supplicate  the  Lord  of  lords.  I  called  indeed,  but  found  neither 
stay  nor  support;  1  cried  aloud,  but  perceived  no  one  to  strengthen 
or  to  uphold  me  ;  and  I  looked,  and  there  was  none  to  help ;  and  I 
was  astonished  that  there  was  no  one  to  uphold.

How  dare  we  then  be  so  shameless  of 
face  and  hardi'ued,  as  to  declare  in  thy  presence,  0  Lord,  our 
God,  and  God  of  our  fathers  !  that  we  are  righteous,  and  have 
not  sinned ;  verily  we  have  sinned,  we  and  our  fathers.

ajy  thoughts  are  in  amaze  ;  and  my  ideas  are  bewildered  and  intoxi- 
cated :  when  I  reflect  that  God  will  rise  up  to  judgment.  When 
he  sitteth  on  the  throne  of  justice,  who  shall  not  fear  him  ? 
When  he  draweth  near  to  judgment,  what  shall  I  answer  him  ? 
0  what  shall  I  do  when  God  ariscth  ?  When  he  demandeth  an 
account,  what  answer  shall  I  return  him  ?  Like  one  who  is  dumb, 
and  cannot  open  his  mouth,  am  I  silent,  and  am  overwhelmed 
with  the  greatness  of  my  iniquity  ;  I  am  ashamed  and  confounded. 
Wo  indeed  to  that  shame  !  alas  for  that  confusion  !  What  can 
one  composed  of  the  dust  of  the  earth  answer  in  the  presence  of 
him  who  dwelleth  on  high  ?  If  I  pretend  to  righteou.sness,  my 
own  mouth  would  condemn  me;  and  if  my  iniquity  be  canvassed, 
what  shall  I  say,  or  how  shall  I  justify  myself?  I  have  earnestly 
desired  an  advocate  to  plead  in  my  behalf;  I  have  searched  within 
myself  for  him;  I  have  sought  him,  but  could  not  find  him.  I 
made  application  to  my  head,  forehead,  and  face,  to  intercede  for 
me  before  the  Lord,  peradventure  he  might  receive  me  favour- 
ably But  my  head  answered  me,  How  dare  that  head  lift  up 
itself,  which  hath  behaved  with  such  levity ;  and  hath  receded 
from  the  service  of  him  who  is  exalted  supreme  above  ?  3Iy  face 
replied,  It  was  ashamed  to  appear  in  his  presence;  saying,  W^here- 
with  wilt  thou  reconcile  thyself  unto  thy  Lord — the  wicked  man 
who  hast  hardened  thy  face  ?  My  forehead  also  answered  me, 
saying,  O  how  canst  thou  be  justified,  who  art  born  of  a  woman  ! 
and  thy  sin  is  engraven  upon  thy  heart,  and  thy  forehead  is  so 
brazen?  I  spoke  to  my  mouth,  my  lips,  and  my  tongue,  to  pray 
16*  , 
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thy  mercy  to  ovorconie  thy  angor ;  and  when  thou  beholdest  the 
poverty  of  our  works,  suffer  thy  charity  to  flow  from  thee.  0  our 
Parent !  when  we  cry  unto  thee,  command  our  salvation  at  our 
entreaty,  and  restore  the  captivity  of  the  tents  of  him  who  was 
perfect;  for  behold  his  cities  are  desolate.  O  remember  !  thou 
hast  said,  that  the  covenant  should  never  depart  from  the  mouth 
of  his  posterity.  Loosen  the  seal  of  the  testimony,  and  reveal 
thy  secret  counsel  unto  thy  disciples.  May  the  great  senate  be 
restored;  and  let  not  aught  of  its  greatness,  we  pray  thee,  be 
wanting.  0  God  !  own  those  who  acknowledge  thee,  and  cast 
down  those  who  disuwu  thee  ;  fur  thou  wilt  cause  the  enchained 
prisoners  who  wait  with  hope,  to  return  to  the  stronghold.

Blessed  art  thou,  0  LoRD  !  the 
Holy  king  ' 


Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  people  ;  thou  hast  loved  and  fa- 
voured us,  and  exalted  us  above  all  nations,  and  sanctified  ua 
with  thy  tonmiandments,  and  brought  us  near  unto  thy  service, 
0  our  King  !  and  bast  called  us  by  thy  great  and  holy  name.

Thou  art  holy,  ami  thy  name  is  holy,  and  the  saints  praise  thee 
daily.     Solah. 

Ascribe  ye  dominion  unto  God,  from  generation  to  generation ; 
for  he  alone  is  exalted  and  holy. 

And  may  thy  name  be  sanctified,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  amongst 
thy  people  Israel. 

And  thus  also  extend  the  fear  of  thee,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  over 
all  thy  work.s,  and  the  dread  of  thee,  over  all  thou  hast  created  ; 
so  that  all  thy  works  may  fear  thee,  and  all  creatures  bow  down 
before  thee  ;  so  that  they  may  all  form  one  band,  to  perform  thy 
will  with  an  upright  heart;  as  we,  thy  people,  know,  0  LoRD, 
our  God !  that  the  dominion  is  thine ;  strength  is  in  thy  hand, 
and  might  in  thy  right  hand  ;  and  thy  name  is  tremendous  over 
all  thou  hast  created.

— "To  whom  canst  thou  be  in  any  way 
likened  in  glory  '/  A'. — O  may  his  mighty  hand  be  a  pillar  of 
iron  in  defence  of  his  congregation;  C. — "And  a  wall  of  fire 
round  about  them  in  glory."

How  then  can  we  estimate  or  compare  the 
lustre  of"  tlu'ir  splendour,  with  any  known  splendour  ;  since  their 
essence  is  not  as  the  essence  of  mortal  man,  born  of  woman? 
*'  For  their  essence  is  like  the  transparent  body  of  heaven."  And 
a  pure  people,  sprunjr  from  beloved  and  honoured  ancestors,  who 
in  the  dread  habitation  abide  in  purity  j  with  a  pure  heart,  and 
clean  bodies,  hasten  and  assemble  to  become  like  angels  of  God ; 
they  in  the  difierent  districts  also  rise  early  to  offer  the  morning 
prayers  ;  and  with  souls  illuminated  as  the  constellations,  "  Wash 
their  garments  in  innocence,  and  become  clean."  The  sons  of 
the  Most  High  are  the  loveliest  of  forms,  unlike  to  men ;  but 
their  image  is  present  to  the  minds  of  saints,  and  their  form  is 
as  sparkling  light,  and  flames  of  fire;  their  garments  are  like 
lightning  and  bright  flame;  they  are  exempt  from  hunger'  and 
thirst  and  every  human  appetite ;  without  the  step  of  visible  feet' 
they  hasten  to  their  appointed  stations,  to  chant  sacred  hymns 
unto  thee,  "  And  thus  they  become  the  most  holy  saints."  And 
a  pure  people  with  sanctitied  bodies  hasten  to  attend  at  the 
threshold  of  thy  holy  temple,  earnestly  entreating,  that  the  new 
praises  which  they  offer  in  thy  presence,  may  be  as  accepta- 
ble unto  thee,  as  the  most  holy  sacrifices ;  they  also  separate 
themselves  from  all  human  appetites ;  and  sanctify  themselves 
this  day,  according  to  the  law  of  Moses,  which  says,^  "  And  ye 
shall  sanctify  yourselves,  that  ye  may  be  holy."  The  sons  of 
the  Most  High  fly  to  praise  and  sing  the  wonders  of  the  Lord, 
in  a  time  where  existeth  neither  night,  nor  time  measured  by  fleet- 
ing hours;  there  to  reverence  and  worship  him  with  ardent  de- 
sire. And  a  pure  people  approach  to  relate  the  tremendous 
praises  of  the  Most  High;  they  stand  and  worship  in  the  ap- 
pointed solemn  assemblies;  all  of  tliem  glorifying  with  hymns 
of  praise.  Him  to  whom  alone  praise  appertaineth,  saying,  "  Holy, 
holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts."

which  thou  hast  sworn  unto  our  fathers  in  the  days  of  old. 

"Our  Redeemer,  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  his  name,  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel." 

After  the  Haphtorah,  he  says  the  following: 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God !  King  of  the  universe ; 
Protector  of  all  worlds,  who  art  righteous  in  all  generations ;  the 
faithful  God,  who  promisest  and  performest;  speakest  and  aceom- 
plishest ;  for  all  thy  words  are  true  and  just.  Faithful  art  thou 
0  Lord,  our  God  !  and  thy  words  are  faithful ;  for  not  one  of 
thy  weirds  shall  return  back  fruitless  ;  for  thou,  O  God,  art  a 
faithful  King.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  LoilD  !  the  God  who  art 
faithful  in  all  thy  words. 

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of  our  life ; 
and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed  art 
thou   0  Lord  !  who  wilt  cause  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

Cause  us  to  rejoice,  O  Lord,  our  God  I  in  the  coming  of  thy 
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coiuo  unto  tlir  kiiijj:  of  Nincvoh.  lie  arose  fmiii  liis  throne  and  put 
off  his  mantle  from  liim,  and  e(tvered  himself  with  sackcloth,  and 
sat  down  on  ashes.  And  he  caused  to  be  proclainu'd,  and  he  pub- 
lishrd  through  Nineveh,  B^'  the  decree  of  the  king  and  his  chief 
nicu,  it  is  said,  Man  nor  beast,  neither  herds  nor  flocks,  shall 
taste  any  thing;  they  shall  not  feed,  nor  drink  water;  but  let 
man  and  beast  be  covered  with  sackcloth;  and  let  men  cry  unto 
God  with  might;  and  let  them  turn  every  one  from  his  evil  way, 
■  and  from  the  violence  which  is  in  their  hands.  Who  knoweth,' 
but  God  may  turn  and  bethink  himself  and  turn  away  from  the 
ticrceness  of  his  auger,  that  we  perish  not?  And  God  saw  their 
works,  that  they  had  turned  from  their  evil  way :  and  God  be- 
thought himself  of  the  evil  which  he  had  spoken  that  he  would  do 
unto  them,  and  he  did  it  not.  (Chap,  iv.) — But  it  displeased 
Jonah  exceedingly;  and  he  was  wroth.  And  he  prayed  unto  the 
Lord,  and  said,  I  beseech  thee,  O  Lord  !  was  not  this  my  word 
while  I  was  yet  in  my  own  country?  Therefore  made  I  haste  to 
floe  unto  Tharshish  ;  for  I  kuuw  that  thou  art  a  gracious  and  mer- 
ciful God,  long-suflfering,  and  abundant  in  kindness,  and  repentant 
of  the  evil.  And  now,  O  Lord,  take,  I  pray  thee,  my  soul  from 
me ;  because  it  is  better  for  me  to  die,  than  to  live.  And  the 
Lord  said.  Art  thou  very-  wroth  ?  Now  Jonah  was  gone  out  of 
the  city;  and  dwelt  on  the  cast  side  of  the  city,  and  had  made 
himself  there  a  booth,  and  sat  under  it  in  the  shade,  till  he  should 
see  what  would  become  of  the  city.  And  the  LoRD  God  made 
ready  a  gourd,  and  it  grew  up  over  Jonah,  to  be  a  shade  over  his 
head,  to  relieve  him  from  his  affliction;  and  Jonah  rejoiced  be- 
cause of  the  gourd  exceedingly.'  But  God  made  ready  a  worm 
when  the  morning  dawned  on  the  morrow,  and  it  smote  the  gourd, 
and  it  withered.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  the  sun  arose,  that 
(jod  made  ready  a  hot  east-wind  ;  and  the  sun  beat  upon  the  head

and  Jonali  was  in  the  belly'  of  the  lisli  three  days  aud  three 
nights.  Then  J^iiah  prayed  unto  the  JidiiD  his  God  out  of 
the  lielly  of  the  lish,  and  said  :  J  have  called  from  the  midst 
of  my  distress  unto  the  Lord,  and  he  hath  answered  me;  out. 
of  the  depth  of  the  grave  have  I  cried  ;  and  thou  hast  heard 
my  voice.  Thou  hast  cast  me  into  the  deep,  in  the  heart  of  the 
seas;  and  the  stream  compasseth  me  about;  all  thy  billows  and 
thy  waves  have  passed  over  me.  And  1  thought,  I  am  driven 
out  from  before  thy  eyes;  yet  I  again  shall  look  toward  thy  holy 
temple.  The  waters  surrounded  me  to  the  peril  of  my  life  f  the 
deep  compassed  me  about ;  sea-weeds  were  bound  about  my  head. 
To  the  bottoms  of  the  mountains  did  I  go  down;  the  earth  closed 
her  bars  about  me  for  ever;  when  thou  broughtest  up  my  life 
from  the  pit,'  0  LoRD  my  God  !  When  my  soul  fainted  with- 
in me,  I  remembered  the  Lord;  and  my  prayer  came  unto 
thee,  unto  thy  holy  temple.  They  that  guard  false  vanities,* 
forsake  the  source  of  their  kindness.^  But  I  will  sacrifice  unto 
thee,  with  the  voice  of  thanksgiving;  that  which  I  have  vowed, 
will  I  pay  ;  for  help  is  with  the  Lord.  And  the  Lord  com- 
manded the  fish,  and  it  vomited  out  Jonah  upon  the  dry  laud. 
(Chap,  hi.) — And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jonah  the 
second  time,  saying.  Arise,  go  unto  Nineveh  the  great  city ;  and 
proclaim  unto  her  the  proclamation  which  I  shall  speak  unto  thee. 
And  Jonah  arose,  and  went  to  Nineveh  according  to  the  word  of 
the  Lord.  Now  Nineveh  was  a  very  great^  city,  before  God,  a 
three  days'  journey.  And  Jonah  began  to  go  through  the  city  one 
day's  journey;  and  he  called  out  and  said.  Yet  forty  days  more, 
and  Nineveh  sliall  be  overthrown.  And  the  men  of  Nineveh  be- 
lieved in  God,  and  proclaimed  a  fast,  and  jmt  on  sackcloth,  from 
their  greatest  even  to  the  least  of  them.      For  when  the  matter  was

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luiiii  unto  his  Ciodj  and  they  cast  t'ortli  the  iirticlcd  which  were  in 
the  ship  into  the  sea,  to  be  lightened  of  tlioiii ;  but  Jonah  was  gone 
down  into  the  hold  of  the  ship;  and  lay  down,  and  was  fast  asleep. 
And  the  ship-master  came  near  unto  him,  and  said  unto  him, 
What  meanest  thou,  0  sleeper  ?  arise,  call  unto  thy  God ;  per- 
haps it  be  that  God  will  think  on  us,  that  we  may  not  be  lost. 
And  they  said  one  to  the  other.  Come,  and  let  us  cast  lots ;  that 
we  may  know  for  whose  cause  this  evil  hath  happened  unto  us. 
And  they  cast  lots 3  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Jonah.  Then  said  they 
unto  him,  Tell  us,  we  pray  thee,  thou  for  whose  cause  this  evil 
hath  happened  unto  us,  What  is  thy  business  ?  and  whence  comest 
thou?  what  is  thy  country?  and  of  what  people  art  thou?  And 
he  said  unto  them,  I  am  a  Hebrew  j  and  I  fear  the  Lord  the  God 
of  heaven,  who  hath  made  the  sea  and  the  dry  land.  Then  were 
the  men  exceedingly  afraid,  and  they  said  unto  him,  What  is  this 
thou  hast  done?  for  the  men  knew  that  he  was  flying  from  the 
presence  of  the  Lord  ;  because  he  bad  told  them.  And  they  said 
unto  him.  What  shall  we  do  unto  thee,  that  the  sea  may  become 
calm'  around  us  ?  for  the  sea  grew  more  and  more  tempestuous. 
And  he  said  unto  them.  Take  me  up,  and  east  me  forth  into  the 
sea;  and  the  sea  will  become  calm  around  you  ;  for  I  know  well 
that  because  of  me  this  great  tempest  is  come  upon  you.  Never- 
theless the  men  rowed  hard  to  bring  the  ship  back  unto  the  dry 
land ;  but  they  could  not ;  for  the  sea  grew  more  and  more  tem- 
pestuous around  them  And  they  called  unto  the  LoRD,  and  said, 
We  beseech  thee,  0  Lord,  let  us  not  be  lost,  we  pray  thee,  for 
the  life  of  this  man ;  and  lay  not  upon  us  the  guilt  of  innocent 
blood ;  for  thou  art  the  Lord,  as  it  pleaseth  thee,  so  dost  thou  do. 
And  they  took  up  Jonah,  and  cast  him  into  the  sea,  and  the  sea  ceased 
from  its  raging.     And  the  men  feared  the  Lord  greatly;"  and

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its  inhubitiints.  Ye  shall  therefore  keep  my  statutca  and  my 
ordinances,  and  ye  shall  not  commit  any  of  these  abominations; 
neither  any  of  your  own  nation,  nor  any  stranger  that  sojourneth 
among  you.  (  For  all  these  abominations  have  the  men  of  the 
land  done  who  were  before  you,  and  the  land  is  becfime  defiled;) 
that  the  land  may  not  vomit  you  out  also,  when  yc  defile  it,  as  it 
vomited  out  the  nations  that  were  before  you.  For  whosoever 
shall  commit  any  of  these  abominations,  even  the  souls  that  commit 
them,  shall  be  cut  oflf  from  among  their  people.  Therefore  shall 
ye  keep  my  charge,  that  ye  commit  not  any  one  of  these  abominable 
customs,  which  were  committed  before  you,  that  ye  do  not  defile 
yourselves  therewith  :  I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 

He  who  reads  the  Portion  from  the  Prophets,  says  the  following  Blessing 
before  he  begins: 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God!  King  of  the  universe; 
who  hast  chosen  good  prophets,  and  delighted  in  their  words, 
which  were  delivered  in  truth.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  LoRD  !  who 
hast  chosen  the  law,  thy  servant  Moses,  thy  people  Israel,  and  the 
true  and  righteous  prophets. 


HAPHTORAH  FOR  THE  AFTERNOON  OF  KIPPUR. 

Jonah,  chap.   1 — 4. 

(Chap,  i.) — The  word  of  the  Lord  also  came  unto  Jonah,  the 
eon  of  Amitthai,  saying,  Arise,  go  in  to  Nineveh,  the  great  city, 
and  proclaim  against  her;  for  their  wickedness  is  come  up  before  me. 
But  Jonah  rose  up  to  flee  unto  Tharshish  from  the  presence  of  the 
JiORD  ;  and  he  went  down  to  Joppa,  and  found  a  ship  going  to  Thar- 
shish,  and  paid  the  fare  thereof,  and  went  down  into  it,  to  go  with 
them  unto  Tharshish,  from  the  presence  of  the  LoRD.  But  the 
Lord  stirred  up  a  great  wind  upon  the  sea ;  and  there  was  a  mighty 
storm  on  the  sea;  and  it  was  thought  that  the  ship  would  be  bro- 
ken  in  pieces.     And  the  mariners  were  afraid,  and  called  every

the  daujrhtor  of  thy  mothiT,  whether  she  he  horn  at  home,  or  horn 
abroad — even  their  nakedness  shall  tliou  not  uncover.  The  naked- 
ness of  thy  son's  daughter,  or  of  thy  daughter's  daughter — even 
their  nakedness  shalt  thou  not  uneover,  for  theirs  is  thy  own 
nakedness.  The  nakedness  of  thy  father's  wife's  daughter,  begot- 
ten of  thy  father,  she  is  thy  sister,  thou  shalt  not  uncover  her 
nakedness.  The  nakedness  of  thy  father's  sister  shalt  thou  not 
uncover :  she  is  thy  father's  near  kinswoman.  The  nakedness  of 
thy  mother's  sister  shalt  thou  not  uncover;  for  she  is  thy  mother's 
near  kinswoman.  The  nakedness  of  thy  father's  brother  shalt  thou 
not  uncover,  unto  his  wife  shalt  thou  not  approach,  she  is  thy 
aunt.  The  nakedness  of  thy  (huightt  i-in-law  shalt  thou  not  un- 
cover :  she  is  thy  son's  wife,  thou  shall  not  uncover  her  nakedness. 
The  nakedness  of  thy  brother's  wife  shalt  thou  not  uncover :  it  is 
thy  brother's  nakedness.  The  nakedness  of  a  woman  and  her 
daughter  shalt  thou  not  uncover;  her  son's  daughter  or  her 
daughter's  daughter  shalt  thou  not  take  to  uncover  her  nakedness; 
for  they  are  her  near  kinswomen  :  it  is  wickedness.  And  a  woman 
together  with  her  sister,  shalt  thou  not  take  to  vex  her,  to  uncover 
her  nakedness,  beside  the  other,  in  her  life-time.  And  unto  a 
woman  in  the  separation  of  her  uncleanness  shalt  thou  not  approach 
to  uncover  her  nakedness.  And  with  thy  neighbour's  wife  shalt 
thou  not  lie  carnally,  to  defile  thyself  with  her.  And  any  of  thy 
seed  shalt  thou  not  let  pass  through  the  fire  to  Molech,  and  thou 
shalt  not  profane  the  name  of  thy  God  :  I  am  the  Lord.*  With 
a  male  shalt  thou  not  lie,  as  with  a  woman  ;  it  is  an  abomination. 
With  any  beast  shalt  thou  not  lie,  to  defile  thyself  therewith  j 
neither  shall  any  woman  stand  before  a  beast  to  lie  down  thereto : 
it  is  confusion.  Do  not  defile  yourselves  through  any  of  these 
things;  for  through  all  these  were  defiled  the  nations  which  I  cast 
out  before  you.  And  the  laud  became  thereby  defiled,  wherefore 
I  have  visited  its  iniquity'  upon  it,  and  the  land  itself  vomited  out

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Lord  !  hast  not  forsaken  those  who  seek  thee.  0  Eternal  One, 
our  Lord  I  how  excellent  is  thy  naiuo  in  all  the  earth.  Be  ye 
then  of  good  cnurage,  and  he  shall  strengthen  your  heart,  all  ye 
who  trust  in  the  Lord."

0  God !  who  art  long-suffering,  and  abundant  in  mercy  and 
truth  :  chastise  us  not  in  thy  anger.  0  Lord  !  have  pity  on  thy 
people  Israel,  and  save  us  from  all  evil.

And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak  unto  the  chil 
dren  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  I  am  the  Lord  your  God 
After  the  doings  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  wherein  ye  have  dwelt, 
shall  ye  not  do;  and  after  the  doings  of  the  land  of  Canaan, 
whither  I  bring  you,  shall  ye  not  do;  and  in  their  ordinances 
shall  ye  not  walk.  My  ordinances  shall  ye  do;  and  my  statutes 
shall  ye  keep,  to  walk  therein  :  I  am  the  Lord  your  God.

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prairsed,  and  said,  Blessed  he  the  ■rlnry  of  the  Lolll),  froni  tb(j 
place  of  the  temj)le  of  liis  diviue  presence!  "The  1x)HD  will 
reign  for  ever  and  ever."  The  kingdom  of  the  LoKD  is  estab- 
lished for  ever  and  ever.  "  0'  Lord  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and 
Israel,  our  fathers,  preserve  this  for  ever,  to  form  the  inward 
thoughts  of  thy  people,  and  prepare  their  hearts  to  serve  thee. 
And  he  being  merciful,  forgiveth  iuiquit^^,  and  destroyeth  not; 
yea,  he  frequently  turneth  away  his  anger,  and  awakeneth  not  all 
his  wrath.  For  thou,  ()  Lord  !  art  good,  and  ready  to  forgive, 
and  of  abundant  mercy  unto  all  who  call  on  thee.  Thy  right- 
eousness is  everlasting  righteousness,  and  thy  law  is  truth.  Thou 
wilt  accomplish  the  truth  unto  Jacob,  and  the  mercy  unto  Abra- 
ham, which  thou  hast  sworn  unto  our  fathers  from  the  days  of 
old.  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  daily  loadcth  us  with  benefits; 
for  he  is  the  God  of  our  salvation,  for  ever.  The  Lord  of  Hosts 
is  with  us  ;  the  God  of  Jacob  is  a  refuge  unto  us.  Selah.  0  Lord 
of  Hosts  !  blessed  is  the  man  who  trusteth  in  thee.  Save  us,  O 
Lord  ;  answer  us,  0  King  !  when  we  call  on  thee."  Blessed 
be  our  God  !  who  hath  created  us  for  his  glory,  and  separated  us 
from  those  who  go  astray,  and  hath  given  us  the  law  of  truth,  and 
planted  eternal  life  within  us.  May  he  open  our  heart  to  the 
reception  of  his  law,  and  firmly  fix  his  love  and  fear  in  our  heart, 
that  we  may  perform  his  will,  and  serve  him  with  an  upright 
heart;  so  that  we  may  not  labour  in  vain,  nor  bring  forth  unto 
trouble.

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for  a  continual  Imnit-offering.  The  one  sheep  shalt  thou  offer  in 
the  imirning,  and  the  other  sheep  shalt,  thou  offer  toward  evening 
And  the  tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  line  flour  for  a  nieat-offeriug, 
mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of  beaten  oil.  It  is  a  con- 
tinual burnt-offering  which  was  made  on  Mount  Sinai,  for  a  sweet 
savour,  an  offering  made  bj  fire  unto  the  Lord.  And  ihe  drink- 
offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  for  the  one  sheep ; 
in  the  holy  place  shalt  thou  cause  the  strong  wine  to  be  poured 
out  for  a  drink-offering  to  the  Lord.  And  the  other  sheep  shalt 
thou  offer  toward  evening,  as  the  moat-offcring  of  the  morning, 
and  as  the  drink-offering  thereof  shalt  thou  offer  it,  an  offering 
made  by  fire  for  a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord. 

Then  say  the  order  of  Incense, p.  I.  p.  89,  till,  "  And  may  the  offering,"  &c. 
After  which  continue  : 

"  And  may  the  offering  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  be  pleasant 
unto  the  Lord  as  in  ancient  days,  and  as  in  former  years."

One  generation  shall  praise  thy  works  to  another, 
and  shall  declare  thy  mighty  acts.  I  will  speak  of  the  glorious 
honour  of  thy  majesty,  and  thy  wondrous  works.  And  men  shall 
speak  of  the  might  of  thy  tremendous  acts ;  and  thy  greatness 
will  I  declare.  The  memorial  of  thy  abundant  goodness  shall  they 
perpetually  utter,  and  shall  sing  of  thy  righteousness.  The  LoRD 
is  gracious  and  full  of  compassion ;  long-suffering,  and  of  great 
mercy.  The  Lord  is  good  to  allj  and  his  mercies  are  over  all 
his  works.  All  thy  works  shall  praise  thee,  0  Lord  !  and  thy 
pious  servants  shall  bless  thee.  They  shall  speak  of  the  glory 
of  thy  kingdom,  and  talk  of  thy  power.     To  make  known  his 
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(Psalm  lxxxiv.) — To  the  Chief  Musician  upon  Gittith  ; 
A  Psalm  for  the  Sons  of  Korah. — How  lovely  are  thy  taber- 
nacles, 0  Lord  of  Hosts !  My  soul  dcsireth,  yea,  it  longeth  for 
the  courts  of  the  Lord;  my  heart  and  my  lip  join  in  singing  the 
praises  of  the  living  God.  Even  the  sparrow  hath  found  a  house, 
and  the  swallow  a  nest  for  herself,  where  she  may  lay  her  young, 
in  thy  altars,  O  Lord  of  Hosts  !  my  King,  and  my  God  !  Happy 
are  they  who  dwell  in  thy  house,  they  will  be  continually  praising 
thee.  Selah.  Happy  the  man  whose  strong  confidence  is  in  thee ; 
and  those  whose  hearts  are  inclined  to  the  paths  which  lead  to 
thy  service ;  who  passing  through  the  valley  of  weeping,  make  it 
a  well ;  the  early  rain  also  encircleth  it  with  blessings.

For  a  day  in  thy  courts  is 
better  than  a  thousand  elsewhere.  I  would  rather  choose  to  sit 
at  the  threshold  of  the  house  of  my  God,  than  to  dwell  in  the 
tents  of  wickedness.  For  the  Lord  God  is  a  sun  and  shield  ;  the 
Lord  will  give  grace  and  glory  to  those  who  walk  uprightly,  and 
will  not  withhold  any  good  from  them.  0  Lord  of  Host?  '.  happy 
is  the  man  who  trusteth  in  thee.

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nor  placed  us  like  the  other  familios  of  the  earth  ;  neither  hath  he 
appointed  our  portion  like  tlioirs,  uor  our  lot  like  their  multitude, 
who  worship  vanity  and  oinptiui'.»s,  and  make  supplieatiou  to  a  god 
who  cannot  save.  But  we  prostrate  ourselves  before  the  Supreme 
King  of  kings!  the  holy  and  blessed  One  !  who  stick  hod  out  the 
heavens,  and  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth  ;  the  residence  of 
whose  glory  is  in  the  heavens  above,  and  the  Divine  Majesty  of 
whose  power  is  in  the  highest  heavens.  He  is  our  God,  and  there 
is  no  other.  Our  King  is  truth,  and  there  is  none  beside  him  ;  as  it 
is  written  in  the  law,  "  Know,  therefore,  this  day,  and  reflect  in 
thy  heart  that  the  Lord  he  is  God,  in  the  heavens  above,  and  on  the 
earth  beneath,  there  is  none  else."

He  also  is  ray  Standard,  and  my 
Refuge ;  the  portion  of  my  cup  when  I  call.  Into  his  hands  do 
I  comn)it  my  spirit,  when  I  sleep,  and  when  I  awake.  And  with 
my  spirit,  my  body  also ;  for  the  Lord  is  for  me,  and  I  will  not 
fear.

magnify  the  law,  and  make  it  honourable."

Blessings,  and  thanksgivings, 
be  ascribed  to  thy  great  and 
holy  name,  for  having  pre- 
served us  alive,  and  supported 
us.  Thus  we  beseech  thee  to 
grant  us  life,  be  gracious  unto 
us,  and  assemble  our  captives 
toward  the  courts  of  thy 
sanctuary,  to  observe  thy  sta- 
tutes, to  do  thy  will,  and  to 
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wilt  show  faithfuliioss  unto  Jacob,  and  mercy  unto  Abraham*, 
which  thou  hast  sworn  to  our  ancestors,  from  the  days  of  old." 

Our  God,  and  God  of  our  fathers,  niayest  thou  be  pleased  to 
grant  that  our  nionional,  ami  the  im  nidiial  of  our  fathers,  the

For  the  sins  for  which  we  have  incurred  the  penalty  of  forty 
stripes. 

For  the  sins  for  which  we  have  incurred  the  penalty  of  excision. 

For  the  sins  for  which  we  have  incurred  the  penalty  of  death 
and  excision. 

For  the  sins  for  which  we  have  incurred  the  penalty  of  death 
by  the  hand  of  God. 

For  the  sins  for  which  we  have  incurred  the  penalty  of  the 
four  kinds  of  death  inflicted  V)y  our  tribunal  of  justice;  viz. 
stoning,  burning,  slaying,  and  strangling;  for  transgressing 
affirmative  precepts,  or  negative  precepts;  whether  an  action  be 
appropriated  thereto,  or  not;  as  well  those  which  are  known 
unto  us,  and  those  which  are  unknown  unto  us.  Those  which 
are  known  unto  us  we  have  already  confessed  before  thee,  0 
Lord  our  God  I  and  God  of  our  fathers.  And  those  which  are 
unknown  unto  us  are  known  and  evident  before  thee,  O  Lord 
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we  1k»vo  done  abmniiiably  ;  we  have  <;oiio  astray,  and  have  caused 
otliers  to  err;  wo  Ikivc  also  turned  aside  from  tliy  precepts,  and 
from  thy  good  institiiiiuns,  ;iiid  wliicli  hafh  not  profited  us;  "but 
thou  art  just,  coneerning  all  tiiat  is  eonie  upon  us;  for  thou  hast 
dealt  most  truly,  but  we  have  done  wiekedly." 

Before  our  eyes  hath  our  substance  been  plumlered  ;  torn  and 
stripped  from  us.  They  have  laid  their  yoke  upon  us,  we  have 
borne  it  upon  our  shoulders;  even  slaves  have  had  dominion  over 
us,  and  there  is  none  to  deliver  us  from  their  power.  Multitudes 
of  troubles  have  encompassed  us,  and  we  have  called  upon  thee, 
0  Lord,  our  God  !  but  for  our  iniquities  hast  thou  bcH'n  far 
from  us.  We  have  turned  aside  from  following  thee,  and  have 
wandered  astray  like  lost  sheep,  and  are  ready  to  perish;  yet 
have  we  not  hitherto  turned  from  our  errors.  How  dare  we  then 
be  so  shameless  of  face  and  hardened,  as  to  declare  in  thy  pre- 
sence, 0  Lord,  our  God  !  and  God  of  our  fathers,  that  we  are 
righteous  and  have  not  sinned,  but  verily  we  have  sinned,  we 
and  our  fathers. 

The  Congregation  then  say  in  a  low  voice : 
We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  we  have 
stolen,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we  have  committed  iniquity, 
we  have  done  wickedly ;  we  have  acted  presumptuously,  we 
have  committed  violence,  we  have  framed  falsehood,  we  have 
counselled  evil,  we  have  uttered  lies,  we  have  scorned,  we  have 
rebelled,  we  have  blasphemed,  we  have  revolted,  we  have  acted 
perversely,  we  have  transgressed,  we  have  oppressed,  we  have 
been  stifl-necked,  we  have  acted  wickedly,  we  have  corrupted, 
we  have  done  abominably ;  we  have  gone  astray,  and  have 
cau,sed  others  to  err;  we  have  also  turned  aside  from  thy  pre- 
cepts, and  from  thy  good  institutions,  and  wlii<di  hath  not  pro- 
fited us;  "but  thou  art  just  concerning  all  that  is  come  upon  us; 
for  thou  hast  dealt  most  truly,  but  we  have  done  wickedlj'." 

What  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence,  O  thou  who  dwellest  on 
high  ?  or  what  shall  we  declare  unto  thee,  who  residest  above  the 
skies?  Behold,  thou  knowest  the  secret  things  as  well  as  tho 
revealed ;  thou  knowest  the  secrets  of  the  world,  and  most  hidden 
privacies  of  all  living ;  thou  searchest  all  the  inward  parts,  and

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a  frowanl  tit-iirnitiim  ;  ojx'ii  to  invdads  as  a  city  disuiantlcd  of  hi 
walls:  •'  I  am  t'nr  peace;  but  when  I  speak,  they  are  for  war!" 
All  tbiir  paths  arc  directed  to  violence  aud  dcstj-uction ;  there 
is  no  justice  in  tluir  footsteps;  their  eyes  are  closed  that  they 
cannot  sec,  their  heart  that  it  cannot  understand.  And,  were  it 
not  that  I  had  been  formed  of  these  discordant  elements,  I  should 
not  have  rebelled,  nor  have  receded  from  tlie  path  of  virtue.  In- 
deed, my  conscience  overwhelmed  with  shame,  loudly  exclaimeth 
against  me  I  yes,  my  iniquities  are  the  cause  of  all  this.  Every 
irregular  passion  wisheth  to  predominate;  one  entreating,  the 
other  tempting;  while  I  know  not  how  to  act.  What  can  the 
lamb  do  among  wolves  ?  or  can  one  prevail  against  many  ?  for  it 
is  decided,  that  where  one  contendeth  against  many,  the  multitude 
must  prevail.]  0  consider,  that  I  act  as  by  compulsion ;  and 
therefore  free  me  from  my  perverseness  and  trespass :  and  now  I 
beseech  thee,  pardon  my  sin.  0  forgive  my  iniquity,  and  grant 
remission  for  my  transgressions  and  presumptuous  sins,  although 
it  be  not  for  my  sake.  And  if,  (which  thy  mercy  avert)  thou 
despise  my  affliction,  and  the  tumultuous  noise  of  my  iniquities 
silence  the  voice  of  my  supplications  :  yet,  0  mighty  God  !  re- 
ject me  not.  0  grant  my  petition  for  the  sake  of  this  holy  con- 
gregation, every  one  of  whom  mingleth  his  supplications  with 
tears  of  repentance;  the  small  and  the  great,  the  strong  and  the 
weak :  rendering  the  confession  of  their  lips,  instead  of  steers, 
and  offering  their  humble  supplication,  instead  of  turtle-doves ; 
making  confession  in  thy  presence,  and  saying. 

Congregation  then  say  with  a  loud  voice: 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  we  have 
stolen,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we  have  committed  iniquity,  and 
have  done  wickedly,  we  have  acted  presumptuously,  we  have 
committed  violence,  we  have  framed  falsehood,  we  have  coun- 
selled evil,  we  have  uttered  lies,  we  have  scorned,  we  have 
rebelled,  we  have  blasphemed,  we  have  revolted,  we  have  acted 
perversely,  we  have  transgressed,  we  have  oppressed,  we  have 
been   stiff-necked,  we  have  acted  wickedly,  we  have  corrupted, 
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God,  righteous,  and  Saviour  :  grant  then  salvation  at  our  entreaty. 
From  the  degraded  state  of  transgressors,  the  exalted  praise  of 
mercy  is  manifested ;  even  in  the  pardon  of  presumptuous  sin- 
ners. And  were  it  not  for  the  vileness  of  the  trespass,  inesti- 
mable mercy  would  be  wanting;  for  together  are  they  joined. 
And  were  it  not  for  the  impurity  of  backsliding,  the  purity  of 
repentance  would  not  be  perceived  :  0  how  good  and  excellent 
the  contrast !  And  were  it  not  for  the  hope  of  pardon,  the  chil- 
dren of  iniquity,  grown  desperate,  would  entirely  vitiate  them- 
selves, and  commit  every  abomination.  If,  therefore,  my  trans- 
gression and  trespass  are  great,  behold  my  affliction  and  pain;  for 
the  offspring  of  my  rebellion  is  suffering.  And  though  my  ini- 
quity and  rebellion  be  great,  yet,  remember  my  affliction  and 
misery :  0  consider  what  I  am.  ['What  is  sweeter  than  honey  ? 
what  is  stronger  than  a  lion  ?  sweeter  far  is  the  desire  of  my 
carnal  nature;  more  powerful  the  force  of  my  appetite,  which 
cruelly  vexeth  its  own  substance.  My  understanding,  like  the 
fox,  is  silent  before  my  bodily  feeling;  and  my  intelligent  soul 
dumb  as  the  lamb ;  for  it  is  absolute,  as  the  lion  among  the 
beasts.  The  material  part  lusteth  after  falsehood  and  conceal- 
ment, is  over-fond  of  bribery;  continually  varying  its  appear- 
ance. And  to  obtain  its  desire,  it  will  pervert  its  ways,  and  arm 
all  its  powers.  Of  the  four  elements  it  is  compounded,  each 
taking  its  forward  course,  they  know  no  satiety ;  continually 
warring  against  each  other,  they  abound  not  in  wisdom;  for  by 
their  division  they  destroy  themselves.  They  never  are  attracted 
by  one  opinion,  nor  governed  by  one  counsel;  but  each  taketh 
its  own  course.  Thus,  one  part  heated  by  fiery  particles,  burnetii 
with  desire  :  another  partaking  of  the  watery  element,  rusheth 
on  as  the  swift  ships  to  their  desired  port.  This  breathing  its 
airy  element,  is  fierce  as  monsters  of  the  deep ;  and  the  other, 
inclined  to  its  mother  earth,  is  emj)loyed  in  digging  a  pit,  for  the 
foundation  of  a  dwelling  :  all  turning  their  backs  to  good  coun- 
sel. One  vigilantly  guarding,  another  impetuously  pursuing; 
one  ready  to  prey  on  every  thing,  and  the  other  tearing  all  with 
'Holence  :  thus,  they  smite  and  wound  each  other.     For  they  are

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2nunsellod  ovil,  ami  to  annul  the  prtn-opt  of  the  Floly  One,  I  took 
counsol  within  my  soul.  I  have  uttered  lies,  and  my  heart,  like 
a  fountain  of  water,  flowed  with  streams  of  lies  and  falsehood.  I 
have  scorned,  and  my  heart  rejected  the  admonition  of  good  coun- 
sellors, and  became  attached  to  scoruers.  I  have  rebelled,  and 
my  sacrilegious  hands  have  erased  from  every  sacred  book,  the 
sentence,  "  But,  rebel  ye  not  against  the  Lord."  I  have  blas- 
phemed, and  my  heart  both  iu  public  and  private  praised  the  ini- 
quitous person  who  blasphemed  God.  I  have  revolted,  and  have 
incited  every  other  person  to  rebel.  I  have  acted  perversely,  and 
my  arrogant  heart  refused  to  rectify  what  it  had  perverted.  I 
have  transgre.ssed,  and  chosen  my  companions  from  the  most  pro- 
fligate men.  I  have  oppressed,  and  vexed  every  one,  with  tyran- 
nical oppression,  over  whom  I  had  power.  I  have  been  perverse, 
and  at  no  time  forbore  speaking  with  asperity.  I  have  acted 
wickedly,  and  my  soul  envied  the  wicked  man  in  the  pursuit  of 
his  wickedness  and  transgression.  I  have  corrupted  myself,  and 
that  seeming  but  a  slight  matter  in  my  sight,  I  enticed  others  to 
destruction.  I  have  done  abominably,  and  my  soul  panted  with 
strong  desire,  till  I  had  accomplished  the  abomination.  I  have 
gone  astray :  my  heart  strayed  as  sheep  without  a  shepherd  :  so 
that  every  one  could  perceive  that  I  had  lost  my  way.  I  have 
caused  others  to  err,  and  attempted  to  persuade  every  pious  per- 
son to  follow  my  impious  frenzy;  but  I  appeared  in  their  eyes 
as  a  deceiver.  I  have  also  turned  aside  from  thy  precepts,  and 
from  thy  good  institutions,  though  it  hath  not  profited  me;  but 
thou  art  just  concerning  all  that  is  come  upon  me;  for  thou  hast 
dealt  most  truly,  but  I  have  done  wickedly.  But  I  know  that 
thou  art  a  merciful  and  gracious  God,  and  rcpentest  of  evil;  thy 
goodness  also  is  not  withholden  at  any  time,  but  thou  dost  far  ex- 
ceed the  report  of  thy  graciousness :  and  art  long-suffering,  and 
doing  good  abundantly;  do  then  not  dismiss  empty  those  who  come 
to  entreat  thee  with  a  sincere  heart,  but  attend  to  their  petition. 
And  as  it  is  natural  for  me  to  trespass :  so  is  it  lovely  in  thee  ta 
pardon,  0  thou,  who  makcst  a  distinction  between  holy  and  pro- 
fane.    I  am  prone  to  commit  sin,  and  do  wickedly ;  whilst  thou  art 
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ptrongtlu'n  mo;  l>y  saying  to  mo,  '•  Hasten  to  implore  re(leinptif)n, 
for  t lie  ilay  still  lingers;  and  altliougli  the  Judge  he  awful  and 
tremendous  :  yet  despair  not  of  id)taiiiing  mercy  ;  the  stm  is  yet 
above  the  horizon,  and  hasteueth  not  to  go  down  till  the  day  bo 
over.'  IVrsevere  till  tlioro  is  room  for  thy  cry,  and  a  door  opened 
to  thy  prayer,  to  grant  thy  request.  And  although  thy  abomin- 
able aets  be  over  so  abundant :  yet,  is  God'a  inclination  to  pardon 
still  far,  nay,  infinitely  greater.  If  thy  sins  be  as  many  as  the 
waters  of  the  sea,  and  the  waves  thereof;  and  thy  trespasses 
numerous  as  the  stars,  and  hosts  of  heaven  :  yet,  the  mercy  of 
the  Lord  is  eternal.  If  thy  iniquities  surpass  the  clouds  :  yet, 
his  tender  mercy  is  above  the  heavens  seven-fold."  When  I  had 
thus  reasoucd  with  myself,  I  became  fortified,  and  assumed  ad- 
ditional firmness,  restraining  my  misgivings;  and  therefore  I  now 
knock  at  thy  gates.  My  overflowing  heart  is  bent  to  confess 
some  part  of  my  sins,  and  to  enumerate  u  small  portion  of  mj 
iniquities;  though  it  were  but  the  thousandth  part  of  my  trea- 
pas.ses.  I  have  trespassed  ;  and  m\'  offences  are  accumulated  :  1 
am  guilty  of  robbery  and  violation  of  holy  things.  I  have  dealt 
treacherously ;  nor  have  I  day  or  night  divested  myself  of  my 
unclean  habits.  I  have  stolen,  and  it  is  not  in  my  power  to 
make  restitution ;  for  it  is  truly  difficult  to  restore  the  thing 
stolen,  when  already  consumed.  I  have  spoken  slander  with  a 
deceitful  and  scornful  tongue,  as  one  of  the  vile  speaketh.  I 
have  committed  iniquity ;  and  in  my  mouth,  whatever  was  right 
was  wrested  and  placed  in  the  most  injurious  and  contemptible 
light.  I  have  done  wickedl}',  in  which  my  heart  rejoiced,  and 
exulted  :  O,  wherefore  doeth  the  way  of  the  wicked  prosper?  I 
have  acted  presumptuou.«ly,  and  loved  the  man  of  contention  and 
quarrel,  who  acteth  with  arrogance.  I  have  committed  violence, 
and  with  ray  mouth  have  basely  vilified  the  righteous  man,  although 
he  had  done  no  wrong.  I  have  framed  falsehood,  and  I  became 
as  a  purchased  slave,  to  men  that  bore  false  witnes.<?.     I  have 

'  God  will  not  reject  man  for  his  sins  at  once ;  but  he  waits  daily  till 
his  dying  day,  to  see  whether  he  will  not  repent. 
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tain  hopes  of  pardon  liy  a  miracle,  for  the  sin  which  I  have  cotft 
mittod  apaiiist  tlico  liy  compulsion  :  yet,  must  I  suffer  punish- 
ment both  in  S(i\il  and  l)ody,  for  the  sin  which  I  have  committed 
against  thee  voluntarily.  And  though  I  earnestly  entreat  thee, 
and  thou  art  entreated  of  me,  for  the  sin  which  1  have  committed 
against  thee  secretly  :  yet,  my  heart  would  be  parched  in  dreadful 
fire,  for  the  sin  which  I  have  committed  against  thee  publicly. 
Or,  if  I  should  say,  I  will  at  this  time  fly  from  thy  presence, 
until  tin  wratli  be  passed — even  were  it  rational:  yet  verily,  the 
whole  earth  is  full  of  thy  glory ;  and  there  is  none  capable  of 
delivering  from  thy  hand;  even  the  grave  is  naked  before  thee. 
0  whither  shall  1  fly  from  thy  presence,  when  nothing  can  be 
hid  from  thy  eyes?  "If  I  ascend  the  heavens,  thou  art  there; 
and  if  I  make  my  bed  in  the  grave,'  lo  !  thou  art  there."  There- 
fore will  I  be  silent  and  dumb ;  and  put  my  hand  to  my  mouth ; 
for  I  am  ashamed  and  confounded.  With  a  heart  fearful  and 
trembling;  thoughts  disturbed  and  hurried;  in  suspense,  and 
undetermined  to  choose  between  liberty  and  constraint;  between 
possible  and  impossible:  unconscious  of  that  wliieh  is  preferable; 
whether  to  stand  or  to  flee;  to  despair  or  to  hope;  thus  halting 
between  two  opinions;  whether  I  should  call  to  mind  my  ini- 
quities, or  endeavour  to  forget  them  ;  whether  I  should  speak,  or 
be  silent;  alas!  the  task  is  too  difficult.  For  if  I  am  silent,  ray 
bones  are  consumed  ;  and  if  I  speak,  my  trespasses  are  discovered, 
and  my  lieart  is  exposed  to  reproach,  for  my  past  life.  If  I  attempt 
to  hide  my  iniquity  in  my  own  bosom,  and  to  secret  it  within  my 
breast :  the  show  of  my  countenance  would  witness  against  me. 
How  umch  more  before  that  Judge,  who  searcheth  the  most 
secret  thoughts ;  in  whose  presence  there  is  no  oblivion ;  no  re- 
spect of  persons,  nor  acceptance  of  bribes.  Yet  how  exceeding 
precious  is  redemption ;  and  how  shall  I,  poor  and  destitute  of 
good  works,  obtain  acquittal  ?  Therefore  is  my  head  bent  down 
ns  a  bulrush  ;  and  my  tears,  reddened  with  my  liver's  blood,  flow 
e'lpiously,  like  the  scattering  of  dill  and  cummin  seed.  But, 
verily,  my  reins  reprove  me,  and  my  thoughts  encourage  and 
"  Heb.,  hell. 
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youth  vanished ;  and  the  creatures  of  my  imagination,  all  of 
them,  fled  as  a  shadow;  my  sins  as  red  as  scarlet,  whilst  my  locks 
arc  white  as  snow,  by  the  number  of  years  spent  in  the  pursuit 
of  every  lust,  wasted  in  the  infringement  of  every  precept,  and 
ccmsumed  without  a  hnpe  of  better  things  :  I  must  almost  despair 
of  curing  my  backslidings,  or  making  efficacious  repentance,  since 
the  day  is  so  short,  and  the  labour  so  great.'  When  shall  I  offer 
the  sacrilSce  of  confession,  and  my  mouth  publicly  declare  in  the 
assembled  congregations,  the  sins  I  have  presumptuously  com- 
mitted ?  How  can  I,  in  my  few  remaining  hours,  make  confes- 
sion of  the  sins  and  iniquities  which  I  have  committed?  or  barely 
name  them  with  my  lips?  To  enumerate  them,  words  and  dic- 
tion would  fail;  and  to  write  them,  neither  books  nor  rolls  would 
suffice  ;  days  and  nights  would  be  consumed  in  enumerating  and 
rehearsing  them;  and  there  would  still  remain  the  ten-fold 
greater  part  to  be  confessed.  Could  I  but  obtain  pardon  for  my 
tran.sgressions,  by  eloquent  lips,  and  mellifluous  voice  :  how  good, 
how  pleasing  would  it  be  !  T  would  then  instantly  begin  with 
confessing  the  sins  of  an  evil  tongue,  and  with  suavity  of  expres- 
sion entreat  |)ar(lon  for  dissoluteness  of  speech ;  for  thus,  might 
the  mouth  which  incurred  the  penalty  absolve  me  from  it.  But 
alas !  what  power  of  speech  can  avail  the  hand  stained  with 
blood,  or  arms  filled  with  violence ?  for  sins  past  and  present: 
perpetrated  and  committed  ?  "  What  gain  can  thus  accrue  to 
thee?  or  what  can  profit  thee  a  deceitful  tongue?"  How  can 
reiterated  confessions  benefit  him  who  is  laden  with  wickedness? 
since  a  multitude  of  words  cannot  do  away  transgressions.  Is 
there  any  .sanitive  power  in  the  vain  undulations  of  the  tongue 
and  lip,  whilst  the  heart  reserveth  malice,  and  is  continually 
devising  thoughts  of  abomination  ?  Though  my  tears  pour  down 
in  melting  showers,  for  sin  which  I  have  committed  against  thee 
ignorantly :  yet,  must  I  still  remain  accountable  for  the  sin 
which  I  have  committed  ngainst  thee  wilfully.  Should  I  enter-

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thee,  be  wanting.  0  God  !  own  tlioso  who  acknowledge  thee,  and 
cast  down  those  wlio  disown  thee;  for  thou  wilt  cause  the  enchained 
prisoners  who  wait  with  hope,  to  return  to  the  strong-hold. 

Our  God,  and  God  of  our  fathers  !  may  our  prayer  come  be- 
fore thee,  and  hide  not  thyself  from  our  supplication ;  for  we  aro 
not  so  shameless  of  face,  or  so  hardened,  as  to  declare  in  thy  pre- 
sence, 0  Lord,  our  God  !  and  God  of  our  fathers,  that  we  are 
righteous,  and  have  not  sinned;  verily,  we  have  sinned,  we  and

How  dare  we  then  be  so  shameless  of  face,  and 
hardened,  as  to  declare  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  our  God  !  and 
God  of  our  fathers,  that  we  are  righteous,  and  have  not  sinned ; 
verily  we  have  sinned,  we  and  our  fathers.

Happy  the  eye  which  saw  all  these ;  but  verily,  to  hear  only 
of  them,  afflicteth  our  soul.  Happy  the  eye  which  saw  the  lily'  of 
the  valley,  encircled  with  glory,  as  a  woven  collar  about  the 
neck;  and  the  priest  adorned  with  the  glorious  stones  of  memo- 
rial ;  even  the  holy  garments  which  were  for  Aaron.  But 
verily,  &c.  Happy  the  eye  which  saw  the  Levites  and  people 
admonished ;  the  glory  overshadowing  them  as  a  splendid  flame 
of  fire;  and  the  people  flocking  towards  the  priest,  while  he  pro- 
nounced, ''  Ye  shall  be  clean  from  all  your  sins  before  the  Lord." 
But  verily,  &c.  Happy  the  eye  which  saw  the  sanctuary  in  the 
fulness  of  its  splendour;  the  glory  overshadowing  it,  as  a  king 
beneath  its  nuptial  canopy;  the  priest  pronouncing  the  ineff"able 
Name  with  his  lips,  and  the  people  answering,  "  Blessed  be  the 
name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom."  But  verily,  &c.  Happy  the 
eye  which  saw  the  glory  and  honour  of  the  temple ;  overshadowed 
•with  the  divine  glory,  as  a  king  in  the  midst  of  his  palace ;  the 
priest  bringing  the  bowl  and  censer  in  his  splendour ;  and  at  his 
coming  forth  appeared  like  the  sun  going  forth  in  his  power. 
But  verily,  &c.  Happy  the  eye  which  saw  the  lovely  wall  of  the 
temple,  the  divine  glory  overshadowing  it,  like  a  column  of  spark- 
ling fire ;  the  priest  reading  in  the  law,  the  words  of  which  distil 
like  showers;  whilst  the  priests  and  people  were  like  olive  plants 
round  about  him.  But  verily,  &c.  Happy  the  eye  which  saw 
the  king's  precious  palace;    the  divine  glory  overshadowing  it,

the  captives  togetlior,  a  year  of  receiving  prayers,  a  year  of  fa- 
vour, a  year  of  peace,  a  year  of  rain  ami  clew,  a  year  of  plenty, 
a  yoar  in  which  thou  niayest  load  us  securely  to  our  land,  a  year

And  now,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  we  trust  in  thy  abundant  mer- 
cies ;  and  rely  upon  thy  hiving-kindness ;  and  earnestly  hope  for 
thy  pardon  ;  for  thou,  0  Lord  !  art  a  merciful  and  gracious  God, 
long-suffering,  and  of  abundant  mercy ;  diffusing  good  abundantly ; 
and  who  governest  the  universe  with  the  attribute  of  kindness, 
and  the  attribute  of  mercy ;  as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  thy 
servant  Moses,*  "  And  he  said,  I  will  cause  all  my  goodness  to 
pass  before  thee,  and  I  will  prochiim  the  name  of  the  Lord  before 
thee,  and  will  be  gracious  to  whom  I  will  be  gracious,  and  will 
show  mercy  to  whom  I  will  show  mercy." 


And  thus,  how  glorious  was  the  appearance  of  the  high  priest, 
when  he  came  forth  from  the  sanctuary  in  peace ;  even  like  an 
amethyst  set  in  a  crown ;  like  a  ruby  fixed  in  a  mitre ;  as  a  tur- 
quoise manifest  in  the  ephod  ;  as  a  diamond  discovered  in  the 
breast-plate;  as  a  jasper  transparent  in  ornaments;  as  the  onyx 
on  marble  columns ;  as  crystal  set  in  gold ;  as  a  topaz  set  in  a 
fleal;  like  the  lustre   of  a  carbuncle;  like   the  bright  sparkling

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put  off  the  white  garments;  went  down  and  bathed,  came  up  and 
wiped  hiiuself.  They  brought  him  the  garments  of  gold,  which 
he  put  on,  washed  his  hands  and  feet;  went  into  the  temple  to 
offer  the  incense,  and  to  light  the  lamps  at  evening ;  he  then 
washed  his  hands  and  feet,  put  off  the  garments  of  gold,  and  they 
brought  him  his  own  proper  garments  which  he  put  on;  and  the 
people  aceompanied  him  to  his  house.  He  also  made  a  festival 
for  his  friends,  when  he  came  out  in  peace  from  the  holy  place. 
"  Happy  the  people  who  are  thus !  Happy  the  people  whose 
God  is  the  Lord  !" 


And  thus  was  the  prayer  of  the  high  priest  when  he  came 
forth  from  the  sanctuary  in  peace  :  "  May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy 
presence,  O  Lord,  our  God,  and  God  of  our  fathers !  that  this 
present  year  which  now  approacheth,  may  be  in  respect  to  us, 
and  all  thy  people  Israel,  in  whatever  place  they  be,  if  a  year  of 
heat,  productive  of  rain  ;  and  regard  not  the  prayers  of  travellers, 
as  to  what  merely  concerneth  the  rain  at  such  time  as  the  world 
hath  need  thereof;  neither  suffer  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel, 
to  be  under  the  necessity  to  crave  subsistence  from  each  other,  or 
from  any  other  people.  0  may  it  be  a  year  in  which  no  woman 
suffer  abortion;  and  may  the  trees  of  the  field  yield  their  fruit; 
and  may  dominion  not  depart  from  the  house  of  Judah." 


And  as  thou  didst  thus  hear  the  prayer  of  the  high  priest  in 
the  temple,  hear  ours  from  our  mouth  likewise,  and  save  us. 


May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Lord  our  God,  and 
God  of  our  fathers  !  to  grant  that  this  year  which  now  approach- 
eth, may  be  unto  us  and  all  thy  people  Israel,  in  whatever  place 
they  be,  a  year  of  light,  a  year  of  blessing,  a  year  of  joy,  a  year 
of  gladness,  a  year  of  honour,  a  year  of  good  a.ssembly,  a  year  of 
■ong,  a  year  of  mirth,  a  year  of  goodness,  a  year  of  salvation,  a 
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which  he  said  eight  blessings :  (viz.)  upon  the  law,  the  sacri- 
fices, the  confession,  pardoning  of  iuitjuity,  the  sanctuary; 
Israel,  the  Priests,  and  the  remainder  of  the  Prayer. 


He  directed  his  steps  to  the  bath,  and  washed  his  hands 
and  feet ;  then  he  put  off  the  linen  garments,  went  down  and 
bathed,  came  up  and  dried  himself.  Garments  of  gold  were 
brought  to  him  which  he  put  on,  and  washed  his  hands  and 
feet.  He  then  went  out,  and  sacrificed  the  kid,  which  Avas 
to  be  offered  without ;  being  part  of  the  additional  offering 
of  the  day :  aud  afterwards  his  own  ram,  and  the  people's 
ram. 


After  he  had  offered  the  entrails  of  the  sin-offering;  he 
offered  the  entrails  of  the  bull  and  kid,  which  had  been  burnt ; 
and  then  offered  the  continual  burnt-offering,  of  the  evening, 
which  he  performed  according  to  their  institution. 


After  he  had  completed  all  these,  he  again  entered  the 
bathing  apartment,  and  instantly  washed  his  hands  and  feet; 
he  put  off  the  garments  of  gold,  went  down  and  bathed,  came 
..p,  and  wiped  himself.  White  garments  were  then  brought 
to  him  which  he  put  on,  and  washed  his  hands  and  feet.  He 
then  entered  into  the  holy  of  holies  to  take  away  the  bowl 
and  censer,  which  he  had  carried  in  in  the  morning ;  and  again 
went  to  the  bathing  apartment ;  washed  his  hands  aud  feet ; 
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t rated  themselves,  falling  on  their  face,  and  saying,  "Blessed 
be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for  ever  and  ever." 
He  also  was  attentive  to  finish  pronouncing  the  ineffable 
Name,  so  as  to  corresjwnd  with  those  who  said  the  blessing,  and 
to  whom  he  said,  "  Ye  shall  be  clean." 


He  called  one  of  the  prie8"t.s,  who  had  been  appointed,  and 
delivered  the  scape-goat  to  him  to  convey  it  to  an  uninhabited 
country  and  barren  desert :  he  divided  the  scarlet  fillet  which 
was  between  his  horns :  and  tied  one  half  of  it  to  the  rock, 
and  the  other  half  between  its  horns ;  he  theii  with  both  hands 
cast  it  down,  backwards,  and  rolling  over  as  it  descended,  it 
was  dashed  to  pieces  before  it  had  descended  half  down  the 
precipice  ;  when  he  said,  "  May  the  iniquities  of  thy  people, 
the  house  of  Israel,  be  thus  obliterated." 


He  ran  to  the  bull  and  the  kid  which  were  to  be  burnt;  he 
ripped  them  open,  and  took  out  their  entrails,  and  put  them 
in  a  dish,  ready  to  offer  them  upon  the  altar:  and  their  f,esh, 
he  suspended  on  hooks,  and  sent  it  away  by  others  to  the  house 
appointed  for  burning  it. 


He  returned  to  the  court  of  the  women,  to  read  in  Leviticus 
the  sections,  "  After  the  death  of  the  sons  of  Aaron"  &c.,a.iidi"  But 
in  the  tenth  of  this  seventh  month,"  &c.,  but  the  section  in  Num- 
bers, "  On  the  tenth  day,"  &c.,  he  rehearsed  by  memory.   After

Ho  joyfully  poured  the  blood  of  the  hull  into  that  of  the 
kid  ;  pouring  iJils  mixed  blood  from  the  full  borvlmto  tlu; empty 
one:  he  weut  and  stood  withiu,  by  the  golden  altar,  between 
the  altar  and  the  candlestick.  He  put  soine  of  the  blood  upon 
the  four  corners  thereof,  according  to  its  order,  beginning  at 
the  northeast  corner,  and  ending  at  the  southeast ;  and  heaped 
the  coals  and  ashes  which  were  on  the  golden  altar  on  one  side 
and  the  other,  till  he  perceived  the  gold  thereof,  and  then 
sprinkled  seven  times  of  the  mixed  blood  upon  the  clean  parts 
of  the  altar. 

He  stepped  forward,  and  went  forth  at  the  south  side  with- 
out the  porch,  and  poured  out  the  remains  of  the  blood  at  the 
west  side  of  the  bottom  of  the  outer  altar.  He  proceeded, 
and  drew  near  to  the  kid,  which  was  to  be  sent  to  Azazel,  to 
make  confession  over  it  of  the  trespass  of  the  congregation. 

He  laid  both  his  hands  upon  it,  he  made  confession;  and 
thus  did  he  say  :  "  I  pray  thee,  O  God  !  as  thy  people  the 
house  of  Israel,  have  sinned,  committed  iniquity,  and  have 
transgressed  against  thee  ;  I  beseech  thee  by  thy  ineffable 
Name,  pardon  now  the  sins,  iniquities,  and  transgressions, 
which  thy  people  the  house  of  Israel  have  committed  against 
thee  ;  As  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  thy  servant  Moses,  '  For 
on  this  day  shall  he  (the  High-Priest),  make  an  atonement 
for  you,  to  cleanse  you  from  all  your  sins,  before  the  Lord.'  " ' 

And  when  the  priests  and  the  people  who  stood  in  the  court 
heard  the  ineffable  Name  proceed  from  the  mouth  of  the 
High-Priest,  with  sanctity  and  purity,  they  kneeled  and  pros- 

1  It  would  appear,  that  tho  high  priest  recited  the  verse  from  Le- 
viticus xvi.  in  this  manner  ;  he  began,  "  For  on  this  day  shall  ho 
make  atonement  for  you,  to  cleanse  you  from  all  your  sins  before  the 
LoBD;"  which  word  ho  pronounced  in  the  manner  it  is  written  ;

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"\Vhcu  he  came  forth,  they  brought  hira  the  kid  of  the  sin-

And  thus  did  he  reckon.  One,  One  and  one.  One  and  two, 
One  and  three.

And  thus  did  be  reckon.  One,  One  and  one,  One  and  two.

He  hastily  left  the  blood  of  the  bull,  and  took  the  blood  of 
the  kid  ;  and  did  with  its  blood,  as  he  did  with  the  blood  of 
the  bull,  and  sprinkled  thereof  upon  the  veil,  opposite  the  ark 
without,  once  above,  and  seven  times  beneath  ;  although  he 
did  not  particularly  aim  to  sprinkle  either  above  or  below,  but 
just  as  it  might  happen  to  fall. 

And  thus  did  he  reckon.  One,  One  and  one.  One  and  two, 
One  and  three,  One  and  four,  One  and  five,  One  and  six,  One 
and  seven. 
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took  a  censer  of  pure  gold,  and  ascended  before  the  summit  of 
the  altar:  and  took  up  fire  with  it,  from  the  west  side  of  the 
altar;  and  brought  it  down  full  of  red-hot  coals  of  fire:  partly 
coals,  and  partly  flame :  and  placed  it  on  the  fourth  row'of 
the  pavement  of  the  court.  They  then  brought  him  the  bowl 
and  the  censer,  full  of  the  finest  beaten  incense:  of  which  he 
took  two  hands  full,  taking  the  censer  in  his  right  hand,  and 
the  bowl  in  his  left.  He  straight  prepared  himself  to  enter 
into  the  holy  of  holies,  and  placed  the  golden  censer  between 
the  staves  of  the  ark.  He  took  a  handful  of  incetise,  and  put 
it  upon  the  coals,  towards  the  west  side ;  and  tarried  till  the 
sanctuary  was  completely  filled  with  smoke.  With  a  pure 
heart  he  retired  backward,  and  made  a  short  prayer  in  the 
temple.  When  he  came  out,  he  took  the  blood  of  the  bull  from 
the  person  that  stirred  it,  and  entering  again  the  holy  of  holies, 
he  sprinkled  thereof  upon  the  mercy-seat,  and  before  the  mercy- 
seat,  between  the  staves  of  the  ark  ;  once  above,  and  seven 
times  beneath  ;  yet,  he  did  not  particularly  aim  to  sprinkle 
either  above  or  below  ;  but  just  as  it  might  happen  to  fall.* 

And  thus  did  he  reckon.  One,*  One  and  one,  One  and  two, 
One  and  three,  One  and  four,  One  and  five,  One  and  six.  One 
and  seven.  He  then  went  forth,  and  left  it  upon  the  golden 
base  which  was  in  the  temple,

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As  for  the  ki.l  of  Azazol,  he  titnl  a  scarlet  fillet  betweou  its 
horns,  of  the  wcii^ht  of  two  solahs,^  and  placed  it  at  the  east  gate, 
opposite  the  place  it  was  to  ho  sent  to.  He  also  bound  a  scarlet 
fillet  about  the  neck  of  tlic  kid  which  was  for  the  LoRD,  near  the 
part  of  juguhition.  Uv  then  a  second  time  drew  near  to  his  own 
bull,  and  over  it  made  confession  for  his  household,  and  his 
brethren  the  priests. 

He  laid  both  his  hands  upon  it  and  made  confession ;  and  thus 
did  he  say,  O  God  !  I  now  acknowledge  that  I  have  sinned ;  I 
have  committed  iniquity;  I  have  transgressed  against  thee:  even 
I  and  my  household,  and  the  sons  of  Aaron,  thy  holy  people.  I 
beseech  thee,  Everlasting  One,  to  paid'tn  the  sins,  iniquities,  and 
transgressions  which  I  have  committed  against  thee;  even  I  and 
my  household,  and  the  sons  of  Aaron  thy  sanctified  people.  As 
it  is  written  in  the  law  of  thy  servant  Moses,  "  For  on  this  day 
shall  he  make  an  atonement  for  you,  to  cleanse  you  from  all  your 
sins,  before  the  Lord." 

And  when  the  priests  and  the  people  who  stood  in  the  court, 
heard  the  ineffable  Name  proceed  from  the  mouth  of  the  high 
priest,  with  sanctity  and  purity,  they  kneeled  and  prostrated 
themselves,  falling  on  their  faces,  and  saying,  "  Blessed  be  the 
name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for  ever  and  ever."

He  exam- 
ined the  knife,  slew  his  own  bull,  and  received  its  blood  in  a 
clean  bowl;  and  gave  it  also  immediately  to  his  neighbour  to 
stir  it,  that  it  might  not  coagulate.  He  then  left  the  blood  of 
his  own  bull,  in  the  hands  of  him  who  stirred  it  on  the  fourth 
pavement  of  the  court,  from  the  door  of  the  temple  outward;  and

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west :  and  the  Priest  stood  on  the  east,  with  his  face  towards 
the  west:  where  he  stood  iu  profound  reverence  before  the 
Most  High,  ready  to  make  confession.' 

He  laid  both  his  hands  upon  it,  and  thus  did  he  say,  "  O 
God  !  I  now  acknowledge  that  I  have  sinned  ;  I  have  committed 
iniquity  ;  I  have  transgressed  against  thee ;  even  I  and  my 
household,  I  beseech  thee  by  thy  iueifable  Name  to  pardon 
the  sins,  iniquities,  and  transgressions,  which  I  have  committed

He  then  proceeded  to  the  east  of  the  court,  to  the  north  of 
the  altar  ;  having  his  presumptive  successor  at  his  right,  and 
the  principal  of  the  sacerdotal  house  on  his  left;  there  were 
two  kids,  their  faces  to  the  west,  and  their  back  to  the  east; 
one  on  his  right  and  the  other  on  his  left.  He  suddenly 
plunged  his  hand  into  the  box,  and  drew  out  two  lots,  the 
one  lot,  on  which  was  written  to  the  Lord,  he  put  on  the  kid, 
and  said,  "  A  sin-offering  to  the  Lord."

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vnii  his  puri'tirc^tion.  He  rejoiced  in  the  performance  of  the 
precept ;  and  liaving  put  off  his  ordinary  clothes  he  went  down, 
and  bathed,  as  lie  had  been  admonished.  They  then  gave  him 
the  gc)lden  garments,  which  he  put  on,  and  washed  his  hands 
and  feet.  He  immediately  received  the  lamb  of  the  continual 
burnt  offering,  and  cut  the  major  part  of  its  two  jugular  pipes 
and  letl  the  complete  cutting  thereof  to  another;  while  he,  re- 
ceiving the  blood,  sprinkled  it  upon  the  altar  according  to  its 
ordinance.  He  entered  into  the  inner  part  of  the  temple  to  offer 
the  incense,  and  to  trim  the  lamps :  he  then  came  forth,  and 
offered  the  head  and  the  members,  according  to  their  institution. 
He  offered  the  baken  meat-offering,  as  usual,  daily,  as  also  the 
continual  meat-offering,  and  poured  out  the  wine  for  the  drink- 
offering  from  the  proper  vessels.  After  the  continual  burnt- 
offering,  he  offered  the  bull  for  a  burnt-offering,  and  seven 
lambs,  being  the  additional  offering  of  the  day.  Also  their 
meat  offerings,  and  libations,  according  to  their  ordination. 
( On  the  Sabbath  add.  But  on  the  Sabbath,  he  offered  first  the 
two  additional  lambs  of  the  Sabbath,  and  then  the  seven  lambs 
for  the  additional  offering  of  the  day.) 


He  then  immediately  entered  the  chamber  of  Parvah,  where 
they  spread  a  veil  before  him,  as  at  first.  Before  he  put  off 
the  garments  of  gold,  he  washed  his  hands  and  feet  with  par- 
ticular cleanliness.  He  then  began  to  put  off  the  garments  of 
gold,  went  down  and  bathed ;  came  up,  and  wiped  himself. 
Leaving  the  garments  of  gold,  he  put  on  white  ones,  because 
the  service  of  the  day  was  to  be  performed  in  white.  He  then 
hasted  to  wash  his  hands  and  feet ;  and  first  drew  near  to  his 
own  bull.  This  bull  was  placed  between  the  porch  and  the 
altar ;  the  head  towards  the  south,  and  its  face  towards  the 
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nients  of  service  ;  and  with  his  offerings  he  appeased  thy  anger. 
Thrsc  sacred  gurmnit-i  coiisL'^t  tug  of  a,  frontlet,  and  a  robe,  a  breast 
plate,  and  cphod  ;  a  coat  and  breeches  of  linen  ;  a  mitre  and 
girdle.  He  offered  the  offerings  of  bulls,  the  burnt-offerings  of 
sheep,  slew  the  kids,  and  divided  the  rams.  By  him  were  the 
savour  of  incense  of  the  compounded  perlurae  ;  the  kindling  of 
coals,  sprinkling  of  blood,  and  just  enumeration  ;  the  favour- 
able acceptance  of  the  incense,  prayer  of  truth  ;  and  his  sanc- 
tity made  atonement  for  our  iniquities.  Proper  linen  attire 
adorned  with  jewels  were  his  ;  and  he  was  girt  withal  in  white 
garments  as  a  ministering  angel.' 

All  these  things  didst  thou  ordain  for  Aaron's  honour,  whom 
thou  didst  appoint  the  instrument  of  expiation  for  Israel  ;  for 
by  his  means  didst  thou  grant  remission  of  iniquity.  In  the  place 
of  Aaron  a  high  priest  from  his  stock^  was  appointed  to  minister 
before  thee,  on  the  day  of  pardon.  Seven  days  before  the  day 
of  atonement  he  meditated  in  the  temple  in  theMosaical  Law, 
and  in  the  service  of  the  day.  For  the  elders  of  his  people,  and 
the  sages  of  his  brethren  the  priests,  continually  accompanied 
him,  until  the  approach  of  the  tenth  day  (of  the  seventh  month). 
They  said  to  him,  "  Consider,  in  whose  presence  thou  art  going 
to  appear,  into  a  place  of  blazing  flaming  fire.  The  congregation 
of  our  community  depend  upon  thee;  for  by  thy  means  are  we  to 
obtain  pardon."  They  admonished  him  and  practiced  him  in  the 
service ;  and  on  the  eve  of  the  day  of  the  Atonement,  they  placed 
him  at  the  east  gate,  and  caused  bulls,  goats,  and  sheep,  to  pass 
before  him  ;  thus  instructing  him  till  the  arrival  of  the  tenth 
day,  that  he  might  be  accustomed  to  the  service.  When  the 
time  for  slaying  the  Iamb  of  the  continual  burnt-offering  drew 
near,  they  spread  a  veil  of  fine  linen,  to  make  a  partition  be- 
tween him  and  the  people.  He  first  performed  the  precept  of 
ablution  with  awe  and  fear  ;  and  carefully  examined  himself, 
to  observe  that  nothing  cleaved  to  him  in  bathing  so  as  to  pre-

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Thou  didst  establish  the-world  from  thebeginning,and  lay  the 
foundation  of  the  earth  ;  and  making  every  thing  by  thy  will, 
thou  didst  form  the  different  creatures  that  dwell  thereon.  Be- 
holding the  world  without  form  and  void,  and  darkness  upon 
the  face  of  the  deep :  thou  didst  drive  out  darkness,  and  establish 
light.  A  substance  in  the  likeness  of  man  didst  thou  form  from 
the  earth,  and  gave  him  a  charge  concerning  the  tree  of  knowl- 
edge. He  disregarded  thy  commandment,  and  was  cast  out  of 
Eden  ;  but  thou  didst  not  make  an  end  of  him,  because  he  was 
formed  by  thy  hand.  Thou  didst  multiply  his  offspring,  bless  his 
seed,  make  them  fruitful  by  thy  goodness,  and  cause  them  to 
dwell  securely.  But  they  broke  the  yoke,  and  said  to  God,  De- 
part thou  from  us  ;  and  thou  didst  but  withdraw  thy  providence 
from  them  a  moment,  they  withered  like  grass.  Thou  didst  re- 
member thy  covenant  with  him  who  was  perfect  in  his  generation, 
and  for  his  merit  leave  a  remnant  to  the  world.  For  his  sake 
didst  thou  establish  for  a  statute  the  covenant  of  the  bow ;  and 
for  his  accepted  sacrifice  didst  thou  bless  his  posterity.  Deceived 
by  their  riches,  they  built  a  tower ;  saying,  Come,  let  us  scale  the 
sky,  break  through  the  firmament,  and  contend  with  him.  The 
distinguished  father  of  a  multitude  of  nations,  like  a  star,  sud- 
denly darted  forth  from  XJr  of  the  Chaldeans,  to  illumine  the 
surrounding  darkness.  Thy  auger  vanished  when  thou  beheldest 
his  conduct ;  and  in  his  old  age  thou  didst  prove  his  heart.  An 
ornament  of  grace  and  mercy  didst  thou  cause  to  proceed  from 
him  ;  the  pure  lamb  chosen  from  among  the  flock.  From  his  stem 
didst  thou  bring  forth  a  man  who  was  perfect  :^  sealed  with  thy 
covenant,  from  the  womb  was  he  taken.  To  him  thou  gavest 
twelve  tribes,  the  "  Beloved  of  the  Most  High,"  from  their  birth 
were  they  called.  Thou  didst  adorn^  Levi  with  the  ornaments  of 
grace  and  mercy  :  and  with  the  priestly  crown  didst  thou  crown 
him  from  among  all  his  brethren.  Amram  was  chosen  from  the 
seed  of  Levi,  and  Aaron  sprung  from  his  roots  didst  thou  sanc- 
tify a.s  holy  to  the  Lokd.  Thou  didst  honour  him  with  the  gar-

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which  lie  in  wait  to  deceive  iiic ;  bind  up  the  ■\voiinds  of  my 
v;iiof  niid  afUiction  :  O  cleanse  the  caul  of  my  sinful  heart, 
(7. — "  And  renew  the  spirit  of  rectitude  within  mc."  R. — On 
she  day  that  I  thus  stand,  surrounded  by  old  and  young,  sub- 
due, O  God  !  my  obstinacy  and  perverseness;  for  unto  thee  do 
I  spread  forth  my  hand,  and  lift  up  my  countenance ;  C. — 
"And  with  tuneful  lips  my  mouth  shall  praise  thee."  E. — 
From  the  time  that  my  knee  bowed  under  the  rigour  of  oppres- 
sion, the  precious  continual  sacrifice  and  libations  have  ceased  ; 
yet  iu  this  degraded  state  do  I  hope  in  my  King,  G. — "That 
the  Lord  will  enlighten  my  darkness."  B. — Grieved  by  op- 
pression and  wounds,  rigorously  persecuted  by  oppressors  and 
tyrants,  I  still  look  to  him  who  is  my  strength  and  my  joy. 
C. — "  That  he  will  deliver  me."  H. — The  sacerdotal  garments 
and  plate  are  destroyed  :  instituted  libations  and  sprinkling  of 
blood  are  no  more,  and  the  use  of  the  sacred  vessels  hath  ceased: 
C. — "  Yet,  do  I  say,  thou  art  my  protector."  -R. — I  now  offer 
my  prayer,  instead  of  the  perfume  of  incense  ;  and  dispose  in 
order  my  praise,  in  place  of  my  sacrifice  ;  O  Almighty  !  accept 
my  prayer  as  the  ashes  of  my  burnt  offerings ;  C. — "  Thou  into 
whose  hand  I  do  commit  my  spirit."  B. — O  thou  who  art  my 
Rock  and  my  Fortress,  teach  me  the  precepts  of  my  service 
and  duty ;  and  cause  my  congregation  to  understand  the  law 
unto  us  given  ;  C. — "  For  all  my  desire  is  towards  thee,  O 
Lord."  B. — O  Most  High,  assist  and  uphold  me ;  when  I 
stumble,  support  my  weakness  and  my  debility  ;  raise  me,  O 
God  1  from  my  fallen  and  abject  state,  C. — "  O  thou  who  art 
i;iy  Rock,  my  Fortress,  and  Deliverer."  B. — O  exalt  with

As  it  is  written,  "  The  dispositions  of  the  heart  are  of  man,  but 
the  utterance  of  speech  is  from  the  Lord."  And  it  is  said, 
"  O  Lord  I  open  thou  my  lips, and  my  mouth  shall  declare  thy 
praise."

god  who  cannot  save.  But  we  prostrate  ourselves  before  the 
Supreme  King  of  kings!  the  holy  and  blessed  One!  who 
stretehed  out  the  heavens,  and  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth  j 
the  residence  of  whose  glory  is  in  the  heavens  above,  and  the  Di- 
vine Majesty  of  whose  power  is  in  the  highest  heavens.  He  is 
our  God,  and  there  is  uo  other.

Our  God,  and  God  of  our  fathers!  Because  of  our  sins  liave 
we  been  carried  captive  from  our  land,  and  removed  far  from  our 
country;  so  that  we  are  not  able  to  offer  an  offering  in  thy  pres- 
ence, neither  have  we  a  priest  to  make  an  atonement  for  us.  May 
it  be  acceptable  in  tiiy  presence,  O  JiORP,  our  God,  and  God  of 
our  fathers  !  most  merciful  King!  to  return  unto  us,  and  through 
thy  abundant  mercy,  to  have  compassion  upon  us,  and  upon  thy 
sanctuary  :  0  build  it  speedily,  and  exalt  its  glory.  0  our 
Father!  our  King!  our  God!  manifest  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom

1  uow  see  his  ways,  and  1  will  heal  him,  and  1  will  guide  him; 
and  I  will  boatow  full  comforts  on  him,  and  oii  his  mourners ; 
creating  the  fruit  of  the  lijjs,  Peace,  peace  to  him  that  is  afar 
off,  and  to  him  that  is  near,  saith  the  LoRD  ;  and  I  will  heal  him. 
But  the  wicked  are  like  the  troubled  sea;  for  it  can  never  be  at 
rest;  but  its  waters  cast  up  filth  and  mire.  There  is  uo  peace, 
saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked.  (CiiAi'.  LVlil.) — Cry  with  a  full 
throat,  spare  not;  like  the  cornet  lift  up  thy  voice;  and  declare 
unto  my  people  their  transgression,  and  to  the  house  of  Jscob 
their  sins.  Yet  me  do  they  ever  seek  day  by  day,  and  to  know  my 
ways  do  they  always  desire;  as  a  nation  that  hath  done  righteous- 
ness, and  hath  not  forsaken  the  ordinance  of  their  God,  do  they 
continually  ask  of  me  the  ordinances  of  justice — do  they  take 
delight  to  draw  nigh  unto  God.  "Wherefore  have  we  fasted, 
and  thou  socst  it  not?  have  we  afflicted  our  souls,  and  ton  re- 
f.-ardest  it  not  ?"  Behold  on  the  day  of  your  fasting  ye  follow 
jour  business,  and  all  your  acquired  gains  do  ye  exact.  Behold  I 
for  strife  and  contention  do  ye  fa.st;  and  to  smite  with  the  list  of 
wiekedness;  ye  fast  not  so  at  this  day  to  cause  your  voice  to  *"«i 
heard  on  high.  Is  such  then  the  fast  which  I  can  choose  ?  a  day 
that  a  man  afflicteth  his  soul,  to  bend  his  head  like  a  bulrush; 
and  to  spread  sackcloth  and  ashes  for  his  couch  ?  Wilt  theucal]

whom  ho  shall  consocratc  to  uiiiiistor  in  tho  priest's  office,  in  hh 
father's  stead,  shall  make  the  atoneincut,  and  shall  put  on  the 
linen  clothes,  the  holy  garments.  And  lu-  shall  make  an  atone- 
ment for  the  holy  sanctuary,  and  he  shall  make  an  atonement  for 
the  fabernacle  of  tho  congregation,  and  for  the  altar;  and  he 
shall  make  an  atonement  for  the  priests,  and  for  all  the  people  of 
the  congregation.  And  this  shall  be  an  everlasting  statute  unto 
ou,  to  make  an  atonement  for  the  children  of  Israel,  for  all 
their  sins,  once  a  year.  And  he  did  as  the  Loud  had  commanded 
Moses. 

Then  say,  Kaddish  Le'ayla. 

In  the  second  the  following  Portion  is  read  to  the  Mivphtere : 
Numbers  xxix.  7 — \'2. 

And  on  the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh  month  ye  shall  have  a 
holy  convocation  ;  ,and  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls  ;  ye  shall  not  do 
any  work  thereon  But  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt-offering  unto  the 
Lord  for  a  sweet  savour,  one  young  bullock,  one  ram,  and  seven 
sheep  of  the  first  year;  they  shall  be  unto  you  without  blemish. 
And  their  meat-offering  shall  be  of  fine  flour,  mingled  with  oil, 
three  tenth-parts  to  a  bullock,  and  two  tenth-parts  to  one  ram  j  a 
several  tenth-part  for  one  sheep,  throughout  the  .seven  sheep ;  one 
kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin-offering,  beside  the  sin-offering  of  atone- 
ment, and  the  continual  burnt-offering,  and  its  moat-offering,  and 
their  drink-offerings. 

Then  say,  Kaddish  Le'ayla. 

lie  who  reuda  the  Uapbtorah,  says  the  following  Blessing  before  he 
begins : 

Ulessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  King  of  the  universe, 
who  hast  chosen  good  prophets;  and  delighted  in  their  words, 
which  were  delivered  in  truth.  JJlessed  art  thou,  0  Lord  !  who 
hast  thosen  the  law,  thy  .servant  Moses,  thy  people  Israel,  and 
the  txue  and  righteous  prophets. 
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wluMi  ho  liatli  made  an  oiul  of  roconciliiiL'  tlio  lidly  place,  and  the 
tabeinncle  of  the  eitngregution,  and  the  altar,  he  shall  bring  near  the 
live  goat.  And  Aaron  shall  lay  both  his  hands  upon  the  head 
of  the  live  goat,  and  confess  over  him  all  the  ini(|uities  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  all  their  transgressions  in  all  their  sins, 
putting  them  upon  the  head  of  the  goat,  and  sliall  send  him  away 
l>y  the  hand  of  a  man  appointed  thereto  into  the  wilderness. 
[Sabhatii  5.]  *  And  the  goat  shall  bear  upon  him  all  their 
iniquities  unto  a  land  not  inhabited  ;  and  he  shall  send  away  the 
goat  to  the  wilderness.  And  Aaron  shall  come  into  the  taberna- 
cle of  the  cotigregation,  and  shall  put  ofl' the  linen  garments  which 
he  put  on  when  he  went  into  the  holy  place,  and  shall  leave  them 
there.  And  he  shall  wash  his  flesh  with  water  in  .the  holy  place, 
and  put  on  his  garments,  and  come  forth  and  offer  his  burnt-offer- 
ing, aiul  the  burnt-ofl'ering  of  the  people,  and  make  an  atonement 
for  himself  and  for  the  people.  [Sabbatii  6.]  *  And  the  fat 
of  the  sin-offering  shall  he  burn  upon  the  altar.  And  he  that  let 
go  the  goat  for  Azazel  shall  wash  his  clothes,  and  bathe  his  flesh 
in  water,  and  afterwards  shall  he  come  into  the  camp.  And  the 
V!r.,x;;  f-r  the  sin-offering,  and  the  goat  for  the  sin-offering, 
Wii  <iu  blood  was  brought  in  to  make  an  atonement  in  the  holy  place, 
shall  one  carry  forth  without  the  camp;  and  they  shall  burn  in 
the  fire  their  skins,  and  their  flesh,  and  their  dung.  And  he  that 
burneth  them  shall  wash  his  clothes,  and  bathe  his  flesh  in  water, 
and  afterward  he  shall  come  into  the  camp.  And  this  shall  be 
a  statute  unto  you  for  ever ;  that  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the 
tenth  day  of  the  month,  ye  shall  afilict  your  souls,  and  do  do 
work  at  all,  whether  it  be  one  of  your  own  country,  or  a  stranger 
that  sojourneth  among  you.  For  on  that  day  shall  the  priest 
make  au  atonement  for  you,  to  cleanse  you,  that  ye  may  be  clean 
from  all  your  sins  before  the  Lord.  [Sabbath  7.]  *  It  shall 
be  a  Sabbath  of  rest  unto  you,  and  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls;  it 
is  a  statute  for  ever.     And  the  priest  whom  he  shall  anoint,  and

ehiill  bring  the  goat  \i]nn\  which  iho  htt  for  tho  Loud  fell,  and 
offer  him  for  a  sin-offering ;  but  the  goat  on  which  the  lot  fell  for 
Azazel,  shall  be  presented  alive  before  the  JiORl),  to  make  an 
atonement  with  him,  to  send  him  away  to  Azazel  into  the 
wilderness.  And  Aaron  shall  bring  the  bullock  of  the  sin-offering, 
which  is  for  himself,  and  shall  make  an  atonement  for  himself, 
and  for  his  house;  and  shall  kill  the  bullock  of  the  sin-offering 
which  is  for  himsi'lf.  *  And  he  shall  take  a  censer  full  of  burn- 
ing coals  of  lire  from  off  the  altar  before  the  Lord,  and  his  hands 
full  of  sweet  inc  -nsi!  beaten  fine,  and  bring  it  within  the  veil. 
And  he  shall  put  the  incense  upon  the  fire  before  the  LoRD,  that 
the  cloud  of  the  incense  may  cover  the  mercy-seat  which  is  upon 
the  testimony,  that  he  die  not.  And  he  shall  take  of  the  blood 
of  the  bullock,  and  sprinkle  it  with  his  finger  upon  the  mercy- 
seat,  eastward ;  and  before  the  mercy-seat  shall  he  sprinkle  of 
the  blood  with  his  finger  seven  times.  Then  shall  he  kill  the 
Sir-it  uf  the  sin-offering  that  is  for  the  people,  and  bring  his  blood 
withi"  (he  veil,  and  do  with  that  blood  as  he  did  with  the  blood 
of  the  bullock,  and  sprinkle  it  upon  the  mercy-seat  and  before  the 
mercy  seat.  And  he  shall  make  an  atonement  for  the  holy  place, 
because  of  the  uncleanness  of  the  children  of  Tsrael,  and  because 
of  their  transgressions  in  all  their  sins;  and  so  shall  he  do  for  the 
tabernacle  of  the  congregation  that  remaineth'  among  them,  in 
the  midst  of  their  uncleanness.  And  there  shall  be  no  man  in 
the  tabernacle  of  the  congregation  when  he  goeth  in  to  make  an 
atonement  in  the  holy  place,  until  he  come  out  and  have  made  an 
atonement  for  himself,  and  for  his  household,  and  for  all  the  con- 
irregation  of  Israel.  *  And  he  shall  go  out  unto  the  altar  that 
is  before  the  IjORD,  and  make  an  atonement  for  it;  and  shall  take 
t  i  the  bl(M)d  of  the  bullock,  and  of  the  blood  of  the  goat,  and  put 
ii  upon  the  boms  of  the  altar  round  about.  And  he  shall  sprinkle 
i  f  me  blocxl  upon  it  with  his  finger  seven  times,  and  cleanse  it, 
■ui.il  hallow  it  from  the  uncleanness  of  the  children  of  Israel.  And

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pie;  tl;o  Lord  will  bloss  his  people  wi ill  peace.  When  I  call 
nil  the  name  of  the  Lord,  ascribe  ye  greatness  unto  our  God." 
All  of  ye  inscribe  power  unto  God,  and  render  honour  unto  the 
law. 

The  Liivr  is  then  elevatetl  in  such  n  mnnner.  th:it  the  writing  may  be  seen 
by  the  Congregation,  who  say  : 
''  And  this  is  the  law  which  Moses  set  before  the  children  of 
Israel.  Tho  law  jvhich  Moses  commanded  tis,  is  the  inheritance 
of  the  congregation  of  Jacob.  The  way  of  God  is  perfect ;  the 
word  of  the  LoRD  is  tried ;  he  is  a  buckler  to  all  those  who  trust 
in  him." 

PORTION  FOR  THE  MORNING  SERVICE. 

Out  of  the  first  Law-Book  the  following  portion  is  read  to  six  persons; 
but  if  it  is  Sabbath,  to  seven  : 
Levit.  xvi. 
And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses,  after  the  death  of  the  two 
eons  of  Aaron,  when  they  offered  before  the  Lord,  and  died. 
And  the  Lord  spoke  unto  Moses,  Speak  unto  Aaron  thy  brother, 
that  he  come  not  at  all  times  into  the  holy  place  within  the  veil, 
before  the  mercy-seat,  which  is  upon  the  ark,  that  he  die  not; 
for  I  will  appear  in  the  cloud  upon  the  mercy-seat.  Thus  shall 
Aaron  come  into  the  holy  place  :  with  a  young  bullock  for  a  sin- 
offering,  and  a  ram  for  a  burnt-offering.  He  shall  put  on  the 
holy  linen  coat,  and  he  shall  have  the  linen  breeches  upon  his 
flesh,  and  shall  be  girded  with  the  linen  girdle,  and  with  the 
linen  mitre  shall  he  be  attired  ;  these  are  holy  garments;  there- 
fore shall  ho  wash  his  flesh  in  water,  and  so  put  them  on.  And 
he  shall  take  of  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  two 
kido  of  the  goats  for  a  sin-offering,  and  one  ram  for  a  burnt-offer- 
ing. And  Aaron  shall  offer  the  bullock  of  the  sin-offering,  which  is 
for  himself,  and  make  an  atonement  for  himself,  and  for  his 
hoi:"^".  *  And  he  shall  take  the  two  goats,  and  present  them 
before  the  Lord,  at  the  door  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  congrega- 
tion. And  Aaron  shall  cast  lots  upon  the  two  goats ;  one  lot 
for  the  Lord,  and  the  other  lot  for  Azazel.  And  Aaron 
31* 
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pure  congregations,  both  great  Jiiid  small ;  them,  their  childron. 
wives,  disciples,  and  all  belonging  to  then?.  Maj  the  Supreme 
King  of  the  universe,  bless  and  purify  them,  and  hearken  to  the 
voice  of  their  supplication  ;  so  that  he  may  fulfil  in  them  the 
eentcuce  which  is  written,'  "The  Loiiu  God  of  your  fathers  raako 
you  a  thousand  times  as  many  as  ye  are,  and  bless  ye  as  he  hath 
promised  you."  And  may  he  write  them  in  the  book  of  life. 
Which  God  in  his  infinite  mercy  grant;  and  let  us  say,  Amen. 

The  Reader  then  goes  to  the  Ark  to  take  out  the  Law,  aud  says : 

"  Let  thy  priests  be  clothed  in  righteousness,  and  thy  saints 
shout  for  joy.  For  thy  servant  David's  sake,  turn  not  away  the 
face  of  thy  anointed." 

Blessed  be  the  Lord  who  hath  given  the  law  to  his  people 
Israel,  blessed  is  he.  "  Happy  the  people  who  are  thus  favoured  ' 
Happy  the  people  whose  God  is  tlie  Loill> !" 

Two  Law  Books  are  then  taken  out,  and  he  says : 

"  0  magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us  together  extol  his 
name." 

Congregation  say : 

"  Extol  ye  the  Lord  our  God,  and  bow  down  at  his  footstool; 
for  be  is  holy.  Extol  ye  the  Loud  our  God  !  and  worship  at  his 
holy  mount;  for  the  Lord  our  God  is  holy.  There  is  none  holy 
&H  the  Lord  ;  for  there  is  noire  beside  thee  ;  neither  is  there  any 
rock  like  our  Gud.  For  who  is  god  save  the  LoKD  ?  Or  who 
is  a  rock  beside  our  God  ?  The  law  which  Moses  commanded  us 
is  the  inheritance  of  the  congregation  of  Jacob.  It  is  a  tree  of 
life  to  -ho-se  who  lay  hold  of  it;  and  the  supporters  thereof  arc 
happy.  Its  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  its  paths  arc 
peace.  Abumliot  peace  have  they  who  love  thy  law;  and  none 
bhall  obotruct  th(!m.     The  Lord  will  give  strength  unto  hia  peo-

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the  gates  of  ligbt,  blessing,  joy,  and  gladness ;  of  prosperity, 
good  assonibly,  merits,  and  compassion  ;  of  gdodness,  salvation, 
expiation,  instruction,  forgiveness,  consolation,  jiardon,  and  help; 
of  redemption,  charity,  acceptance,  and  perfect  cure ;  of  peace  and 
tranquillity  ;  of  knowledge  in  his  law,  and  of  prayer.  And  may 
he  remove  from  amotig  ynu  all  manner  of  envy,  hatred,  and  con- 
tention ;  and  may  he  fulfil  in  you  the  sentence  which  is  written, 
'*  May  the  LoRD  God  of  your  fathers  make  you  a  thousand  tinies 
aa  many  as  ye  are,  and  bless  ye,  as  he  hath  promised  you."  And 
may  he  write  you  in  the  book  of  happy  life  j  which  God  in  his 
infinite  mercy  grant;  and  let  us  say,  Amen. 

May  the  prayers  and  supplications  of  the  whole  house  of  Israel 
be  accepted  in  the  presence  of  their  Father,  who  is  in  heaven; 
and  say  ye.  Amen. 

May  the  fulness  of  peace  from  heaven,  with  life,  plenty,  salva- 
tion, consolation,  freedom,  health,  redemption,  pardon,  expiation, 
enlargement,  and  deliverance,  be  granted  unto  us,  and  to  all  his 
people  Israel;  and  say  ye,  Amen. 

May  he  who  maketh  peace  iu  his  high  heavens,  through  his 
mercy,  bestow  peace  on  us,  and  all  Israel;  and  say  ye,  Amen. 

[It  is  recommended  to  finish  the  Amidah  of  the  morning-service  by  11 
o'clock  at  latest ;  also  not  to  make  too  many  oflFerings,  in  order  to  enable 
the  Reader  to  begin  Moosaph  by  12  M.]

— May  his  hallowed  name  be  praised,  glorified, 
exalted,  magnified,  honoured,  and  most  excellently  adored; 
blessed  is  he,  far  exceeding  all  blessings,  hymns,  praises,  and 
benedictions,  that  are  repeated  throughout  the  world,  and  say 
ye.  Amen.

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  we  have 
stolen,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we  have  eonimitted  iniquity, 
we  have  done  wickedly  ;  we  have  acted  presumptuously,  we  have 
eonimitted  violence,  we  have  framed  falsehood,  we  have  counselled 
evil,  we  have  uttered  lies,  we  have  scorned,  we  have  rebelled,  we 
have  blasphemed,  we  have  revolted,  we  have  acted  perversely,  we 
have  transgressed,  we  have  oppressed,  we  have  been  stiff-necked, 
we  have  acted  wiekedl}-,  we  have  corrupted,  we  have  done  abom- 
inably ;  we  have  gone  astray,  and  have  caused  others  to  err ; 
we  have  also  turned  aside  from  thy  precepts,  and  from  thy 
good  institutions,  and  which  hath  not  profited  us  ;  "  but  thou 
art  just,  concerning  all  that  has  come  upon  us;  for  thou  hast 
dealt  most  truly,  but  we  have  done  wickedly." 

What  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence,  0  thou  who  dwellest  on 
high  ?  or  what  shall  we  declare  unto  thee,  who  residest  above  the 
skies  ?  Behold,  thou  knowest  the  secret  things  as  well  as  the 
revealed  ;  thou  knowest  the  secrets  of  the  world,  and  most  hidden 
privacies  of  all  living ;  thou  .searchest  all  the  inward  parts,  and 
reviewest  the  reins  and  the  heart,  so  that  there  is  nothing  con- 
cealed from  thee,  neither  is  there  any  thing  hidden  from  thy 
sight.  0  may  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Lord,  our 
God  !  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  to  pardon  all  our  sins,  to  forgive 
all  our  iniquities,  and  to  grant  us  pardon  and  remission  for  all  our 
transgres.sions. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  against  thee  by  compul- 
sion. 

For  the  sin  which  we  have  committed  agJiinst  thee  voluntarily. 
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to  hide  lliom;  for  thus  it  is  written,  "He  wlio  hideth  his  sins, 
shall  not  prospor;  but  who  coufesseth  and  Ibrsaketh  them,  shall 
obtain  mercy." 

Sovereign  of  the  Universe !  the  custom  of  thy  righteous  tribunal 
is  not  like  the  proceedings  of  human  tribunals;  for  the  method 
of  mankind  is,  that  if  a  man  hath  a  pecuniary  demand  on  his 
neighbour,  he  citeth  him  before  the  judge;  if  he  flatly  deny  it, 
he  is  acquitted  of  the  demand;  and  if  he  confess,  he  is  con- 
demned to  pay.  But  at  thy  righteous  tribunal  it  is  not  so ;

his  soul  from  the  punishment  of  hell.  May  then  the  power  of 
thy  mercy  be  manifested  this  day,  in  pardoning  the  sin  of  thy 
people,  who  make  confession  before  thee  and  say, 
Congregation  then  saj-  in  a  loud  voice: 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  we  have 
stolen,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we  have  committed  iniquity, 
we  have  done  wickedly ;  we  have  acted  presumptuously,  we 
have  committed  violence,  we  have  framed  falsehood,  we  have

As  a  stubborn  and  disobedient  son  have  I 
boon,  to  provoko  thoo.by  doing  evil  in  thy  sight,  as  a  servant  who 
rubclK'th  aguin;^t  hi-s  lord,  and  as  a  disciple  contending  with 
his  master;  for  that  which  thou  hast  declared  clean,  I  have 
made  unclean  ;  and  that  which  thou  hast  pronounced  unclean, 
have  I  declared  clean  ;  that  which  thou  hast  prohibited,  have  I 
allowed  ;  and  what  thou  hast  allowed,  have  I  prohibited ;  what 
thou  lovest,  have  I  hated  ;  and  what  thou  hatest,  have  I  loved; 
what  thou  hast  accounted  trivial,  have  I  esteemed  important; 
and  what  thou  hast  esteemed  important,  have  I  accounted 
trivial ;  what  thou  hast  brought  near,  have  I  removed  far  off; 
and  what  thou  hast  removed  far  off,  have  I  brought  near ;  yet, 
did  I  not  intend  to  provoke'  thee.  With  confidence  am  I  come 
into  thy  presence,  to  implore  pardon,  forgiveness,  and  remission. 
I  approach  thee  in  confident  reliance,  knowing  that  I  shall  not 
be  put  to  shame  ;  because  I  have  put  my  trust  in  thoe,  O  LoiiD ! 
and  said.  Thou  art  my  God;  I  also  depend  on  thy  abundant 
mercies ;  for  I  know  that  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God ; 
long-suffering,  and  abundant  in  mercy ;  diffusing  good  abun- 
dantly. 

The  following  is  said  by  the  Reader  only; 

Sovereign  of  the  Universe !  It  is  not  for  myself  only  that  I 
pray,  confess,  and  make  supplication ;  but  for  me,  and  all  this

But  I  have  trespassed  against  thy  hiw,  have  prevaricated  with 
thy  rights,  despised  thy  coniniandinents ;  I  have  stolen,  and 
taken  by  violence ;  I  have  spoken  slander,  done  evil,  and  com- 
mitted iniquity ;  I  have  walked  disobediently  with  thee,  and  have 
done  wickedly;  I  have  acted  presumptuously,  and  committed  for- 
nication; I  have  committed  violence,  and  have  coveted;  T  have 
sinned,  gone  astray,  framed  falsehood,  and  counselled  evil ;  I  have 
denied  the  truth,  and  uttered  lies ;  I  have  scorned,  and  have 
caused  others  to  mock ;  I  have  been  disobedient,  have  rebelled 
against  thy  commandments,  and  rejected  thy  precepts;  I  have 
blasphemed,  and  committed  adultery ;  I  have  been  ensnared,  and 
caught  by  the  words  of  my  mouth  ;  I  have  turned  aside  from 
thee  ;  I  have  revolted,  acted  perversely,  and  transgressed  ;  I  have 
oppressed,  and  been  stiff-necked  ;  I  have  abhorred  thy  reproofs, 
and  perverted  my  ways ;  I  have  acted  wickedly,  and  corrupted  ;  I 
have  uttered  falsehood,  and  done  abominably  ;  I  have  gone  astray, 
and  have  caused  others  to  err ;  and  all  manner  of  evil  deeds  have 
I  committed.

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awe;  with  trembling,  terror,  and  pain,  for  the  sins,  iniquities, 
and  transgressions,  wliich  I  have  coniniittcd  against  thee,  O 
LoKi),  my  God  !  In  thy  presence,  O  Loud,  my  God!  1  will  re- 
late part  of  my  evil  doings,  perverse  ways,  and  base  actions.  To 
make  a  complete  enumeration  of  them  is  not  possible ;  neither 
am  I  able  to  particularise,  or  specify  them  ;  nor  have  I  power  to 
sum  them  up.  I  am  unworthy  to  ask  for  pardon,  forgiveness, 
and  remission  for  them.  What  am  I  ?  what  is  my  life?  I  am 
vanity  and  emptiness;  dust  and  ashes ;  a  worm  !  an  insect !  I 
am  covered  with  shame  because  of  my  sins,  confounded  because 
of  my  iniquities,  and  brought  to  reproach,  because  of  my  trans- 
gressions. If  I  attempt  to  specify,  sura  up,  or  particularise  them, 
time  would  fail,  but  they  would  not  be  completed  ;  neither  have 
I  confidence  to  make  confession  of  them.  My  iniquity  is  greater 
than  I  can  bear,  and  my  transgressions  are  too  many  for  num- 
ber ;  I  am  ashamed  and  confounded,  as  a  thief  when  detected. 


Sovereign  of  theUniverse !  If  I  should  attempt  to  particular- 
ise my  sins,  to  specify  and  declare  tlicm,  the  time  would  fail, 
but  they  would  not  be  omplcted.  For  which  of  them  shall  I 
make  request?  Of  which  shall  I  make  confession?  And  for 
which  shall  I  implore  pardon,  forgiveness,  and  remission  ?  For 
my  sins  in  general,  or  for  particulars?  for  those  committed  in 
secret,  or  publicly  ?  for  the  ancient  or  the  recent?  for  the  new  or 
the  old  ?  for  the  hidden  or  the  known  ?  for  such  as  I  remember, 
or  those  I  have  forgotten  ?  I  am  fully  sensible  that  I  have  not 
kept  either  law  or  precept ;  I  am  destitute  of  knowledge,  under- 
standing, righteousness,  rectitude,  acts  of  piety,  or  purity  of  heart. 
Verily,!  am  a  fool, and  not  intelligent ;  ignorant,  and  devoid  of 
u  nderstanding;  a  violator  of  other's  property,  not  faithful ;  guilty.

The  dwelling-place  of  our 
sanctuary  is  laid  w-aste,  because  of  our  iniquities ;  our  palace  hath 
become  desolate;  the  choicest  part  of  our  laud  is  given  to  stran- 
gers; and  our  strength  to  aliens;  yet,  have  we  not  hitherto 
turned  from  our  errors.  How  dure  we  then  be  so  shameless  of 
face  and  hardened,  as  to  declare  in  thy  presence,  O  Lord,  our 
God,  and  God  of  our  fathers,  that  we  are  righteous,  and  have 
not  sinned !  verily  we  have  sinned,  we  and  our  fathers. 
The  great  Confession  composed  by  Rabbenu  Nissim,  Principal  of  the 
Collt;ge  of  Babylon. 

Sovereign  of  the  Universe!  before  I  make  confession,  I  must 
acknowledge  that  I  have  no  power  to  answer,  nor  confidence  to 
lift  up  my  head  ;  for  my  iniquities  overwhelm  me,  and  as  a  heavy 
burden  are  too  cumbrous  forme;  my  transgressions  also  are  too 
numerous  to  be  counted,  and  my  sins  are  innumerable.  I  now

He  also 
caused  his  glory  to  descend  into  the  sanctuary,  his  footstool ;  and 
caused  his  prophet  to  ascend  into  his  exalted  clouds.  The  pre- 
cious spirit  of  prophecy  hath  ho  bestowed  on  those  who  love  him, 
u\](]  poured  a  liberal  spirit  on  tliose  who  obey  him.  He  directed 
them  into  the  ovlcr  of  his  established  service,  to  make  them 
equal  to  the  first  dumin'on.  For  as  the  ministering  angels,  so  do 
they  also  sanctify,  presenting  and  offering  sacred  thanksgivings. 
They  appease  his  anger,  and  are  pardoned  ;  and  proclaim  the 
praises  of  the  Lo'U'.     They  also,  like  the  .seraphim   and  araliin

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gloom  ;'  neither  the  wnnt  of  aught  nor  death.  Happy  is  the 
man  who  niixeth  with  thoin,  t^oa-s  to  saiK'tily  himself  with  their 
sanctity,  at  morn  and  even,  to  call  like  David  unto  the  celes- 
tial orders,  paying,  "Bless  ye  the  Lord,  ye  his  angels." 


The  secona  aominion  is  the  host  of  heaven,  and  the  living 
creatures'  of  the  celestial  choir,  whose  eurface  is  full  of  eyes. 
Arranging  themselves  to  the  right  and  left  they  run  to  and  fro; 
and  are  established  in  their  stations,  in  the  highest  spheres. 
And  the  ophanim  are  upraised  towards  them,  ardently  desiring 
to  adore  thy  divine  Presence.  Then  apj>ear  the  standards  of 
ten  thousand  numerous  hosts,  all  of  whom  are  wise,  and  mighty 
in  deed.  Those  who  follow  them  are  the  sun  and  moon ;  each 
shining  forth  attracted  to  its  place.  Unto  them  all  the  stars  of 
light  unite  themselves,  appointed  for  various  dominions,  and 
to  give  light.  Unto  these  adhere  the  host  of  heaven,  and  the 
waters  ■which  are  above  the  heavens,  each  seeking  to  perform 
the  service  of  his  province,  according  to  his  appointed  duty; 
there  is  none  to  obstruct  or  ensnare  them,  neither  is  there  any 
froward  or  perversa  among  them.  They  both  give  and  receive 
permission  from  each  other,  and  with  one  accord  lift  up  their 
voice,  and  shout  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  the  eternal  God! 
and  to  them  did  the  psalmist,  in  his  sacred  verses,  call,  when 
saying,  "  Bless  ye  the  Lord,  all  his  hosts." 


The  third  dominion,  and  the  host  thereof,  is  the  earth,  and  all 
that  is  thereon  ;  th^  expansions  of  the  air  and  fire,  and  their  pro- 
ductions ;  the  sea,  and  all  that  is  in  it ;  fire,  hail,  and  snow,  issu-

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disoovor  tluc?  It  is  thy  works  011I3'  wliioh  can  be  investigated; 
thy  l;iithfiilnossalso  is  in  the  congregation  of  saints.  It  is  thy  right- 
eousness wliich  is  famed,  it  is  thy  hiw  whicii  is  known.  The  ap- 
proach to  thee  is  near  to  the  penitent,  but  far  distant  from  the 
perverse.  Tiie  pure  souls  have  soon  thee,  and  wanted  no  othor 
light.  Thoy  hoard  thoo  wit!i  tbiir  intillcotual  ears,  when  tVcir 
corporeal  ones  wore  deafened.  They  continually  proclaim  Oty 
holiness,  saying,  "  Holy,  Holy,  Holy,  is  the  Lord  of  Hosts  !" 

"The  Lord  of  Hosts"  is  the  glorious  name  of  thy  kingdom, 
"  the  PATERNAL  One  the  name  of  thy  divinity."  The  immcnsit}' 
of  thy  kingdom  cannot  be  told  nor  spoken,  also  to  thy  Godhead 
no  second  can  be  joined.  Many  fearful  beings  stand  in  front  of 
thy  throne,  unseen  of  man,  and  innumerable  ones  in  the  rear 
thereof,  visible  by  their  acts.'  The  banners  of  thy  spiritual  ser- 
vants hast  thou  erected  as  a  testimony  and  a  sign,  to  prove  that 
all  that  is,  is  from  thoo,  the  Lord  of  Hosts  !  All  arc  thy  ser- 
vants, ministering  in  thy  presence,  mighty  in  strength  to  perform 
thy  will.  These  are  they  who  are  hidden  from  the  eyes  of  thy 
creatures;  these  are  they  visible  to  the  eyes  of  thy  prophets. 
They  are  called  the  far  and  near  ones;"  and  without  motion  like 
that  of  man,  thoy  hasten  (jnward  and  return.  And  their  course 
is  the  course  of  my  God  and  King  in  the  sanctuary;  the  Lord  is 
among  them,  as  of  old  in  the  sanctuary  at  Sinai.  Thoy  speak, 
but  only  as  by  thee  pcrmitte/l  ;  they  act,  but  only  as  thou  wiliest. 
Therefore,  all  who  hear  their  words  will  tnily  sa}' :  "  That  it  is 
thy  mouth  which  speaketh  unto  them." 

They  are  chief  of  the  first  dominion  and  their  armies,  and  all 
the  heavenly  host  are  like  bearers  of  their  armour.  On  them  did 
he  cause  everlasting  light  to  rest,  and  their  tents  are  filled  with 
peace.  The  spring  of  wisdom  prococdoth  from  them  ;  and  the  foun- 
tain of  life  is  found  with  them.     There  is  neither  darkness  nor

He  endureth 
from  generation  to  generation;  his  name  also  abideth ;  his  throne 
is  established,  and  his  kingdom  and  truth  endure  for  ever.  His 
words  also  are  living,  stable,  faithful,  and  desirable  for  ever,  even 
unto  all  ages ;  as  well  those  which  he  hath  spoken  concerning 
our  fathers,  as  those  concerning  us,  our  children,  our  generations, 
and  the  generations  of  the  seed  of  Israel,  thy  servants,  both  the 
first  and  the  last.      It  is  all  a  good  and  sure  word,  spoken  in  truth 
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King  '  hast  in  love  bronght  us  near  unto  thy  great  name,  to  praise 
thee,  and  proohiini  thy  unity,  and  to  love  tliy  name.  Blessed  art 
thou,  O  Loiw  !  who  with  love  hast  chosen  thy  people  Israel.

And  to  the 
spirit-world  a  part  of  me  will  be  sent,  and  to  the  dust  the  other 
half  will  they  return.     What  then  shall  I  say,  when  my  vicious 
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he  tlirown  into  the  sea.  The  Lord  is  my  strength  and  song,  and 
he  is  become  my  salvation  :  he  is  my  God,  and  I  will  prepare  a 
habitation  for  him,  my  father's  God,  and  I  will  exalt  him.  The 
Lord  is  the  invincible  warrior ;  the  Lord  is  his  name.  The 
chariots  and  host  of  Pharaoh  hath  he  cast  into  the  sea  ;  and  his 
chosen  captains  are  sunk  in  the  Red  Sea.  The  depths  have 
covered  them ;  they  sunk  down  to  the  bottom  aa  a  stone.  Thy 
ri^ht  hand,  0  Lord  !  is  become  glorious  in  power;  thy  right  hand, 
0  Lord  I  hath  crushed  the  enemy.  And  in  the  greatness  of  thy 
excellency  hast  thou  overthrown  those  who  rose  up  against  thee : 
thou  didst  send  forth  thy  wrath,  it  consumed  them  as  stubble. 
And  with  the  breath  of  thy  nostrils  the  waters  were  heaped  to- 
gether :  the  floods  stood  upright  as  a  wall,  and  the  depths  were 
congealed  in  the  heart  of  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  I  will  pur- 
sue, I  will  overtake,  I  will  divide  the  spoil :  my  soul  shall  be 
glutted  with  vengeance  upon  them ;  I  will  unsheath  my  sword, 
my  hand  shall  destroy  them.  Thou  didst  blow  with  thy  wind, 
and  the  sea  covered  them :  they  sunk  as  lead  in  the  mighty 
waters.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  0  Lord  !  amongst  the  mighty  ? 
Who  is  like  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  tremendous  in  praises, 
working  miracles  ?  Thou  stretchedst  out  thy  right  hand,  the 
earth  swallowed  them.  In  thy  mercy  hast  thou  led  forth  the 
people  thou  hast  redeemed  :  with  thy  strength  hast  thou  guided 
them  unto  thy  holy  habitation.  The  nations  hear  and  tremble  : 
sorrow  seizeth  the  inhabitants  of  Palestine.  Then  shall  the  dukes 
of  Edora  be  troubled ;  trembling  shall  take  hold  of  the  mighty 
men  of  Moab :  all  the  inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  become  faint- 
hearted. Fear  and  dread  shall  fall  upon  them ;  by  the  greatness 
of  thy  arm  they  shall  be  still  as  a  stone;  till  thy  people  pass  over, 
0  Lord  !  till  the  people  pass  over,  which  thou  hast  purchased.

righteous,  and  didst  see  the  affliction  of  our  fathers  in  Egypt,  and 
heardest  their  cry  by  the  Red  Sea;  and  displayedst  signs  and 
wonders  on  Pharaoh,  and  on  all  his  servants,  and  on  the  people 
of  his  land;  for  thou  knewest  that  they  dealt  proudly  against 
them ;  and  thou  didst  get  thee  a  glorious  name,  as  it  is  this  day. 
And  thou  didst  divide  the  sea  before  them,  so  that  they  went 
through  the  midst  of  the  sea  as  on  dry  land,  and  their  pursuers 
didst  thou  throw  into  the  deep,  as  a  stone  into  the  mighty  waters."

Blessed  is  he,  who 
hath  compassion  upon  all  creatures.  Blessed  is  he,  who  ren- 
dereth  a  good  reward  to  those  that  fear  him.  Blessed  is  he, 
who  causeth  darkness  to  pass  away,  and  bringeth  forth  light. 
Blessed  is  the  ever-living  God !  who  existeth  eternally.  Blessed 
is  he,  in  whose  presence  there  is  neither  iniquity,  nor  forget- 
fuluess,  nor  respect  of  persons,  nor  taking  of  bribes  ;  for  he  is 
righteous  in  all  his  ways,  and  merciful  in  all  his  works.

.strength.  Who  allayest  the  roaring  of  the  seas,  the  roaring  of 
their  wav.  s,  and  the  tumult  of  nations.  Therefore  shall  dwellers 
of  distant  zone>  fear  because  of  thy  signs;  the  beginning  of 
morninfr  and  evening  thou  causest  to  shout  with  rejoicing.  Thou 
vi.>itest  the  earth,  sendest  it  rain,  enrichest  it  greatly,  (the  pool 
of  God  is  full  of  water;)  thou  givest  them  plenty  of  corn,  thus 
preparing  the  earth  with  rain.  Thou  waterest  abundantly  its 
furrows,  smoothest  down  its  ridges,  softenest  it  with  shoucrs, 
blessest  its  growth.  Thou  crownest  the  year  with  thy  goodness, 
thy  paths  drop  fatness.  Meadows  even  in  the  wilderness  are 
then  full  of  fatness,  the  hills  are  girt  with  gladness.  Pastures 
are  clothed  with  sheep,  valleys  are  hid  with  corn; — all  men  shout 
•  -all  .sing  for  joy. 

(Psalm  lxxxv.) — To  the  Chief  Musician,  a  Psalm  for 
THE  f^ONS  OV  KoRAH. — Thou  hast  been  favourable  unto  thy  land, 
O  Lord  !  thou  hast  brought  back  the  captivity  of  Jacob.  Thou 
hast  forgiven  the  iniquity  of  thy  people;  hast  covered  all  their 
sin.  Selah.  Thou  hast  taken  away  all  thy  wrath  ;  and  caused 
the  fierceness  of  thy  anger  to  turn  aside.  Turn  us  unto  thee,  O 
God  of  our  salvation  !  and  cause  thy  anger  towards  us  to  cease. 
Wilt  thou  be  angry  with  us  for  ever,  and  extend  thy  wrath 
throughout  all  generations?  Surely  thou  wilt  revive  us  again, 
that  ihy  people  may  rejoice  in  thee.  Show  us  thy  mercy,  0 
Lord  !  and  grant  us  thy  salvation.  I  shall  hear  what  God  the 
Lord  wi:l  speak ;  for  he  will  announce  peace  to  his  people  aod 
to  his  pious   servants ;  but  jet   tliem  not  return  to  foolishness. 
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the« .  Miiiiy  iiro  tlu'  sorrows  which  attend  the  wicked  ;  but  be 
who  (rustclli  ill  the  liOHO  shall  be  euconipassed  with  kindness. 
Rejoice  then  in  the  ]i()Ki>,  exult,  O  ye  righteoua  !  and  shout  for 
joy,  all  ye  who  are  of  an  upright  heart. 

(Psalm  li.) — To  thk  Ciiikf  Musician,  a  Psalm  of  David, 
MHEN  Nathan  the  I*rophet  came  unto  him,  after  he  had 
Gone  in  unto  Hathsueua. — IJo  gracious  unto  lue,  O  God  !  ac- 
cording to  thy  liiving-kindiicss  ;  according  to  the  abundance  of 
thy  tender  nureies  blot  out  my  transgressions.  Wash  nie 
thoroughly  from  my  iniquity,  and  cleanse  nie  from  my  sin.  For 
I  am  sensible  of  my  tratisgressions,  and  my  sin  is  ever  before  me. 
Against  thee,  who  art  (lod  alone,  have  I  sinned,  and  done  the 
evil  in  thy  «ight;  that  thou  niightest  be  justified  in  what  thou 
hast  spoken,  and  be  pure  when  thou  judgest.  Lo  !  I  was  shapen 
in  iniquity;  and  in  sin  did  my  mother  conceive  me.  Behold 
thou  desirest  truth  in  the  inward  parts;  and  in  the  hidden  things 
thou  wilt  make  me  know  wisdom,  l^urify  me  with  hyssop,  that 
I  may  be  cleansed  ;   wash  me,  and  I  t^hall  be  whiter  than  snow. 

0  cause  lue  to  hear  joy  and  gl;jduess;  cause  the  bones  which  thou 
hast  bruised  to  rejoice.  Hide  thy  face  from  my  sins;  and  blot 
out  all  my  iniquities.  Oreafe  unto  me  a  pure  heart,  0  God  !  and 
renew  the  spirit  of  rectitude  within  me.  Cast  me  not  out  from 
tiiy  presence  :  nor  take  from  me  thy  holy  spirit.  Restore  me 
the  joy  of  thy  salvation;   and  support  me  with  thy  liberal  spirit. 

1  hen  will  I  teacli  the  transgressors  thy  ways,  and  sinners  shall 
return  unto  thee.  Deliver  me  from  blood -guiltiness,  0  God  ! 
God  of  my  salvation  !  and  my  tonguo  shall  sing  thy  righteous- 
ness. 0  Lord  !  open  thou  my  lip.s,  and  my  mouth  shall  declare 
ihy  praise.  For  thou  desirest  not  .sacrifice,  or  T  would  give  it; 
neither  dost  thou  Relight  in  burnt-offerings.  The  sacrifices  of 
God  are  a  broken  spirit;  a  hiokeri  iuid  eontrit(!  heart,  0  (Jod  I 
thou  wilt  not  despise.  Deal  kindiy  in  thy  good  pleasure  with 
Zion;  and  build  the  walls  of  Jerusalem.  Then  wilt  thou  be 
pleased  with  the  sacrifices  of  righteousness,  with  burnt-offering, 
and  whole  burnt-offering  ;   then  shall  they  offer  bulls  on  thy  altar. 

(Psalm  lxv.) — To  the  Chief  Musician,  a  Psalm  and 
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miiilo  tlio  incfk  in  judjriticnt  :  ami  the  gentli-  will  lie  instruct  in 
his  way.  All  tlio  paths  (if  the  JjCRD  are  luorcy  ami  truth,  unto 
such  as  kot'j)  his  covenant,  and  liis  testimouio.s.  For  the  sake  uf 
thy  uamo,  O  LoRD  I  pardon  my  iniquity, for  it  is  great.  Whoso- 
ever is  he  who  fearetli  the  Lord,  him  shall  he  teaeh  the  way  he 
shall  eliooso.  His  soul  shall  dwell  at  ease:  and  his  seed  shall 
iubcrit  the  earth.  The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  with  them  who  fear 
him  :  and  he  will  make  kmiwii  his  covenant  unto  them.  My 
eyes  are  ever  directed  towards  the  Lord;  for  he  will  draw  my  feet 
out  of  the  net.  Turn  unto  me,  and  have  mercy  upon  mc,  for  I 
am  solitary  and  afflii-ted.  The  troubles  of  my  heart  are  extended; 
0  bring  me  out  of  my  distress.  O  look  on  my  affliction,  and  my 
pain,  and  pardon  all  my  sins.  Consider  that  my  enemies  are 
many;  and  hate  me  with  violent  hatred.  O  guard  my  soul,  and 
deliver  me  :  let  me  not  bo  ashamed,  for  I  trust  in  thee.  Let 
integrity  and  uprightness  preserve  me;  fori  hope  in  thee.  O 
God  !  rc«lcein  Israel  from  all  his  troubles. 

(Psalm  xxxii.) — A  1'salm  and  Instruction  of  David. — 
Happy  is  he  whose  transgression  is  forgiven ;  whose  sin  is 
covered  by  sincere  repentance.  Happy  is  the  man  unto  whom 
the  Lord  imputeth  not  iniquity,  and  in  whose  spirit  there  is  no 
guile.  When  I  kept  my  sin  secret,  my  bones  wasted  away, 
through  my  cries  all  the  day.  For  day  and  night  thy  hand 
weigheth  heavily  on  me,  my  moisture  of  life  is  turned  into  the 
drought  of  summer.  Selah.  Therefore  did  I  confess  my  sins  to 
thee,  and  would  not  hide  my  iniquity  ;  I  said,  I  will  confess  my 
transgressions  unto  the  Lord,  and  thou  didst  forgive  the  iniquity 
of  my  sin.  Selah.  For  this  shall  every  pious  person  pray  uuto 
thee  at  the  time  thy  grace  is  to  be  found  :  then  surely,  when  the 
mighty  waters  overflow  all  around,  they  sliall  not  reach  him. 
Tiio'i  art  my  hiding-place,  from  trouble  thou  wilt  preserve  me, 
and  with  songs  of  deliverance  thou  wilt  encircle  me.  Selah.  I 
will  instruct  thee,  and  .show  thee  the  way  thou  shalf  go;  I  will 
i.dvir,o  thee,  my  eye  lo<keth  on  thee.  He  ye  not  like  the  horse 
}T  mule  which  have  no  understanding;  and  who.se  mouth  must 
be  restrained  by  bit  and  bridle,  that  they  come  not  near  to  injure 
18* 
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hasf  prdTcd  my  lu-art,  thou  hast  visited  me  in  tho  night,  thou 
h;k-t  tried  me,  but  hast  not  found  that  th(tughts  of  wieked  intent 
had  })as^:ed  my  mouth.  And  concerning  deeds  of  wickedness,  by 
wliieh  erring  man  does  fall,  guarded  by  the  command  of  thy  lips 
1  refrained  from  following  the  unrighteous'  paths.  Firm  stands 
my  foot  in  thy  roads,  that  my  footsteps  do  not  slip.  Now  I  cry, 
surely  thou  wilt  uu.swer  me,  O  God  !  bend  thy  ears,  hear  my 
prayer.  Show  thy  wonderful  kindnes.s,  0  Saviour  of  tho.se  who 
seek  protection  at  thy  right  hand  from  those  that  rise  up  against 
them.  Preserve  nie,  as  man  gnarv]:>  the  apj>le  of  his  eye;  under 
the  shadow  of  thy  wings  do  thou  liido  me;  from  the  wickt;d,  that 
oppress  me.  enemies  of  mine,  througii  prule  of  their  heart,  who 
compass  me  about.  Their  fat  is  firmly  cloocd ;  their  mouth 
speaks  proudly.  Wherever  we  go  they  now  pursue  us;  their 
eyes  are  bent  to  bring  us  to  the  ground.  Like  the  lion  desirous 
of  prey,  and  the  young  lion  crouched  in  his  hiding-place.     Arise, 

0  Lord!  circumvent  the  encray'.s  design,  cast  him  down ;  save 
my  soul  from  the  wicked,  who  is  the  sword  of  thy  vengeance. 
From  mortal  men,  thy  rod,  from  mortal  men  of  this  perishable 
world;  be  soever  their  portion  in  this  life,  let  their  bellies  be 
full  of  thy  treasure,  their  children  be  many,  and  let  them  leave 
superfluity  to  their  young  ones.  Yet  in  righteousness  shall  I 
behold  thy  face,  and  be  satisfied  at  awakening  from  contemplating 
thy  countenance. 

(Psalm  xxv.) — A  Psalm  of  David. — TInto  thee,  0  Lord  I 

1  lift  up  my  soul.  0  my  God  !  I  trust  in  thee,  let  me  not  be 
ashamed ;  let  not  my  enemies  triumph  over  nie.  Yea,  let  none 
who  wait  on  thee  be  ashamed;  let  those  be  ashamed  who  dc;il 
treacherously  without  cause.  Show  me  thy  ways;  0  Lo.?lD  I 
teach  me  thy  paths.  Lead  me  in  thy  truth,  and  teach  me;  .for 
thou  art  the  God  of  my  salvation,  on  thee  I  wait  all  day.  () 
Lord  I  remember  thy  tender  mercies  and  loving-kiinlness :  i'or 
they  have  been  of  old.  Remember  not  the  sins  of  my  youth,  nor 
my  transgressions :  remember  thou  me  according  to  thy  mercy, 
for  thy  goodness  sake,  0  Lord.  Good  and  upright  is  the  Lord  : 
he   therefore   will   instruct  sinners   in    the  right   way.      He  will 
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llmt  we  may  rejoice,  and  be  glad  all  our  days.  INIakc  us  re- 
joice, accordiii;^  to  the  days  wherein  thou  hast  aHiicted  u.s;  and 
tlie  yeai-s  in  which  we  liuvc  seen  evil.  Let  thy  work  of  salva- 
tion appear  to  thy  servants,  and  thy  glory  unto  their  children. 
And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  our  God,  be  upon  us:  and 
establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us;  yea,  the  work 
of  our  haiKb  establish  thou  it. 

(Pj?alm  xci.) — He  who  dwelleth  withiu  the  secret  place  of 
the  Most  High,  shall  abide  under  the  shadow  of  the  Aliui<,dity. 
I  say  of  the  Lord,  who  is  my  refuge  and  my  fortress,  my  God, 
in  whom  I  trust,  that  he  will  surely  deliver  thee  from  the 
fowler's  snares,  and  from  the  destructive  pestilence.  He  will 
cover  thee  with  his  pinion,  and  under  his  wings  thou  wilt  find 
refuge  ;  his  truth  shall  be  thy  shield  and  buckler.  Thou  shalt 
not  be  afraid  of  the  terrors  of  the  night,  nor  of  the  arrow  that 
flieth  by  day  ;  nor  of  the  pestilence  that  stalketh  in  darkness; 
nor  of  the  destruction  that  wasteth  at  noon  of  day.  On  thy 
side  a  thousand  shall  fall,  and  ten  thousand  at  thy  right  hand, 
but  it  shall  not  come  nigh  unto  thee.  Thou  shalt  only  behold 
■with  thy  eyes,  and  see  the  retributionof  the  wicked.  Because 
thou  hast  made  the  Lord,  who  is  my  refuge,  even  the  Most 
High,  thy  stronghold.  No  evil  shall  befall  thee,  neither  shall 
any  plague  approach  thy  dwelling.  For  he  Avill  give  his 
angels  charge  concerning  thee,  to  guard  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 
They  shall  bear  thee  on  their  hands,  lest  thou  dash  thy  foot 
against  a  stone.  On  the  fierce  lion  and  asp  shalt  thou  tread  : 
the  young  lion  and  the  serpent  shalt  thou  trample  under  foot. 
"Because  he  hath  fixed  his  desire  upon  me,  therefore  will  I 
deliver  him  :  I  will  set  him  on  high,  because  he  hath  known 
my  name.  "When  he  calleth  upon  me,  I  will  answer  him  ;  I 
will  be  with  him  in  trouble,  I  will  deliver  him,  and  grant  him 
honour.  "With  length  of  days  will  I  satisfy  him,  and  grant 
him  my  salvation." 

(Psalm  xvii.) — A  Prayer  of  David. — Hearken,  O  Lord! 
to  the  righteous  cause,  attend  to  my  loud  cry ;  give  ear  to  my 
prayer,  uttered  by  lips  without  deceit.  From  thy  presence  IcL 
my  sentence  proceed,  let  thy  eyes  behold  my  rectitude.    Thou 
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Koop  fliv  toiiiruo  from  evil,  and  tliv  lips  IVdiu  s])oaking  guile 
IVpart  tVi)ni  I'vil,  iiiul  do  good  ;  sei'k  peace,  and  pursue  it.  The 
I'Vt's  of  tlie  liOKi)  are  upon  the  righteous,  and  his  ears  are  open 
unto  their  ery.  But  the  anger  of  the  LoRD  is  against  those  who 
do  evil,  to  cut  off  their  remembrance  from  the  earth.  But  the 
righteous  cry,  and  the  LoHl)  heareth,  and  delivereth  them  from 
all  their  troubles.  The  IjORD  is  nigh  unto  the  broken-hearted ; 
and  savoth  those  who  are  of  a  contrite  spirit.  Though  many 
afflictions  overtake  the  righteous:  the  Lord  will  deliver  him 
from  them  all.  He  guardeth  all  his  bones  :  so  that  not  one  of 
them  is  broken.  The  evil  of  the  wicked  will  slay  him,  and  they 
who  hate  the  righteous  shall  not  escape  guiltiness.  The  Lord 
redeemeth  the  soul  of  his  servants;  and  none  of  those  who  trust 
in  him  shall  be  condemned. 

(Psalm  xc.) — A  Prayer  of  Moses,  the  Man  of  God. — 0 
I/ord !  thou  hast  been  our  strongiiold  of  defence  in  all  genera- 
tions. Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  thou 
hadst  formed  the  earth  and  the  world  :  even  from  everlasting  to 
everlasting,  thou  art  God.  Thou  turnest  men  to  contrition  :  and 
sayest,  Return,  ye  children  of  men.  For  a  thousand  years  in 
thy  sight  are  but  as  yesterday,  which  is  pas.sed;  and  as  a  watch 
in  the  night.  Thou  carriest  them  away  as  a  flood,  they  are  as  in 
sleep :  in  the  morning  they  are  like  grass  which  changeth.  In 
the  morning  it  flourisheth  and  is  renovated  :  in  the  evening  it  is 
cut  down,  and  withered.  Thus  are  we  consumed  by  thy  anger, 
and  troubled  by  Miy  wnitli.  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before 
thee,  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance  For  all 
our  days  are  pa.s:5ed  away  in  thy  wrath  :  we  spend  our  years  as  a 
tale  that  is  told  The  days  of  our  years  of  life  are  seventy  years : 
and  if  by  extraordinary  vigour,  we  see  fourscore  years,  yet  is 
I  heir  essence  labour  and  sorrow  ;  for  our  life  is  soon  cut  off,  and 
W8  flee  away  Who  knoweth  the  power  of  thy  anger?  even  ac- 
cording to  thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath.  Teach  us  to  number  (uir 
days,  that  we  may  apply  our  heart  to  wisdom  Return  unto 
us,  0  Lord  !  how  long  wilt  thou  cast  us  off?  0  repent  thee, 
'Sonceruiog  thy  servants.      O  .satisfy  us  early  with  thy  mercy; 
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spnko,  ami  it  was  iJniio  :  lie  coinniaiKU'il,  a, id  it  was  cstablislicd 
Tlio  l>(»un  fiustiatotli  tlif  counsel  of  the  nations:  be  anuiliilatelb 
the  <K'viees  of  the  people.  The  counsel  of  the  LoKl)  shall  stand 
for  ever:  and  the  purposes  of  his  heart  to  all  ^fenerations. 
Happy  i.s  the  nation  who.sc  (iod  i,-?  the  I.,olU)  :  the  perple  wli^  iii 
he  liatli  elin,-;en  for  iiis  own  heritage.  The  liUHM  looketh  down 
from  leaven  ;  he  heholdeth  all  the  sons  of  men.  From  the.  pl.n  c 
of  his  resideiiee  ho  superintendeth  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth. 
FIc  fashionrth  all  their  hearts,  and  nnderstandeth  all  their  work;s. 
A  king  is  not  .saved  by  the  multitude  of  a  host:  neither  doth  the 
mighty  man  escape  by  the  greatness  of  his  strength.  Vain  is 
the  liorsc  for  safety  :  lie  shall  ntit  deliver  any  by  his  great 
strength.  IJehcdd  !  the  e^'e  of  the  IjORD  is  upon  those  who  hope 
for  his  mercy  :  to  deliver  their  soul  from  death  ;  and  to  keep 
them  alive  in  time  of  famine.  Our  soul  waitcth  for  the  JiOKi*: 
he  is  our  help  and  our  shield.  For  in  him  our  heart  shall  re- 
joice; because  we  have  trusted  in  his  holy  name.  Ijct  thy 
mercy,  0  Lord  !   be  with  us,  according  as  we  hope  in  thee. 

(PtfALM  XXXIV.) A    FSAI-M  OF   DaVID  WHKN  HE  DISGUISED 

UIS  REASON,  BEFORE  AbIMELECH,  WHO  THEN  DROVE  HIM  AWAY, 
AND  HE  DEPARTED. — I  wiU  bless  the  LoRD  at  all  times;  his 
praise  shall  be  continually  in  my  mouth.  My  soul  shall  boast 
itself  in  the  Lord;  the  humble  shall  hear  it,  and  be  glad.  0 
magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us  extol  his  name  together 
1  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  answered  nie ;  and  delivered  me  from 
all  my  fears.  They  looked  unto  him,  and  were  enlightened,  and 
their  faces  were  not  a.shamed.  This  poor  n)an  cried,  and  the 
Lord  heard  him;  and  saved  him  from  all  his  troubles.  The 
angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  round  about  those  who  fear  him, 
and  delivereth  them.  O  reflect,  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good: 
happy  is  the  man  who  trusteth  in  him.  0  fear  the  Lord,  ye  his 
saints  ;  for  there  is  no  want  to  those  who  fear  him.  Young  lions 
do  lack  and  suffer  hunger;  but  they  who  seek  the  Lord  shall 
not  want  any  good.  Come,  ye  children,  hearken  unto  me;  I 
will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord.  Who  is  the  man  that 
desireth  life,  and  loveth  many  days,  that  he  may  see  happiness? 
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P.vvin.  The  licMVi'iis  (lorl.irc  ilic  j^Iory  'if  (Jnd  :  and  the  firma/- 
iiiont  toUotli  tlio  Wdiks  (if  liis  lunids.  I>iiy  unto  day  uttoreth 
speech;  and  niirlit  unto  niulil  sluiwi'th  kiw  wlcdge.  There  is  no 
speech,  tliere  are  no  words,  tlicir  vdicc  is  not  iieard.  But  their 
melody  exiendelh  throuLdi  all  the  earth,  and  to  the  end  of  the 
world  their  word.  For  the  sun  he  hath  set  a  tabernacle  among 
them  ;  aud  he  goeth  out  like  a  hridegroom  from  his  chamber, 
and  rejoiceth,  like  a  strong  man,  to  run  his  course.  Ilis  going 
forth  is  from  the  etid  of  the  heaven,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends 
thereof;  and  there  is  nothing  hidden  from  his  heat.  The  law  of 
the  Lord  is  perfect,  quieting  the  soul :  the  testimony  of  the 
Lord  is  sure,  making  the  simple  wise.  The  statutes  of  the  Lord 
are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart:  the  commandment  of  the  I^ord  is 
clear,  enlightening  the  eyes.

For 
the  word  of  the  Lord  is  right:  and  all  his  works  are  done  in 
truth.  He  loveth  righteousness  and  justice  ;  the  earth  is  full 
of  the  mercy  of  the  Lord.  By  the  word  of  the  Lord  were  the 
heavens  made;  and  all  their  hotst  with  the  breath  of  his  mouth. 
!le  gathereth  together  as  a  heap  the  waters  of  the  sea  :  he  layeth 
up  the  depths  in  storehouses.  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Lord: 
let  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  stand  in  awe  of  him.      For  he 
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wlioso  Cum]  is  tlio  l.oiU)  I  And  ;is  1  liave  trusted  in  thy  mercy, 
my  lu'art  shall  rcjoiee  in  thy  salvntion.  I  will  sing  unto  the 
Lord,  borauso  ho  hath  dralt  hountifully  with  me." 

(^PsAi.M  XXX.) — I  will  extol  thee,  0  Lord!  for  thou  hast 
lifted  me  up,  and  hast  not  suffered  my  foes  to  rejoice  over  me.  0 
Lord,  my  Gud  !  I  cried  unto  thee,  and  thou  ha.st  healed  mc.  0

O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lonn;  call  on  hi."-  holy  name;  make 
known  his  deeds  among   the   people.     'tJiug,   nud   chant  hymui 
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only,  but  not  lator  than  midnight:  neither  was  it  to  be  eateu 
but  by  thi)se  that  were  numbered  and  appointed  for  it ;  nor 
was  it  to  be  eaten  dressed  in  any  other  manner  than  roasted. 

Rabbi  Ishmael  says,  that  the  law  is  to  be  expounded  by  thir- 
teen rules;  viz, :  1.  By  inferences,  from  minor  to  major:  and 
the  reverse  from  major  to  minor.  2.  A  decision  deduced  from 
an  agreement,  or  similarity  of  phrases  in  texts.  3.  From  the 
principal  constitution  contained  in  one  verse,  and  from  the  prin- 
cipal constitution  deduced  from  two  verses.  4.  From  compar- 
ing a  general  description  with  its  specified  particular.  5.  From 
a  particular  text,  followed  by  a  general  one.  6.  Precepts 
treated  of,  first  in  general,  and  then  in  particular,  and  again 
in  general,  thou  must  not  adjudge,  but  according  to  the  tenor 
of  the  particular  specification.  7.  From  a  general  description 
that  re(iuires  a  particular,  specific  text  to  explain  it ;  and  from 
a  particular  text  that  requires  a  general  one.  8.  Whatever 
was  comprehended  under  a  general  description,  and  is  after- 
wards particularly  excepted  therefrom,  in  order  to  teach  us 
something  concerning  it :  the  exception  is  not  given  for  its  own 
sake  only,  but  also  affects  the  whole  general  term.  9.  And 
whatever  was  included  in  a  general  description  and  is  afterwards 
excepted,  to  prove  an  argument  similar  to  its  subject :  tends  to 
alleviate,  but  does  not  aggravate.  10.  And  whatever  was  in- 
cluded in  a  general  description,  and  is  afterwards  excepted,  to 
prove  an  argument  not  similar  to  its  subject;  serves  both  to 
alleviate  and  aggravate.  11.  And  everything  included  in  a 
general  description,  and  afterwards  excepted,  to  determine  a 
new  matter,  cannot  be  restored  to  the  general  term,  unless  it 
be  by  being  expressly  mentioned  in  the  text.  12.  And  what- 
ever is  deduced  from  the  subject  itself;  and  a  thing  deduced 
from  the  end  of  the  text.  13.  And  thus,  when  two  texts  con- 
tradict each  other,  we  cannot  determine  the  sense  until  a  third 
is  produced,  which  reconciles  them. 

Let  it  be  acceptable  before  thee,  O  Lord,  our  God  1  and 
God  of  our  ancestors,  that  the  holy  temple  may  be  speedily 
rebuilt  in  our  days  ;  and  let  our  portion  be  in  thy  law,  that  we 
may  be  able  to  do  thy  will. 
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two  spriiikliii^^s,  and  it.  was  so  sprinkled  as  to  produce  four — it 
was  necessary  to  flay  and  dismember  it,  and  to  consume  it  totallv 
by  fire.  Tlie  peaee-nfTeriiigs  of  the  wliole  eongregation,  and  the 
trespass-offerings  : — those  are  the  trespass-ofl'eriugs — the  trespass- 
offering  for  theft — the  trespass-offering  for  appropriating  sanctified 
things  to  his  own  use — for  carnally  knowing  a  betrothed  hand- 
maid— the  trespass-offering  bruuglit  by  the  Nazarite  for  defiling 
himself  with  a  dead  body — the  leper — and  for  a  doubtful  sin; — 
these  were  slaughtered  on  the  north  side,  and  the  blood  was  there 
received  in  the  vessels  of  service ;  the  blood  required  two  sprink- 
lings, which  produced  four;  these  were  eaten  only  within  the 
hangings  by  the  males  of  tlie  priesthood,  dressed  af^^r  any 
manner,  for  that  day  only  until  midnight. 

The  thanksgiving-nffiTing,  and  the  ram  of  the  N'azarit-e,  ■wore 
sacred  in  a  less  degree;  they  might  be  killed  in  an\  part  i  ihe 
court;  and  their  blood  also  re((uired  two  sprinklings,  wlii'-h  pro- 
duced four;  they  might  be  eaten  in  any  part  of  the  city,  by  any 
person,  dressed  after  any  manner,  the  whole  of  that  day  until 
midnight.  With  the  portion  of  them  which  appertaineth  to  the 
priests,  the  same  was  observed,  save  only  that  it-  was  to  bo  eateu 
by  the  priests,  their  wives,  their  children,  and  their  servants. 
Peace-offerings  are  also  sacred  in  a  less  degree;  they  might  be 
killed  in  any  part  of  the  court;  and  their  blood  required  two 
sprinklings,  which  produced  four:  they  might  be  eaten  in  any 
part  of  the  city  by  any  person,  dressed  after  any  manner,  for  two 
days  and  one  night.  The  portion  thereof  which  appertaineth  to 
the  priests,  was  like  the  rest,  save  only,  that  it  was  to  be  eaten 
by  the  priests,  their  wives,  their  children,  and  their  servants. 
The  first-born,  the  tithes  of  beast,  and  the  paschal  lamb,  were 
sacred  in  a  less  degree:  they  might  be  killed  in  any  part  of  the 
court;  and  their  blood  recjuinKl  only  one  sprinkling,  but  it  must 
besprinkled  towards  the  bottom  of  the  altar.  There  was  a  dii- 
tinction  in  the  eating  of  them  ;  for  the  first-born  was  eaten  by 
the  priests  only,  and  the  tithe  by  all  persons;  they  w-re  ai.-;o 
eaten  in  any  part  of  the  city,  dressed  after  any  manner,  for  tv,-o 
days  and  one  night.     The  paschal  lamb  was  to  be  ea*fn  at  nigbt 
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and  (if  flio  siii-()frcriii<:,  .uid   of  tlio   trespass-offering,  and  of  the 
dedication,  and  of  tlic  sacrifice  of  the  poace-offeringa." 

Mishnah  Treatise  Zcbnchim,  clmp.  6. 

Wiiich  are  the  phiccs  where  the  offerings  were  slaughtered  ? 
The  most  holy  of  theiu  were  slain  on  the  north  side ;  the  bull 
and  tlio  hc-goat  for  the  day  of  atonement,  were  slain  on  the  nov*h 
side;  the  blood  tiiorcof  was  received  in  the  vesstds  of  service  f)n 
the  north  side;  tli.ir  Idood  refjiiircd  sprinkling,  between  the 
staves,  upon  the  veil,  and  the  golden  altar;  one  sprinkling 
omitted,  impeded  the  atonement;  the  remaining  bhmd  the  priest 
poured  ou  the  bottom  of  the  outer  altar,  on  the  west  side  thereof; 
if  omitted,  the  atonement  was  not  impeded. 

The  bulls  and  the  he-goats,  which  were  wholly  burnt,  were 
slaughtered  on  the  north  side,  and  their  blood  was  there  received 
in  the  vessels  of  service.  Their  blood  also  required  sprinkling 
upon  the  veil  and  the  golden  altar :  one  sprinkling  omitted,  im- 
peded the  atonement.  The  remaining  blood  warf  poured  on  the 
bottom  of  the  outer  altar  on  the  west  side  thereof;  if  omitted, 
the  atoncnieut  was  not  impeded.  These,  as  well  as  the  preceding 
offerings,  were  burnt  in  the  repository  of  ashes. 

The  sin-offerings  of  the  whole  congregation,  as  well  as  an  indi- 
vidual:  these  are  the  sin-offerings  of  the  whole  c mgregation — 
the  he-goats  of  the  new  moon,  as  also  of  the  other  festivals — were 
slaughtered  on  the  north,  and  their  blood  was  received  in  the 
vessels  of  service  there  ;  and  their  blood  required  four  sprinkliiigJi 
on  the  four  horns  of  the  outer  altar.  It  was  performed  after  this 
manner  : — the  priest  went  up  the  ascent,  and  turned  towards  the 
circuit,  and  came  to  the  southeast  corner,  then  to  the  northeast, 
So  on  to  the  northwest,  and  from  there  to  the  southwest ;  the 
rcmaiuing  blood  was  poured  out  at  the  south  side  of  the  bottom 
of  the  outer  altar;  these  were  eaten  only  by  the  males  of  the 
priesthood,  within  tbe  hangings  of  the  court,  dressed  after  any 
manner,  for  that  day  only,  until  midnight.  The  burnt-offering 
is  one  of  the  most  holy;  it  was  slain  on  the  north  ;  and  its  b'ood 
was  there  received  in  the  vessels  of  service ;  the  blood  required 
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ami  fill'  hakcd  incat-ofr.Tin^  prcccdrd  tin- ilriiikdflFcriiigs;  and  the 
driiik-itlrriiijxs  jncrodid  thr  additiniial  (ifTcriiijrs  ;  and  the  addi- 
tiiMial  offcriiiL's  prccodcMl  the  twd  spoons  of  fVaidvijircnsc  ;  and  the 
two  s])oons  of  frankiiiecnso  proccMied  the  continual  evening  offer- 
ing;  as  it  is  said,  ''And  he  shall  lay  the  burnt-offering  in  order 
upon  it,  and  he  shall  burn  thereon  the  fat  of  the  peace-offerings  ;" 
i.  e.,  he  shall  therewith  finish  all  the  offerings  of  the  day. 

0  liOUD  I  we  beseech  thee  to  loosen,  with  the  greatness  of 
thy  powerful  right  hand,  those  that  arc  bound  in  captivity.  Ac- 
cept the  cry  of  thy  people;  exalt  and  purify  us,  0  tlimi  who  art 
tremendous  I  (),  most  powerful  (jiod  !  we  beseech  thee  to  pre- 
serve, as  the  apple  of  the  eye,  those  that  seek  thee,  who  art  God 
alone.  IJless,  and  purify  them,  and  continually  requite  them 
according  to  thy  nienriful  righteousness.  Thou,  who  art  most 
mighty  and  holy  I  guide  thy  congregate  people  with  thy  abun- 
dant goodness.  Thou,  who  art  God  alone,  and  most  excellent, 
regard  thy  people,  who  continually  make  mentiim  of  thy  holiness. 
Accept  our  prayers,  and  hearken  to  our  cries,  0  Thou  !  to  whom 
all  secrets  are  known. 

Blessed  be  tlic  nam^  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for  ever  and  ever! 

Sovereign  of  the  universe  I  thou  didst  command  us  to  offer  the 
daily  sacrifice  in  its  appointed  time ;  and  that  the  priests  should 
officiate  in  their  proper  service,  and  the  Levites  at  their  desk, 
and  the  Israelites  in  their  station.  But,  at  present,  on  account 
of  our  sins,  the  ten)ple  is  laid  waste,  and  the  daily  sacrifice  hath 
ceased;  for  we  have  neither  an  officiating  priest,  nor  a  Levite  on 
the  desk,  nor  an  Israelite  at  his  station.  But  thou  hast  said, 
ll;at  the  prayers  of  our  lips  shall  be  accepted  as  the  offering  of 
steer.>s.  Therefore,  let  it  be  acceptable  before  thcr,  O  Lord,  our 
God  !  and  (xod  of  our  ancestors,  that  the  prayers  of  our  lips  m.iy 
be  accounted,  -iecepted,  and  esteemed  before  thee,  as  if  we  had 
offered  the  daily  sacrifice  in  its  appointed  time,  and  had  stood  in 
our  btution.  And  it  is  said,  "And  he  shall  kill  it  at  the  foot  of 
the  ahar,  northward,  before  the  Lord;  and  the  priests,  Aaron's 
sons,  shall  sprinkle  its  blood  roumi  about  the  altar."  And  it  is 
.said,  "  This  is  the  law  of  the  burnt-offering,  of  the  mcat-offoriug. 
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wine  of  capers  (or  Cyprus),  three  aeiihs,'  and  throe  kahs, ;  and  if 
Cyprus  wine  couKi  not  be  Iiad,  strong  white  wine  was  substituted 
for  it;  salt  of  8(>doin,  the  ft)urth  part  of  a  kab;  and  of  an  herb 
called  nia'aleh  'ashan,  a  small  quantity.  Rabbi  Nathan,  the 
Babylonian  i*:\'u],  Also  a  small  quantity  of  the  amber  of  Jordan. 
If  honey  was  mixed  with  it,  it  was  profaned  ;  and  if  it  was  defi- 
cient in  any  one  of  its  ingredients,  he  was  accounted  to  have 
incurred  tlu;  penalty  of  death. 

Rabbi  Simeon,  the  son  of  Ganiliel,  saith,  That  the  balm  issues 
from  an  incision  in  the  tree  called  baisamum.  And  for  what 
purpose  did  they  use  the  soap  of  Carsina?  to  refine  the  onyeha 
(or  cloves),  that  it  might  have  a  handsome  appe;:rancc;  and  for 
what  purpose  was  the  wine  of  Cyprus  brought?  to  soak  the 
cloves  (or  onyeha)  therein,  that  it  might  become  hard:  and 
though  another  substance  was  also  proper  for  the  purpose,  yet 
■was  it  not  used,  because  it  was  not  decent  to  bring  it  into  the 
temple. — "And  may  the  uffcring  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  bo 
pleasant  unto  the  Lord,  as  in  ancient  days,  and  as  in  former 
years." 

Abayyeh  disposed  the  order  of  the  daily  service  in  the  temple, 
as  appointed  by  the  Talmudists;  and  according  to  the  opinion 
of  Abba  Saul.  The  great  order  preceded  the  second  order  of  the 
incense ;  and  the  second  order  of  incense  preceded  the  ranging 
of  the  two  pieces  of  wood  upon  the  altar;  and  the  ranging  of  'he 
two  pieces  of  wood  preceded  the  removal  of  the  ashes  from  the 
inner  altar;  and  the  removal  of  the  ashes  from  the  inner  altar 
preceded  the  dressing  of  the  five  lamps  of  the  candlestick  ;  and 
the  dressing  of  the  five  lamps,  preceded  the  sprinkling  of  the 
blood  of  the  continual  offering;  and  the  sprinkling  of  the  blood 
of  the  continual  offering  preceded  the  dressing  of  the  two  lamps; 
and  the  dressing  of  the  two  lamps  preceded  the  burning  of  in- 
cense; and  the  incense  preceded  the  offering  of  the  members  of 
the  sacrifice  ;  and  the  offering  of  the  members  preceded  the  meat- 
offering; and  the  meat-offering  preceded  the  baked  meat-offering;

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incense,  wliilst  tlic  hnly  tt  iii]ilt'  was  standing,  as  thou  didst  com 
maud  them  through  Moses  thy  prophet,  as  it  is  written  in  thy 
law,'  "And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Take  unto  thee  sweet 
spices,  stacte,  and  onycha,  and  galbanum ;  these  sweet  spices 
witii  pure  frankincense:  of  eadi  there  shall  be  an  equal  weight. 
And  thou  shah  make  it  a  perfume,  a  confection  after  the  art  of 
an  apothecary,  tempered  together,  jmre  and  holy.  And  thou 
shall  beat  some  of  it  very  small,  and  put  of  it  before  the  testi- 
mony in  the  tabfrnucle  of  the  congregation,  where  I  will  meet 
with  thee:  it  shall  be  unto  you  most  holy."  And  it  is  said, "^ 
"And  Aaron  shall  burn  thereon  (on  the  altar)  incense  of  spices 
ever)'  morning;  when  he  dresseth  the  lamps  he  shall  burn  incense 
upon  it.  And  when  x\ar()n  lighteth  the  lamps  at  evening,  he  shall 
burn  incense  upon  it ;  a  perpetual  burning  of  incense  before  the 
Lord  throughout  your  generations."

The  rabbins  have  taught  how  the  mixture  of  the  perfume  of 
incense  was  made :  it  contained  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
manehs.^  Three  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  which  were  according 
to  the  number  of  days  of  the  solar  year  ;*  and  of  the  three  re- 
maining manehs,  the  high  priest  was  to  take  his  hands  full,  on 
the  day  of  atonement :  these  were  again  put  into  the  mortar  on 
the  eve  of  the  day  of  atonement,  to  perform  the  commandment, 
"Take  of  the  finest  beaten  incense."  It  was  composed  of  eleven 
sorts  of  spices ;  viz.,  balm,  onycha,^  galbanum,  frankincense,  of 
each  an  equal  weight,  viz.,  seventy  manehs;  myrrh,  cassia,  spike- 
nard, and  saffron,  of  each  an  equal  weight,  sixteen  manehs; 
costus,  twelve  manehs ;  the  rind  of  an  odoriferous  tree,^  three 
manehs;  cinnamon,  nine  manehs;  soap  of  Carsina,   nine  kabs;'

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sins,  to  furj^ivo  all  our  initjuitios,  ami  to  grant  iis  remission  for 
all  our  transgrossions ;  and  that  tho  ln>ly  temple  may  speedily  be 
r(-i>iiilt  in  our  days,  that  wo  may  ofter  in  thy  presence  the  daily 
biirnt-tiflVring,  that  it  may  ati>iie  for  us  :  as  thou  hast  commanded 
us  in  tliy  law,  written  and  delivered  by  the  hands  of  thy  &ervaut  • 
Moses;  as  it  is  said, 

Numbers  xxviii.  1  — 11. 

And  the  LoKD  spoke  unto  Moses,  saying,  Command  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  My  ofl'ering,  my  broad  for  my 
sacrifices  consumed  by  fire,  for  a  sweet  savour  unto  me,  shall  ye 
observe  to  offer  unto  lue  in  its  due  season.  Say  also  unto  them, 
This  is  the  offering  made  by  fire  which  yo  shall  off'er  unto  the 
Loud  :  two  sheep  of  the  first  year  without  blemish,  every  day, 
for  a  continual  burnt-off'ering.  The  one  sheep  shalt  thou  off^er  in 
the  morning,  and  the  other  sheep  shalt.  thou  off'er  toward  evening. 
And  a  tenth  part  of  an  ephah*  of  fine  flour  for  a  meat-offering, 
mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  a  bin*  of  beaten  oil.  It  is  a  con- 
tinual burnt-offering  which  was  ordained  on  mount  Sinai,  for  a 
sweet  savour,  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord.  And 
the  drink-offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth  part  of  a  bin  for  the 
one  sheep :  in  the  holy  place  shalt  thou  cause  the  strong  wine  to 
be  poured  out  for  a  drink-off"ering  to  the  LoRD.  And  the  other 
sheep  shalt  thou  offer  toward  evening,  as  the  meat-offering  of  the 
morning,  and  as  the  drink-off"ering  thereof  shalt  thou  offer  it,  an 
offering  made  by  fire  for  a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord. 
On  the  Sabbath,  add  as  follows : 

[And  on  the  Sabbath-day,  two  sheep  of  the  first  year  without 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  parts  (of  an  ephah)  of  fine  flour  for  a 
meatoffering,  mingled  with  oil,  and  the  drink-off'ering  thereof. 

This  is  the  burnt-offering  of  every  Sabbath,  besides  the  con- 
tinual bunit-off"pring,  and  its  drink-offering  ] 

Thou  art  the  Lord,  our  God  !  before  whom  our  ancestors  burnt 

service  of  which  our  sins  have  deprived  us,  and  which  will,  as  we  trust, 
be  again  restored,  at  the  rebuilding  of  the  temple  in  Jerusalem. — I.  L.

(locl  in  tliis  wiirld.  and  tliou  art  (Jod  in  the  future;  thua  art  im- 
mutabL;  I  thy  years  have  no  end.  Sanctify  thy  name  in  thy 
world,  tlimugh  a  people  that  sanctify  thy  name;  and  through  thy 
salvation,  exalt  and  raise  on  high  our  horn  of  salvation  ;  and 
save  thou  us  speedily  for  thy  name's  sake.  Blessed  art  thou  who 
sanctifiest  thy  name  before  the  whole  world. 

Thou  art  the  Lord,  who  art  God  in  heaven  above,  and  on  the 
earth  beneath  ;  in  the  highest  heavens  ;  both  among  the  highest 
and  the  lowest ;  thou  art  the  first,  and  thou  art  the  last,  and 
besides  thee  there  is  no  god.  0  gather  the  dispersions  of  those 
who  hope  in  thee,  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth;  that  the 
whole  world  may  know,  and  acknowledge,  that  thou  alone  art 
God  !  exalted  above  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth.  Thou  hast 
made  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  is  in  them; 
and  who,  among  all  the  works  of  thy  hands,  either  in  the  upper- 
most or  nethermost  parts,  can  say  unto  thee,  What  doest  thou  ? 
or,  what  workest  thou  ?  Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  we  be- 
seech thee  to  act  charitably  and  graciously  towards  us,  for  the 
sake  of  thy  great,  mighty,  and  tremendous  name,  by  which  we 
are  called ;  and  confirm  unto  us,  0  Lord,  our  God !  the  word 
which  thou  hast  assured  us  of,  through  the  means  of  Zephaniah, 
thy  prophet,  as  it  is  said,'  "At  that  time  I  will  bring  you  again; 
and  at  that  time  when  I  assemble  you,  1  will  appoint  you  for  a 
name  and  a  praise  among  all  the  people  of  the  earth  :  when  I 
bring  back  your  captives  before  your  eyes,  saith  the  Lord."* 

May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  and 
God  of  our  ancestors,  to  have  compassion  on  us,  to  pardon  all  our

*  Tbe  following  passages  from  the  Bible,  Mishnah,  and  Talmud,  are  in 
commemoration  of  the  sacrifices  and  incense  which  were  daily  offered  in 
the  temple.  They  indeed  cannot  be  viewed  as  prayers;  but,  whereas 
sacrifices  and  incense  were  an  integral  part  in  the  temple-worship,  we 
regard  the  commemoration  of  the  sacrifices  as  a  part  of  our  daily  service 
in  our  prayers.  To  this  same  reason  is  owing,  that  in  many  parts  of 
tlie  Prayer  Book  the  ordinances  relating  to  sacrifices  are  to  be  found,  as 
aj -pointed  to  be  read  on  the  respective  festivals.  For  we  should,  accord- 
ing to  the  opinion  of  our  teachers,  keep  alive  the  recollection  of  that  holy 
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of  our  fatlursy  An-  iint  the  niij^lity  (Hics  as  naught  before  thee? 
inon  nf  niiowii,  as  if  tlicy  had  not  existed;  wise  men,  as  if  they 
were  witlmut  kiinwlcdgc  ;  ami  the  intelligent,  as  if  void  of  uuder- 
8tanding}'  For  the  niajority  of  our  aetioiis  is  emptiness,  and  the 
days  of  our  life  are  hut  vanity  in  thy  presence;  even  the  pre- 
eminence of  man  over  the  heast  is  naught,  for  all  is  vanity; 
except  that  pure  soul,  which  must  hereafter  give  an  account, 
when  in  judgment,  heforc  the  throne  of  thy  glory;  and  all 
nations  are  as  naught  before  thee;  as  it  is  said,  "  IJehold  the 
luitions  are  as  a  drop  from  the  bucket;  and  as  the  small  dust  of 
the  balance  are  they  accounted  :  behold,  he  taketh  up  the  isles 
as  an  atom."  But  we,  thy  people,  are  the  children  of  thy  cove- 
nant; the  children  of  Abraham,  thy  beloved,  to  whom  thou  didst 
swear  on  Mount  JMoriah  ;  the  seed  of  Isaac,  who,  for  thy  sake 
was  bound  and  laid  on  the  altar;  the  congregation  of  Jacob,  thy 
first-born  son,  whom,  from  the  love  wherewith  thou  didst  love 
him,  and  the  joy  wherewith  thou  didst  rejoice  in  him,  thou  hast 
called  Israel  and  Jeshurun. 


We,  therefore,  are  in  duty  bound  to  give  thanks  unto  thee;  to 
praise,  glorify,  and  extol  thee;  and  to  offer  song,  praise,  and 
thanksgiving  unto  thy  great  name  :  we  are  also  in  duty  bound  to 
repeat  daily  and  continually  a  song  of  praise.  O,  happy  are  we  ! 
How  goodly  is  our  portion  I  How  pleasant  is  our  lot!  How 
beautiful  is  our  inheritance  !  O,  happy  are  we,  that  we  attend 
early  in  the  morning,  and  also  late  in  the  evening  in  the  syna- 
gogues, and  in  the  houses  where  the  law  is  studied  ;  proclaiming 
the  UNITY  of  thy  name,  with  fervent  love,  by  repeating  daily, 
"  Hear,  O  Israel  !  the  LoRD,  our  God,  is  the  only  eternal  Being !" 
(Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for  ever  and 
ever.) 


Thou  wast  the  same,  before  thou  didst  create  the  world  ;  and 
thou  art  the  same  after  thou  didst  create  the  world ;   thou  art

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their  sins  into  the  depths  of  the  sea."  And  all  our  sins,  and  all 
the  sins  of  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  thou  wilt  cast  into  a 
olace,  where  they  shall  not  be  remembered,  nor  visited,  nor 
thought  of  for  ever.  "  Tliou  wilt  show  faithfulness  1 J  Jaeob,  and 
merey  unto  Abraham,  wliich  tliou  hast  sworn  unto  our  ancestors, 
in  the  days  of  old."  And  it  is  said,'  "  And  I  will  bring  them 
unto  uiy  holy  mountain,  and  I  will  make  them  rejoice  in  my 
house  of  prayer ;  their  buriit-ofterings,  and  their  sacrifices,  shall 
be  accepted  on  my  altar ;  for  my  house  shall  be  called  a  house  of 
prayer  for  all  nations." 

These  are  the  things  which  have  no  fixed  estimation  by  the 
law;  viz.:  the  corner  of  the  field;''  the  first-fruits;  the  offering 
on  appearing  at  the  temple,  during  the  festivals;  acts  of  benefi- 
cence ;  and  the  study  of  the  law  of  God.  These  are  the  com 
maudmeuts,  whereof  the  man  that  performeth  them  enjnyeth  the 
fruits  in  this  world;  but  the  principal  reniaincth  to  a  future  one; 
viz.:  honouring  father  and  mother  ;  acts  of  beneficence ;  nursing 
the  sick ;  entertaining  strangers ;  early  attendance  at  the  syna- 
gogue; making  peace  between  a  man  and  his  fellow-creature,  and 
between  husband  and  wife.  But  the  study  of  the  law  of  God  is 
superior  to  all. 

Man  should  ever  fear  God,  as  well  in  private  as  in  public; 
confess  the  truth,  and  speak  the  truth  as  it  is  in  his  heart :  let 
him  rise  early  and  pray — 

Sovereign  of  the  worlds  I  and  Lord  of  lords !  we  presume  not 
to  present  our  supplications  before  thee,  relying  on  our  righteous- 
ness, but  because  of  thy  abundant  mercies.  '*  0  Lord  !  hear ;  0 
Lord  !  pardon ;  0  Lord  !  be  graciously  attentive,  and  grant  oui 
requests;  delay  not  for  thy  own  sake,  O  my  God!  for  thy  city, 
and  thy  people,  are  called  by  thy  name."  What  are  we?  What 
is  our  life?  What  our  goodness?  What  our  righteousness? 
What  our  help  ?  What  our  power?  What  our  might  ?  What, 
then,  shall  we  say  in   thy  presence,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  and  God

•  Which  was  to  be  left  for  the  use  of  the  poor  during  harvest. 
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the  heat  of  thy  angor  from  thy  people,  thy  city,  thy  land,  and 
tliy  horitago  ;  and  conlinn  unto  us,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  the  word 
c^'  which  thou  hast  assured  us  in  thy  hiw,  through  tliy  servant 
Moses;  as  it  is  said,'  "And  I  will  remember  my  covenant  with 
Jacob,  and  also  my  covenant  with  Isaac,  and  also  my  covenanr 
with  Abraham,  will  I  remember,  and  the  land  will  I  also  remem- 
ber." And  it  is  said,'^  "And  yet  for  all  that,  wlien  they  be  in 
the  land  of  their  enemies,  I  will  not  reject  them,  neither  will  I 
abhor  them,  to  destroy  them  utterly,  and  to  break  my  covenant 
with  them  ;  for  I  am  the  Lord  their  God."  And  it  is  said,'  "  I 
will  for  their  sakes  ycmember  the  covenant  of  their  ancestors, 
whom  I  brought  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Kgypt,  in  the  sight  of 
the  nations,  that  I  might  be  their  God  :  I  am  the  Lord  I"  And 
It  is  said,*  "The  Lord  thy  God  will  bring  thee  back  out  of  cap- 
tivity, and  have  compassion  upon  thee,  and  gather  thee  from  all 
the  nations  w'hithcr  the  Lord  thy  God  hath  scattered  thee.  If 
anj'  of  thine  be  driven  out  unto  the  remotest  climes  under  the 
heaven,  from  there  will  the  Lord  thy  CJod  gather  thee,  and  from 
there  will  he  take  thee.  And  the  Lord,  thy  God,  will  bring 
thee  into  the  land  which  thy  fathers  possessed,  and  thou  shalt 
possess  it;  and  he  will  do  thee  good,  and  multiply  thee,  more 
than  thy  fathers."  And  it  is  said,*  "O  Lord,  be  gracious  unto 
us,  we  have  waited  for  thee  :  be  thou  our  strength  every  morning, 
our  salvation  also  in  the  time  of  distress."  And  it  is  said,'*  "It 
is  even  a  time  of  trouble  unto  Jacob,  but  he  shall  be  saved  out 
of  it."  And  it  is  said,"  "  In  all  their  affliction  he  was  afflicted, 
and  the  angel  of  his  presence  saved  them  :  in  his  love,  and  in 
his  pity,  he  redeemed  them,  and  he  bore  them,  and  carried  them 
all  the  days  of  old."  And  it  is  said,"  "  Who  is  omnipotent,  like 
unto  thee,  pardoning  iniquity,  and  forgiving  transgression,  to  the 
residue  of  his  heritage?  He  retaineth  not  his  anger  forever, 
because  he  delighteth  in  mercy.  He  will  again  have  compassion 
6u  us;   he  will  suppress  our  ini<juities;  yea,  thou  wilt  cast  all

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wood  in  order,  and  bound  Tsa;ic  his  son,  and  placed  liim  on  tlio 
altar,  \ipnn  tlie  wood.  And  Abraham  .strffcduMl  forth  his  hand, 
and  took  the  knife  to  slav  his  son.  .\rid  the  angel  of  the  Loiu) 
called  unto  him  out  of  heaven,  and  said,  Abraham,  Abraham  ; 
and  he  said,  Here  am  T.  And  he  sai<l,  Lay  not  thy  hand  upon 
the  lad,  neither  do  thou  any  thing  unto  him  ;  for  now  I  know 
that  thou  fearest  God,  seeing  thou  hast  not  withheld  thy  son, 
thv  only  one,  from  me.  And  Abrfiham  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and 
looked,  and  behidd,  behind  him,  a  ram'  caught  in  a  thicket  by 
his  horns  :  and  Abraham  went  and  took  the  ram,  and  offered  him 
up  for  a  burnt-offering,  in  the  stead  of  his  son.  And  Abraham 
called  the  name  of  the  place  A(Jnnni  Yireh;  as  it  is  said  to  this 
day,  On  the  mount  of  the  Loni)  shall  it  be  seen.  And  the  angel 
of  the  Lord  called  unto  Abraham  f>ut  of  heaven,  the  second 
time,  and  said,  By  my.self  have  I  .sworn,  saith  the  LoRD,  for 
because  thou  hast  done  this  thing,  and  hast  not  withheld  thy 
son,  thy  only  one  :  that  I  will  greatly  bless  thee,  and  exceedingly 
multiply  thy  seed,  as  the  stars  of  heaven,  and  as  the  sand  which 
is  upon  the  sea-shore ;  and  thy  seed  shall  possess  the  gate  of 
their  enemies ;  and  in  thy  seed  shall  all  the  nations  of  the  earth 
be  blessed ;  because  thou  hast  obeyed  my  voice.  So  Abraham 
returned  to  his  young  men,  and  they  rose  up,  and  went  together 
to  Beer-sheba  :  and  Abraham  dwelt  at  Beer-sheba. 


Sovereign  of  the  universe !  as  Abraham  suppressed  his  tender- 
ness to  perform  thy  will  with  an  upright  heart,  so  we  beseech 
thee,  let  thy  mercy  suppress  thy  anger;  and  let  thy  tender  mercy 
prevail  over  thy  attribute  of  strict  justice  ;  and  conduct  thyself 
towards  us,  O  LoRD,  our  God  !  with  the  attribute  of  mercy,  and 
the  attribute  of  benevolence;  and  judge  us  not  according  to  the 
rigorous  line  of  strict  justice :  and  in  thy  great  goodness  avert

And^  it  came  to  pass  after  those  things,  that  God  did  tempt 
Abraham,  and  sai<l  unto  him,  Abraham  !  and  he  said.  Behold, 
here  am  I.  And  he  said,  Take  now  thy  son,  thy  only  son  Isaac, 
whom  tlmu  lov(  st,  and  get  thee  into  the  land  of  Moriah,  and 
offer  him  tlicre  for  a  burnt-offering,  upon  one  of  the  mountains, 
which  I  will  tell  thee  of.  And  Abraham  rose  up  early  in  the 
morning,  saddled  his  ass,  and  took  two  of  his  young  men  with 
him,  and  Isaac,  his  son;  and  he  clave  the  wood  for  a  burnt-offer- 
ing, and  rose  up,  and  went  unto  the  place  of  whieh  God  had  told 
him.  On  the  third  day,  Abraham  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw 
the  place  afar  off.  And  Abraham  said  unto  his  young  men, 
Abide  you  here  with  the  ass,  and  I  and  the  lad  will  go  yonder, 
and  we  will  worship,  and  return  again  to  you.  And  Abraham 
took  the  wood  of  the  burnt-offering,  and  laid  it  upon  Isaac,  his 
son ;  and  he  took  the  fire  in  his  hand,  and  the  knife ;  and  they 
went  both  of  them  together.  And  Isaac  spoke  unto  Abraham, 
his  father,  and  said,  My  father :  and  he  said,  Here  am  I,  my  son. 
And  he  said,  Behold  the  fire  and  the  wood;  but  where  is  the 
lamb  for  a  burnt-offering?  And  Abraham  said,  God  will  pro- 
vide himself  a  lamb  for  a  burnt-offering,  my  son  :  so  they  went 
both  of  them  together.

'  The  recitation  of  tiie  willingness  of  Abraluim  to  sacrifice  his  eon  in 
obedience  to  God's  will,  and  the  readiness  of  Isaac  to  be  so  sacrificed, 
should  animate  us  to  obey,  at  all  times,  the  demands  of  duty  and  religion, 
in  whatever  circumstances  we  may  be  placed. 
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fences,  from  :in  ovil  vyo,  mid  from  ;m  evil  tonfrne,  and  from  slan 
der ;  from  falso  witnesses,  from  the  enmity  of  mankind,  from  evil 
niaehination,  from  an  unnatural  death,  from  evil  diseases,  from  evil 
accidents,  from  an  oppressive  lawsuit,  and  an  implacable  opponent, 
whether  he  be,  or  not,  a  son  of  the  covenant;  and  also  deliver  us 
from  the  punishment  of  hell. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  LoRD,  our  God  !  King  of  the  universe;  who 
hast  sanetified  us  with  thy  commandments,  and  hast  commanded 
Jis  concerning  the  words  of  the  law. 

We  beseech  thee,  O  Lord,  our  God  !  to  make  the  words  of  thy 
law  pleasant  in  our  mouth,  and  in  the  mouths  of  thy  people,  the 
house  of  Israel ;  so  that  we,  our  offspring,  and  even  our  remotest 
descendants,  may  all  know  thy  name,  and  study  thy  law  for  its 
own  sake.

My  God  !  the  soul  which  thou  hast  given  me  is  pure;  thou 
hast  created,  formed,  and  breathed  into  me;  thou  preservest  it 
Tivithin  me;  thou  wilt  hereafter  take  it  from  me,  and  restore  it 
unto  me  in  futurity.  Whilst  my  soul  continueth  within  me,  I  do 
acknowledge  before  thee,  0  Lord,  my  God  !  and  God  of  my 
fathers,  that  thou  art  the  Sovereign  of  all  works,  Ruler  of  all  crea- 
tures, and  Lord  of  all  souls  !  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  who 
restorest  the  souls  unto  the  bodies  of  the  dead. 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God!  King  of  the  universe; 
who  givest  to  the  cock  knowledge,  to  distinguish  between  day  and 
night. 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God !  King  of  the  universe;  who 
openest  the  eyes  of  the  blind. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God  !  King  of  the  universe;  who 
settest  at  liberty  those  who  are  bound. 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God !  King  of  the  universe;  who 
raisest  those  who  are  bowed  down. 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  King  of  the  universe;  wlio 
clothest  the  naked. 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  LoRD,  our  God!  King  of  the  universe;  who 
cxpandest  the  earth  above  the  waters. 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  King  of  the  universe;  who 
onlainest  the  steps  of  man. 
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bring  mc  up  again  fnun  tlu-  dopths  t»f  the  eanh  :  then  will  I  say, 
"  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thco,  0  LoiU) !  for  though  thou  hast 
boon  angry  with  uio,  thy  anger  is  turned  away,  and  thou  hast 
comforted  me." 

0  Lord  !  mcrey  is  with  thee,  for  all  the  good  which  thou  hast 
bestowed  upon  me,  and  which  thou  wilt  bestow  on  me  till  the 
day  of  my  death.  O  strengthen  me  in  thy  pure  fear,  and  en- 
courage nie  in  thy  perfect  law.  And  for  all  this  I  am  in  dutj 
oound  to  thank,  praise,  extol,  glorify,  bless,  sanctify,  and  acknow- 
ledge the  Unity  of  thy  great,  mighty,  and  tremendous  name. 
With  the  mouth  of  the  upright  shalt  thou  be  extolled;  blessed 
with  the  lips  of  the  righteous ;  sanctified  with  the  tongue  of  the 
pious;  praised  in  the  midst  of  the  saints;  glorified  and  honoured 
in  tha  assembly  of  angels.  Thou  shalt  be  praised  by  the  mouth 
of  those  who  are  favoured  of  thee;  sanctified  by  the  mouth  of 
thy  saints;  extolled  by  the  mouth  of  thy  angels;  be  acknowledged 
One  by  the  mouth  of  those  who  proclaim  thy  unity  :  and  be 
exalted  by  the  mouth  of  those  who  extol  thee;  for  there  is  none 
like  unto  thee  among  the  gods,  0  Lord  !  nor  is  there  any  thing 
like  thy  works.  And  in  the  hosts  of  the  living  creatures,  the 
ophanim,  cherubim,  and  holy  angels,  shalt  thou  be  extolled,  and 
exalted  in  the  heavens  above  :  and  thy  unity  acknowledged  by 
the  mouth  of  those  who  proclaim  thy  unity  with  fear  and  dread, 
even  thy  people  Israel,  a  peculiar  nation  on  the  earth.  Thou 
art  God,  in  the  heavens  above,  and  on  the  earth  beneath  :  there  is 
none  else. 

"  May  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart, 
be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Lord  !  who  art  my  Rock  and 
Redeemer." 
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of  these  my  few  days,  and  do  not  pursue  the  fugitives  and  those 
who  escape;  and  suffer  not  the  remnant  that  is  left  from  the 
storm  of  troubles  to  bo  consumed  by  the  canker-worm  of  my 
guiltiness;  for  1  am  the  creature  of  thy  hand;  and  what  will  it 
avail  thee,  tliat  the  worm  that  taketh  me  for  food  eat  the  labour 
of  thy  hands? 

May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Lord,  my  God !  to 
return  unto  me  with  mercy,  and  to  cause  me  to  return  into  thy 
presence  in  perfect  repentance ;  and  that  my  heart  may  be  sin- 
cere and  devout  in  my  supplications,  to  which  I  beseech  thee  to 
incline  thy  ear  :  to  open  my  heart  to  thy  law,  and  to  plant  thy 
fear  in  my  thoughts;  to  ordain  good  decrees  for  me,  and  abolish 
the  evil  decrees  which  threaten  me.  0  lead  me  not  into  the 
power  of  temptation,  or  contempt;  and  deliver  me  from  all  evil 
occurrences ;  and  till  mischief  be  past,  hide  me  in  thy  shadow ; 
and  be  with  my  mouth  in  my  prayers;  and  guard  my  way,  that 
I  sin  not  with  my  tongue.  Kenicinbcr  me  also  with  the  favour- 
able memorial  of  thy  people,  and  let  me  behold  the  building  of 
thy  temple,  that  I  may  see  the  good  of  thy  chosen  people ;  and 
purify  me  to  seek  thee  early  at  thy  sanctuary,  which  is  now  deso- 
late and  destroyed,  and  to  take  pleasure  in  the  stones  and  dust 
thereof,  and  its  desolated  soil ;  and  do  thou  build  up  its  desolate 
places. 

0  my  God !  1  know  that  those  who  supplicate  thee,  ought  to 
have  their  good  works  to  precede  them,  or  their  exalted  right- 
eousness to  intercede  for  them  ;  but  I  have  neither  righteousness, 
nor  uprightness;  piety,  nor  rectitude;  supplication,  nor  any  good 
act ;  neither  .service,  nor  repentance.  Yet  do  not  hide  thy  face 
from  me,  nor  cast  me  from  thy  presence.  But  when  I  depart 
from  this  world,  bring  me  to  the  future  one  in  peace,  and  place 
me  in  glory  among  the  pious,  and  number  me  among  those  whose 
portion  is  appointed  in  the  world  of  life;  and  purify  me  to  enjoy 
the  light  in   the   light  of  thy  presence;  revive   me  again,   and 
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thoo  ;  and  tlimiuh  tluui  iiK|uircst  after  my  iniquity,  I  will  run 
away  from  thy  justice,  unto  thy  merry;  ami  will  hide  myself  in 
thy  shadow  frnm  thy  anger;  and  lay  fast  hold  on  the  borders  of 
thy  mercy  till  thou  compassionate  me;  nor  will  I  cease  invoking 
thee,  till  thou  hast  blest  me.  U  remember  that  thou  have  formed 
uie  as  clay,  and  tried  me  with  these  troubles;  I  therefore  beseech 
thee,  not  to  visit  me  according  to  my  works,  nor  cause  me  to  eat 
the  fruit  of  my  actions;  but  defer  thy  anger  unto  me,  and  cause 
not  the  day  of  my  death  to  draw  near,  until  I  have  made  pro- 
vision to  return  to  my  [dace.  O  lay  not  fast  hold  of  me,  to  send 
me  from  the  earth  iu  haste,  while  the  burden  of  my  trespasses  is 
bound  on  my  shoulder.  And  when  thou  puttest  my  iniquities  in 
the  one  scale,  put  my  afflictions  in  the  other;  and  when  thou 
remomberest  my  wickedness  and  rebellion,  remember  my  poverty 
and  misery;  and  place  thes,e  against  the  other.  O  my  God!  I 
beseech  thee  to  remember  how  long  I  have  been  tossed  about  ou 
earth  as  a  vagrant,  and  that  thou  hast  tried  me  in  the  pit  of  cap- 
tivity; thou  hast  purified  me  from  my  abundant  wickedness;  but 
hast  not  consumed  me.  I  am  also  conscious  that  it  is  for  my 
benefit  that  thou  hast  tried  me,  and  in  faithfulness  hast  thou 
afflicted  me;  and  in  order  that  it  may  be  well  with  me  in  my 
latter  days,  hast  thou  brought  me  into  this  trial  of  troubles. 

Therefore,  0  my  God !  let  thy  tender  mercies  be  moved 
towards  me ;  and  send  not  the  whole  of  thy  wrath  upon  me,  nor 
requite  me  according  to  my  works;  but  say  to  the  destroying 
angel,  It  is  enough.  O  what  is  my  high  degree,  or  pre-eminence, 
that  thou  shouldest  make  inquiry  after  my  iniquity  ?  set  a  watch 
over  me,  and  catch  me  as  a  wild  bull  is  caught  in  a  snare?  Lo ! 
the  greatest  part  of  my  days  is  past  and  gone,  and  the  remainder 
will  be  consumed  in  their  iniquity.  And  though  I  am  here  to- 
day, yet  when  to-morrow  thy  eyes  are  turned  on  me,  I  am  no 
more ;  now,  grant  that  I  perish  not,  and  that  the  fire  of  thy 
wrath  do  not  consume  me. 

0  my  God  !  have  thy  eyes  on  me  for  good,  for  the  remainder 
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ally  oxpnsod  to  tmuliUs,  and  the  ceaseless  change  of  events,  and 
to  the  evil  oocurreiu'cs  whith  happen  every  hour,  and  the  mishaps 
which  threaten  him  every  moment;  and  thus  all  his  days  he  is 
apprehensive  of  danger.  For  if  one  moment  lie  is  in  tranquillity, 
in  the  next,  mischief  may  come.  If  he  should  enter  into  the 
war,  he  may  bo  smitten  with  the  sword,  or  the  brazen  bow  may 
cut  liim  off.  Perhaps,  also,  sorrow  may  encompass  him;  the  pre- 
sumptuous floods  may  overwhelm  him;  or  he  may  be  afflicted 
with  evil  and  sore  diseases;  till  life  becometh  a  burden  to  him, 
and  he  findeth  the  venom  of  asps  even  in  his  honey.  And  as  his 
infirmity  increaseth,  his  intellectual  powers  diminish ;  youths 
mock  him,  and  infants  rule  him;  he  even  becometh  a  burden  to 
those  who  sprung  from  his  own  loins,  and  all  his  acquaintani^e 
are  estranged  from  him.  And  when  his  time  approacheth,  he 
must  depart  from  his  own  dwelling  to  the  court  of  death ;  and 
from  the  shadow  of  his  chambers  to  the  shadow  of  death  ;  when 
he  must  strip  off  the  scarlet  embroidered  garment,  and  lay  him- 
self with  worms  and  reptiles ;  repose  in  the  dust,  and  return  unto 
the  element  whence  he  was  hewed.  Now,  a  man  in  this  situa- 
tion, when  may  he  be  able  to  find  the  proper  time  for  repentance, 
and  to  wash  away  the  filth  of  his  perversion  ?  for  the  day  is  short, 
and  the  work  great ;  and  the  task-masters,  running  swiftly,  are 
urgent:  while  time  passeth  by  laughing,  and  the  master  of  the 
house*  is  urgent  upon  him  ?  Therefore,  O  my  God  I  I  beseech 
thee  to  remember  these  troubles  to  which  man  is  subject;  and 
though  I  have  done  evil,  yet  do  thou  well  to  me ;  and  requite  me 
not  measure  for  measure;  for  the  iniquities  of  man  are  without 
measure,  and  at  his  death,  he  goeth  with  his  soul  unrejoiced  by 
virtue. 

0  my  God  !  if  my  iniquity  is  more  than  can  be  borne,  what 
ivilt  thou  do  for  the  glory  of  thy  great  name  ?  And  if  I  hope 
•i<it  in  thy  mercies,  who  will  have  pity  on  me  beside  thee? 
Tf'crefore,  although  thou  shouldest  slay  me,  yet  will  I  hope  in 

'  Meaning  God,  who  is  Lord  of  all. 
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:ui(l  multiply  tivspasscs.  O  G<»d  !  I  bosoooh  thee,  to  judge  iri'^ 
accunliug  to  tliy  attrilmtc  <>f  luoroy,  but  luit  iu  thy  auger,  lest 
tliou  punish  nil"  too  srvcroly.  For  what  is  man  that  thou 
shouhLst  judge  him  '!  ami  him  who  is  vanity,  tossed  to  and  fro, 
li'>v\  ei>ul(lst  thou  liriiig  into  the  halanec  ?  for  when  weiglied  iu 
the  balance  of  tliy  impartial  justiee,  he  will  be  found  imponder- 
able ;  and  what  will  it  avail  thee,  to  (hrterniine  the  weight  of  a 
mere  passing  breath  ?  From  the  day  he  first  existeth,  he  is  dis- 
tressed and  needy,  stricken,  smitten  of  God,  and  afflicted.  His 
hi-ginning  is  as  chaff  cast  out,  and  his  latter  end  is  as  straws 
tossed  about;  during  his  life-time,  he  is  like  a  blighted  herb,  and 
yet  God  requireth  the  acts  that  are  past.  From  the  time  he 
c;ime  forth  from  his  mother's  womb,  his  nights  are  full  of  sorrow, 
and  his  days  of  trouble ;  if  he  is  exalted  to  day,  he  will  be 
devoured  by  worms  on  the  morrow.  A  chaff  even  may  agitate 
him,  and  the  thorn  wound  him.  If  he  be  high  fed,  he  becometh 
wicked  ;  and  if  hungered,  he  will  tran.sgress  for  a  loaf  of  bread. 
To  pursue  riches,  he  is  more  swift  than  eagles,  but  forgetteth 
that  death  is  close  behind  him.  In  time  of  trouble,  he  useth 
many  prayers,  employeth  smooth  words,  and  multiplieth  his 
vows;  but  when  enlarged,  he  neglectoth  his  word,  forgetteth  his 
vows,  and  strengthcneth  the  bolts  of  his  gates,  though  death  be 
already  in  his  chambers.  He  also  multiplieth  guards  on  every 
side,  while  the  king  of  terrors  lieth  in  wait  for  him  in  his  own 
a[ia,rfmcnt — ev(;n  the  wolf  whom  the  hedge  cannot  restrain  from 
coming  among  the  flock.  JMan  came  into  the  world,  and  knoweth 
not  why  ;  he  rejoiceth,  ignorant  of  the  cause  of  his  mirth  ;  he 
liveth,  but  knows  not  how  long;  in  youth  he  walketh  in  the 
stubbornness  of  his  heart,  until  desire  awakeneth  him,  and  rouseth 
him  to  collect  substance  and  riches:  when  he  f)rsaketh  his  native 
place,  to  traverse  the  sea  in  ships,  to  tr<ad  the  deserts,  and  to 
peril  his  life  in  the  den  of  lions,  while  he  is  pursuing  his  way 
amidst  the  wilds,  the  dwelling  of  beasts.  And  when  Ik;  imagineth 
that  his  glory  is  great,  and  that  his  hand  has  procured  him 
abundance,  the  spoiler  eomefh  while  he  deemetb  his  wealth 
bccure;   he  openeth  his  eyes,  and  lo  I  it  is  gone.      He  is  continu- 
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(IcliviT  nw  fviMu  till"  swor  I,  save  \nr  IVim  the  pcstilonco,  feed  mc 
in  time  of  famine,  ainl  pnivitie  for  luc  in  limes  of  plenty.  And 
wiien  I  proviiked  tliee,  tliou  liiilst  (  h.i.slise  me,  as  a  man  elias- 
tisetli  liis  son;  and  when  I  called  out  from  the  midst  of  my 
troiihle,  my  soul  was  preeious  in  thy  sight,  and  thou  didst  not 
dismiss  me  empty.  Jiut  tliou  hast  greatly  exceeded  all  this, 
when  thou  didst  voueli.safe  to  give  nie  a  perfect  belief,  to  believe 
that  thou  art  the  (lOD  OF  TRUTH,  and  that  thy  prophets  are 
true;  and  gavest  me  not  a  portion  among  those  who  rise  up,  and 
rebel  against  thee;  and  among  a  foolish  people,  who  blaspheme 
thy  name,  who  deride  thy  law,  contend  with  thy  servants,  and 
believe  not  in  thy  prophets;  who  make  show  of  perfection,  while 
underneath  is  the  deceit;  who  make  show  of  a  pure  and  clean 
S(ml,  while  the  bright  spot  of  the  leper  remains  beneath;  as  a 
vessel  full  of  shame,  which  being  washed  on  the  outside  with 
deceitful  water,  nevertheless  polluteth  all  that  cometh  within  it. 
I  am  unworthy  of  the  least  of  thy  mercies,  and  thy  truth,  which 
thou  hast  shown  towards  thy  servant.  Yet,  0  LoRD,  my  God  ! 
I  will  thank  thee,  because  thou  hast  given  me  a  holy  soul,  al- 
though I  have  defiled  her  by  my  actions,  and  have  profiined,  and 
polluted  her  with  my  evil  imaginations  which  have  prevailed 
against  me,  and  dispersed  my  good  resolutions,  so  that  there  is  no- 
thing left  me,  save  only  the  intrenchraents  of  thy  mercies.  How- 
ever, I  am  confident  that  by  their  means  I  shall  gather  strength, 
and  that  they  will  save  me  from  the  effects  of  thy  anger,  and 
perhaps  they  will  aid  me  to  overcome  the  enemy  who  thrcateneth 
my  peace. 

May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  LoRD,  my  God  !  to 
suVjdue  my  vicious  imagination,  and  hide  thy  face  from  ray  sins 
and  trespasses.  0  take  me  not  away  in  the  midst  of  ray  days, 
until  I  have  prepared  food  for  my  journey,  and  provision  for  the 
day  I  must  depart;  for  if  I  should  leave  thy  world  as  I  came 
into  it,  and  return  naked  to  my  place  as  I  came  forth  :  for  what 
purpose  would  my  creation  avail  ?  was  it  only  that  I  might 
behold  trouble  ?  better  had  it  been  for  me  to  have  remained  in 
the  state  of  non-existence,  than  to  have  come  forth  to  increase 
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wliiih  1  Ikivo  ahhiirrtHl  in  my  lu-art,  and  contemned  by  my 
speech;  I  have  spoken  shimlor,  1  have  committed  iniquity,  and 
done  wickedly  ;  I  have  acted  presumptuously ;  I  have  couimitt(;d 
violence  ;  I  have  framed  falsehood  ;  I  have  counselled  evil  with- 
out end  ;  I  have  uttered  lies  ;  I  have  scorned  ;  1  have  rebelled  ; 
I  liave  blasphemed  ;  I  have  revolted ;  1  have  acted  perversely  ; 
I  have  transgressed ;  I  have  been  stiff-necked ;  I  have  abhorred 
thy  reproofs;  I  have  acted  wickedly  ;  I  have  corrupted  my  ways; 
I  have  strayed  from  the  right  paths;  I  have  passed  by  and 
turned  aside  from  thy  precepts;  and  thou  art  righteous  concern- 
ing all  that  is  come  upon  me;  for  thou  hast  dealt  most  truly,  but 
I  have  done  wickedly. 

0  my  God  !  my  countenance  is  cast  down,  when  I  reflect  how 
greatly  I  have  provoked  thee,  despite  of  all  the  good  which  thou 
hast  bestowed  upon  me,  I  have  requited  the  evil ;  for  thou  didst 
create  me  not  of  necessity,  but  voluntarily ;  not  through  con- 
straint, but  out  of  love  and  favour:  and  before  I  had  being,  thy 
mercy  preceded  me,  and  thou  didst  breathe  a  spirit  into  me,  and 
didst  cause  me  to  live.  And  after  I  came  forth  to  breathe  the 
air  of  the  world,  thou  didst  not  forsake  me,  but  nourish  me  with 
a  father's  tenderness,  and  as  the  nurse  doth  the  sucking  child 
thus  didst  thou  foster  me;  on  my  mother's  breast  didst  thou 
cause  me  to  rest  .secure,  and  didst  satisfy  me  with  thy  delicacies; 
and  as  I  grew  up,  thou  didst  strengthen  me,  bear  me  as  it  were 
on  thy  arms,  and  teach  me  to  walk ;  thou  didst  teach  me  wisdom 
and  instruction,  and  deliver  me  from  all  trouble  and  distress; 
and  when  indignation  was  passing,  thou  didst  hide  me  in  the 
shadow  of  thy  hand ;  and  from  innumerable  troubles,  from  my 
knowledge  concealed,  thou  didst  save  me;  before  the  cause  of 
grief  came,  thou  didst,  unknown  to  me,  prepare  a  remedy  for  my 
wound;  when  heedless  of  danger,  thou  didst  guard  me,  and  when 
surrounded  with  danger,  as  though  1  were  in  the  lion's  mouth, 
thou  didst,  deliver  me  from  all  evil.  And  when  evil  and  sore 
diseases  fell  upon  me,  thou  didst  heal  me  without  price;  and 
when   thy  severe  judgments   came  over  the  world,  thou  didst 
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he  rocoiu'ilo  liiinsilf  uiiti)  tlu-e  his  liord  ?  shouKl  it  not  be  ii) 
roeitiiig  the  cliief  themes  of  tliy  piaisi'  7 

O  my  (.lod  !  I  am  too  mueh  overwhehned  with  shame,  to  dare 
to  staud  before  th«^%  wlieii  I  eousider,  that  in  the  same  measure 
as  thou  art  infinitely  mighty  and  great,  I  am  poor  and  h)wly  ; 
and  that  even  as  thou  art  mighty  and  powerful,  1  am  weak  and 
powerless;  and  as  thou  art  perfect,  I  am  defieient.  For  thou  art 
One,  thou  art  ever-living,  thou  art  mighty,  tlmu  art  eternal,  thou 
art  great,  thou  art  wise,  and  thou  art  God.  But  I  am  a  clod  of 
the  earth,  a  worm,  dust  from  the  ground,  a  vessel  full  of  shame, 
an  inert  stone  :  a  shadow  which  passeth  ;  a  breath  that  fleeth 
away  and  returneth  not;  a  poisonous'  serpent  j  perverse  of  heart, 
disobedient  of  will,  full  of  wrath,  ])lanning  iniquity  -and  deceit, 
haughty  of  looks,  prone  to  anger,  profane  in  speech,  perverse  in 
my  ways,  and  hastening  to  do  evil.  What  am  I?  What  is  my 
life?  What  is  my  strength?  What  is  my  righteousness?  I 
am  as  nothing  all  the  days  of  my  stay  here,  how  much  more  after 
my  death  !  From  nothing  1  sprung,  and  my  existence  is  but 
little  more  valuable.  I  am  now  come  into  thy  presence  contrary 
to  what  beseemeth,  with  a  callous  countenance,  and  polluted 
thoughts ;  with  a  disposition  prone  to  forsake  the  righteous  path, 
strongly  inclined  to  acts  of  abomination ;  with  irregular  desires 
and  a  soul  not  purified;  an  unclean  heart,  perishing  and  unwise, 
and  with  a  body  wounded ;  full  of  pains  and  diseases,  and  the 
afl3ictions  of  which  are  continually  increased  by  my  evil  deeds. 

0  my  God  !  I  know  that  my  iniquities  are  too  many  to  be 
numbered  !  and  my  trespasses  too  numerous  to  be  remembered  ; 
nevertheless  I  will  make  mention  of  some  of  them,  although  it 
be  but  as  a  drop  compared  to  the  sea  :  I  will  make  confession  of 
them,  I  may  perhaj)s  thereby  silence  the  tumult  of  their  waves' 
and  billows,  and  do  thou  hear  from  heaven,  and  pardon.  I  have 
trespassed  against  thy  law;   I  liave  openly  despised  thy  precepts,

thing,  nor  coiiie  into  the  sanctuary,  until  the  days  of  her  purifica- 
tion be  fulfilled. 


Who  can  repay  thy  goodness,  when  thou  didst  place  the  soul 
in  the  body  to  animate  him  ;  tliat  her  light  might  guide  and  in- 
struct him,  and  deliver  him  from  evil.  Thou  didst  cut  him  out 
of  clay,  and  didst  infuse  a  soul  into  him,  and  didst  bestow  spirit 
and  wisdom  on  him,  by  which  ho  is  distinguished  from  the  beast; 
80  that  he  may  ascend  to  an  exalted  station.  Thou  hast  placed 
him  shut  up  in  thy  world,  aud  thou  hast  as  without  prepared  his 
work,  aud  observest  him  j  and  all  that  he  attempteth  to  conceal 
from  thee,  thou  dost  clearly  view  both  without  and  within. 


Who  knoweth  the  secret  of  thy  wonderful  works?  when  thou 
didst  furnish  the  body  of  man  with  the  necessary  means  of  its 
existence,  gave  him  eyes  to  see  thy  miracles,  and  ears  to  hear  of 
thy  wonderful  works ;  thought  to  understand  some  part  of  thy 
secret  doiTigs;  a  mouth  to  declare  thy  praise;  and  a  tongue  to 
make  known  unto  all  comers  thy  mighty  deeds;  even  as  I  thy 
servant,  the  son  of  thy  hand-maid,  do  this  day ;  I  who  rehearse 
according  to  my  poor  ability,  a  very  small  part  of  thy  exaltedness; 
and  which  is  as  but  a  rude  outline  of  thy  ways  ?  Hut  how 
mighty  are  their  principals  !  for  they  are  life  to  those  who  find 
them.  By  means  of  them  all  those  who  hear  of  them  may  know 
thee,  although  they  have  not  seen  thy  glory ;  but  every  one  who 
heareth  not  of  tliy  migiity  works,  how  can  he  know  thy  divinity? 
Or  how  can  thy  truth  enter  into  his  heart,  so  as  properly  to  pre- 
pare his  inward  thoughts  for  thy  service?  The  heart  of  thy 
servant  hath  therefore  presumed  to  make  mention  before  thee,  his 
God,  of  a  very  few  of  the  heads  of  thy  praises;  would!  they 
might  cause  thee  to  forgive  some  of  his  sins;  for  wherewith  shall 
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Wlio  can  reveal  thy  IniMeii  tilings,  when  in  lieaven  thou  didst 
forii)  apartiiunts  and  treasures  :  some  arc  wonderfully  great  and 
nuui')erless ;  siMiie  are  treasures  df"  life,  for  those  who  are  pure 
and  clean  ;  aiul  smue  are  treasures  of  salvation,  for  those  who 
return  fnuu  transgression.  Son)e  are  treasures  of  fire  and  coals 
()f  brimstone,  for  those  who  have  broken  the  covenant.  There 
are  also  treasures,  deep  pits,  whose  fire  is  never  quenched;  he 
that  is  aldiorred  of  the  LoRD  sliall  fall  therein.  There  arc 
treasures  of  storm>  and  tempests,  darkness  and  terror;  and  trea- 
sures of  hail  and  iee,  drought  and  snow;  also  heat  and  flowing 
streams.  Smoke  and  hoar-frost,  thick  clouds,  darkness  and 
gloomine.ss:  all  hast  thou  prepared  in  its  season;  and  whether 
designed  by  thee  for  chastisement,  or  the  benefit  of  the  land,  in 
merey  hast  thou  appointed  each  for  its  use. 


Who  can  eomprehcml  thy  [mwer,  wlien  thou  didst  create  from 
the  splendour  of  tliy  gl  iry,  a  pure  lustre?  from  the  rock  of  rocks 
was  it  hewn,  and  dug  from  the  hollow  of  the  cave.  Thou  also 
didst  bestow  on  it  the  spirit  of  wisdom,  and  didst  call  it  SouL. 
'J'hou  didst  form  it  hewn  from  flames  of  intellectual  fire,  so  that 
its  spirit  burneth  as  fire  within  it.  Thnu  didst  send  it  forth  to 
the  body  to  serve  and  guard  it;  it  is  as  fire  in  the  midst  of  it, 
and  yet  doth  not  consume  it;  for  from  the  fire  of  the  soul  the 
body  was  created,  and  called  into  existence  from  nothing,  because 
the  Lord  descended  thereinto  in  fire. 


Who  can  roach  thy  wis  loui,  when  tliou  dirlst  best  )W  the  power 
of  knowledge  upon  the  soul,  wliicii  is  fixed  in  her?  so  that  un- 
derstanding is  her  foundation,  and  thcrefon;  destruction  hath  no 
power  over  her ;  but  she  existeth  accordinir  to  tin;  stability  of 
her  foundation;  and  this  is  h';r  bdng  an  1  life  For  the  intelli- 
gent soul  cannot  see  death  ;  l)ut  for  h(;r  iiii(juity  will  receive  a 
punishment  far  ra  ire  bitt/^r  than  death.  And  if  she  be  pure, 
then  shall  she  obtain  favour,  and  rejoice  in  the  latter  day ;  but 
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of  firo  ami  wator.  Some  are  as  hurniiif^  coals,  some  as  flashes  oi 
Are,  some  as  lightning,  and  si>mc  as  sparks  of  fire.  And  every 
troop  of  them  boweth  down  to  him  who  ridctli  upon  the  heavins  ; 
they  all  stand  in  the  highest  sphere,  by  thousands  and  ten  thou 
sands,  divided  into  wati-hes,  observing  both  by  night  and  by  day 
the  beginning  of  the  watcher-,  to  arrange  songs  and  praises  to  him 
who  is  girt  with  mighty  powers.  They  all  with  fear  and  tremb- 
ling prostrate  rlieiiiselves,  and  worship  thee,  saying,  We  grate- 
fully aeknowlcdgH  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  the  Lord  our  G-d, 
liiou  hiiot  made  u&,  we  are  creatures;  and  we  all  of  us  are  the 
work  of  thy  hands.  Thou  art  our  Lord,  and  we  are  thy  servants,; 
vhou  art  our  Creator,  and  wc  are  thy  witnesses. 

O  LoitD  I  who  can  come  near  thy  understanding,  when  thou 
lidst  place  on  high  above  the  intellectual  sphere  the  throne  of 
thy  glory,  where  is  the  glorious  dwelling  of  the  hiding-place; 
there  also  is  the  mystery  and  the  foundation ;  and  so  far  the 
mtiillectual  spirit  may  come,  but  there  abide;  for  above  this,  art 
thou  greatly  exalted  upon  thy  mighty  throne,  where  no  man  may 
come  up  to  thee. 

Who  can  do  according  to  thy  works,  when  thou  didst  form 
un<!er  the  throne  of  thy  glory  a  station  for  the  souls  of  thy  pious 
servants?  for  there  is  the  habitation  of  the  pure  spirits,  which 
are  bound  up  in  the  bond  of  life;  and  which,  when  weary  and 
faint,  do  there  gather  new  .strength ;  and  there  rest  those  whose 
strength  faileth  ;  and  these  are  the  children  of  rest  everlasting. 
There  also  is  pleasantness  without  end  or  limit;  and  this  is  the 
future  state.  There  also  are  the  stations  and  visions,  for  the 
souls  who  abide  there,  and  in  the  light  of  glory  appear  and  show 
themselves  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  They  dwell  in  the 
King's  palace,  atteid  at  the  King's  table,  are  delighted  with  the 
tweet  intellectual  fruit;  for  he  giveth  them  of  kingly  dainties. 
This  is  the  rest  and  heritage,  whoso  goodness  and  beauty  have  no 
end;  it  is  also  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  h' ney,  and  such  ia 
jt.s  fruit.

Who  can  undfistand  thy  tri'iiicndons  mystcTics,  when  thou 
didst  oxalt  aliovr  the  ninth  oil),  t lie  intellectual  sphere ;  that  is 
tho  iuitt'i-  ti'iiij)lL' ;  for  the  tenth  shall  he  holy  to  tlie  LoRD.  This 
is  the  sphere  whieh  is  exalted  above  all  the  highest,  aud  which 
no  imagination  cau  reach  ;  and  there  is  the  hiding-place,  wherein 
is  the  canopy  for  thy  glory.  Of  the  true  silver  didst  thou  cast 
it,  and  form  its  pavement  of  intellectual  gold;  on  the  pillars 
of  righteousness  hast  thou  placed  its  establishment ;  and  from 
thee  and  thy  power  it  existeth ;  and  all  its  desire  is  towards  thee. 

0  Lord  I  who  can  fatiiom  the  depth  of  thy  thoughts,  when 
thou  didst  form  from  the  lustre  of  thy  divine  presence,  the  splen- 
dour of  souls;  and  the  exalted  s])irits,  even  the  angels  who  per- 
foiiu  thy  will,  and  minister  in  thy  presence;  they  are  tlie  excel- 
lent in  power,  and  the  mighty  of  the  kingdom,  in  whose  hand  is 
the  flaming  sword,  which  revolvcth.  They  perform  their  work, 
whithersoever  thy  spirit  dirccteth  them.  They  all  are  as  pidished 
rubies,  exalted  creatures ;  the  inner  and  the  outer  all  view  thy 
paths.  They  proceed  from  the  holy  place,  and  draw  their  exist- 
ence from  the  fountain  of  light.  They  are  divided  into  troops, 
according  to  their  standards  and  ensigns,  as  engraven  by  the  peu 
of  the  ready  writer.  Some  of  them  are  princes,  and  some  servi- 
tors; some  in  hosts  run  backward  and  forward,  they  are  neither 
weary  nor  fatigued;  they  see,  but  are  not  seen.  Some  are  hewn 
from   the  flames;  some  are  waving  winds;  some  are  compounded 

as  had  of  necessity  an  influence  and  power  over  the  affair.s  of  man. 
The  knowledge  of  the.se  positions,  also  called  houses,  in  this  poem, 
palaces,  constituted  the  science  of  the  astrologers,  who  exercised  .so 
baneful  an  intluence  over  the  affair.s  of  nations  even,  at  times,  iluring 
pfihaps  the  entire  middle  ages,  a  period  fruitful  in  fraud,  oppre.«,sioii. 
md  superstition;  and  it  is  truly  to  lie  regretted,  that  the  mind  of  such 
n  man  as  R.  Solomon  was  tinctured  by  the  same  erroneous  belief, 
though  th.s  does  not  afleet  at  all  the  f;rand  religious  truths  and  ele- 
vated slyli^  of  this  .'■ublimo  Hebrew  poem.

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tions  influence  floweth  to  all  the  different  species  of  tcrrestria, 
creatures,  according  to  the  will  of  their  Creator,  and  their  Over- 
peer,  who  created  every  one  of  them  aceorcling  to  ity  state,  called 
them  by  n;uue,  and  appointed  every  one  to  its  proper  service  and 
charge. 

Who  knoweth  thy  paths,  when  thou  didst  form  palaces'  for 
the  seven  wandering  stars  in  the  twelve  constellations;  and  didst 
shed  an  emanation  of  thy  power  on  Aries  and  Taurus  together; 
the  third  Gemini,  united  as  two  brethern,  with  a  human  face. 
The  fourth  is  Cancer,  the  fifth  Loo,  on  whom  thou  hast  bestowed 
some  of  thy  honour,  and  his  sister  Virgo,  who  is  near  to  him. 
Thus  also  Libra,  as  also  Scorpio,  who  is  placed  near  it.  The 
ninth  is  Sagittarius,  created  in  the  form  of  a  mighty  warrior, 
neither  hath  he  forgotten  his  purpose,  but  is  become  a  mighty 
archer.  Thus  also  were  Capricorn  and  Aquarius  created  by  thy 
mighty  power;  and  as  for  the  last  constellation,  thou  didst  form 
that  in  the  form  of  a  great  Fish.  These  are  tht'  high  and  exalted 
constellations  in  their  degrees,  twelve  princes,  according  to  their 
divisions. 

JiOrd,  who  can  investigate  thy  profundity,  when  thou  didst  place 
above  the  circle  of  the  constellations,  a  ninth  circle  in  its  order, 
wiiich  encompasseth  all  the  planets,  and  their  creatures,  so  that 
they  are  locked  up  within  it;  and  which  guideth  all  the  stars  of 
heaven  and  their  planets,  from  the  East  to  the  West,  in  its  power- 
ful course;  which  every  day  boweth  itself  towards  the  West,  to 
its  King,  who  gave  it  the  power  to  reign.  All  the  creatures  of 
the  world  are  within  it,  as  a  grain  of  mustard  in  the  great  ocean, 
in  comparison  of  its  immense  magnitude  and  order;  yet  is  it  and 
its  greatness  accounted  as  ivothing,  when  convpared  to  the  great- 

'  It  may  be,  perhaps,  useful  to  stnte,  that  to  the  ancients  only  seven 
planets,  or  wandering  stars,  were  known  ;  they  were  arranged  in  the 
following  order:  the  Moon,  Mercury.  Venus,  the  Sun,  Mars,  Jupiter, 
and  Saturn.  They  were  supposed  to  revolve  round  the  earth,  as  the 
centre  of  creation.  The  minor  planets,  as  Vesta,  Juno,  &c..  as  also 
Herschel  and  Neptune,  were  not  discovered  until  recently,  and  almost 
yearly  some  addition  is  made  to  our  knowledge  of  the  planetary  system. 
The  Zodiac,  or  belt,  was  supposed  to  contain  such  statioDB  for  the  planets 
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famine,  burning  volcanoes,  thunderstorms,  and  great  hail- 
stones; and  occasioneth  the  grievous  wounds  of  those  thrust 
through,  and  those  threatened  by  the  drawn  sword  ;  for  he 
causeth  men's  feet  to  run  swiftly  to  evil,  and  to  hasten  to  shed 
l)lood. 

Who  can  utter  tl;y  tremendous  works,  when  thou  didst  en- 
comi)ass  the  planet  Mars  with  a  sixth  revolving  orb  of  great 
magnitude,  in  whicli  is  placed  the  planet  Jupiter:  whose  body 
is  five  and  seventy  times  bigger  than  that  of  the  earth,  accord- 
ing to  its  dimension.  It  maketh  its  circuit  in  twelve  years,  and 
is  a  benign  and  fiivourable  planet ;  for  it  proraoteth  the  fear  of 
God,  rectitude,  and  repentance,  and  every  virtuous  act ;  it  in- 
creaseth  all  corn  and  fruit;  causeth  wars  to  cease,  as  also 
enmity  and  strife ;  for  its  nature  is  to  strengt^  "i  every  breach 
with  rectitude;  and  itjudgeth  the  world  i-i  righteousness, 

"Who  can  describe  thy  omnipotence,  when  thou  didst  encom- 
pass the  planet  Jupiter  with  a  seventh  orb,  in  which  is  placed 
Saturn  to  perform  its  revolution.  Its  body  is  ninety  times 
bigger  than  that  of  the  earth,  according  to  its  dimension.  It 
revolveth  round  its  orbit  in  thirty  years.  It  stirreth  up  wars 
in  the  cause  of  spoil,  captivity,  and  famine;  for  such  is  its 
nature.  It  also  causeth  countries  to  be  laid  waste,  rootcth  up 
kingdoms,  according  to  the  will  of  him  who  hath  appointed  it 
to  perform  his  service,  even  this  strange  service. 

Who  can  reach  thy  exaltation,  when  thou  didstencompass  the 
planet  Saturn  with  an  eighth  orb  inits  revolution,  which  beareth 
the  twelve  constellations  on  its  belt;  and  all  the  superior  celestial 
stars  are  centred  in  its  compass.  And  every  one  of  thesestars  re- 
volveth in  the  zodiac  in  six  and  thirty  thousand  years, on  account 
of  its  extraordinary  height.  And  the  body  of  every  star  of  them 
is  one  hundred  and  seven  times  bigger  than  that  of  the  earth ; 
such  is  its  magnitude.     And  from  the  power  of  these  constella- 

destitute  of  tho  necessary  instrutwjnts  and  the  moans  of  making  the 
difficult  calculations  which  the  last  three  centuries  have  laid  at  the 
disposal  of  men  of  science.

in  the  appointoil  jxitli ;  iiisunmch  th;it  at  a  certain  place  the  night 
is  longthonod  to  six  inoiitlis,  as  liath  been  proved  b)^  the  wise. 
From  tliis  may  bo  perceived  a  part  of  tlie  ways  of  his  Oreator  j  a 
small  portion  of  liis  mighty  powers,  his  streugtli,  and  wonderful 
works;  for  from  the  greatness  of  the  servants  the  great  power  of 
the  Lord  may  be  known  by  all  endowed  with  understanding. 
For  on  the  servant  is  shed  part  of  the  glory  of  the  Lord;  for  all 
the  goods  of  his  master  are  delivered  into  his  hand. 

Who  can  comprehend  thy  wonders,  when  tliou  didst  appoint 
him  to  furnish  light  to  all  the  superior  and  inferior  stars ;  as 
also  to  the  moon,  although  its  spcjts  sometimes  appear.  And 
according  to  her  distance  from  the  sun  she  receiveth  her  light, 
until  such  time  as  she  is  at  the  full,  by  being  opposite  the  sun, 
and  shineth  over  against  him;  :iud  when  she  drawcth  nearer  to 
him  the  other  half  of  the  month,  and  the  sun  recedeth  on  one 
side  from  her,  so  that  he  rcnioveth  from  being  opposite  her,  and 
iuclineth  to  the  other  side  :  then  her  light  decreaseth  until  the 
end  of  the  month ;  so  that,  when,  in  conjunction  with  the  sun, 
she  disappeareth  entirely  for  about  the  space  of  a  day,  half  an 
hour,  and  some  minutes.  After  which,  she  is  again  renewed, 
and  returneth  to  her  pristine  state,  and  cometh  forth  as  a  bride- 
groom from  his  chamber. 

Who  knoweth  thy  wonderful  works,  when  thou  didst  encom- 
pass the  orb  of  the  sun  with  a  fifth  orb,  in  which  is  placed  Mars, 
as  a  king  in  his  palace,  who  performeth  his  revolution  in  eighteen 
months.  And  the  proportion  of  his  body  to  the  earth,  is  as  one 
and  five  eighths.'  He  is  as  a  terrible  warrior,  is  the  shield  of  the 
mighty,  and  bloody-thirsty ;  for  he  stirreth  up  wars,  slaughter, 
and  the  destruction  of  those  slain  by  the  sword,  and  by  flaming 
darts,  destroying  their  substance  by  the  sword  ;  causing  years  of 

■  Though  moderns  estimate  the  bulk  of  Mars  at  one  tenth  of  our  enrth, 
and  that  of  Jupiter  at  near  nineteen  hundred  times  greater  tlian  the  sauie, 
it  must  not  excite  surprise  that  the  a.strononiers  of  the  twelfth  century 
should  have   fallen    so  fat  short  of  modern   discoveries,  as   they  were 
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groom.  She  alsn  liasti^nctli  tlic  maturity  of  fruit,  and  all  other 
vegetation;  bntli  tlic  |irofi(ius  fruit  of  tin;  sun,  and  the  precioua 
fruit  of  the  uioiiu. 

Who  cuu  understand  thy  secret  council,  when  thou  didst  en- 
compass the  planet  Venus,  with  a  fourth  orb,  in  which  is  the 
Sun,  who  moveth  round  the  whole  planetary  system  in  a  complete 
year;  and  his  body  is  one  hundred  and  seventy  times  larger  than 
ou;  uartli,  as  is  demonstrated  by  those  who  have  knowledge  and 
understanding  in  these  matters.  It  is  he  who  affordeth  light  to 
all  the  planetary  .<ysrfm,  and  betokeneth  salvation  to  kings,  as 
also  glory,  domiiiimi,  and  homaie;  and  reneweth  wonders  in  the 
world,  both  as  to  war  and  peace.  He  also  rootcth  up  kingdoms, 
and  plantelh  and  exalteth  i>tlurs;  for  he  hath  power  to  humble, 
and  also  to  e,\alt  with  a  high  baud;  but  all  is  according  to  the 
will  of  the  One  who  created  him  in  wisdom.'  And  every  day 
doth  he  worship  his  King,  when  speeding  on  his  course.  In  the 
tnorning  early  he  lifteth  up  his  head,  and  boweth  towards  the 
west  in  the  evening;  for  in  the  evening  he  goeth  down,  and  re- 
turueth  in  the  morning. 

Who  can  comprehend  thy  greatness,  when  thou  didst  appoint 
him  for  the  numbering  of  days,  years,  and  fixed  times;  and 
through  his  influence  cause  the  fruit-bearing  trees  to  spring  forth; 
as  also  the  sweet  fruit  which  fatten  and  flourish  under  the  influ- 
ence of  the  Pleiades,  and  the  bands  of  Orion.  Six  months  he 
travelleth  towards  the  north,  to  warm  the  air,  water,  wood,  and 
stones;  and  the  nearer  he  approacheth  the  north,  the  longer  the 
days  and  seasons  grow,  insomuch  that  there  is  found  a  place 
where  the  days  are  lengthened  to  six  months,  as  hath  been  faith- 
fully demonstrated  :  and  six  months  he  goeth  towards  the  south,

ifgardt'th  I'ven  t\\on\  lh;it  jut  lii^her  than  tlioy.  And  those  who 
lOiHCjliie  the  Huti  to  he  their  god,  may  at  such  time  be  asiiatnod 
of  their  vain  im.iginatioii.s,  <  nd  put  their  (hsctrine  to  the  test. 
They  then  will  know,  that  it  is  the  liaiul  of  the  liOHD  which  hath 
made  all ;  and  that  the  sun  huth  no  power,  but  he  alone  who 
darkcTicth  his  light  hath  domiuiou.  And  it  i.s  he  who  sendeth  one 
of  his  own  servants'  unto  him,  to  obscure  his  light,  cut  down  his 
power,  and  remove  him  iVum  his  rule. 


Who  can  recount  thy  righteousness,  when  thou  didst  encom- 
j.;iss  the  citmosphen;  of  (he  moon  with  a  second  orbit,  without 
outlet  or  breach,  in  which  is  placed  a  planet  called  Mercury;  its 
dimensions  compared  to  that  of  the  earth,  is  as  one  to  twenty-two 
thou.sand ;  and  it  determineth  its  revolution  in  ten  months  with 
swiftness ;  and  it  awakeneth  in  the  world  quarrels  and  strife, 
hatred  and  enmity.  It  giveth  the  means  to  procure  opulence, 
and  to  amass  wealth,  to  accumulate  riches  and  affluence,  accord- 
ing to  the  command  of  its  Creator,  before  whom  it  ministercth 
as  a  servant  before  his  lord.  It  is  the  planet  of  prudence  and 
wisdom,  to  give  subtlety  to  the  simple,  to  the  young  man  know- 
ledge and  discretion. 

Who  can  comprehend  thy  mysteries,  when  thou  didst  encom- 
pass the  second  planet  with  a  third  orbit,  in  which  is  placed  the 
planet  Venus,  as  a  queen  in  the  midst  of  her  subjects,  and  as  a 
bride  adorned  with  her  attire.  She  conipleteth  her  periodical 
course  in  eleven  months,  and  her  body  is  to  that  of  the  earth  as 
one  to  thirty-seven,  as  is  well  known  to  ) ho.se  who  have  studied 
her.  And  according  to  the  will  of  her  Creator  introduceth,  by 
her  influence,  into  the  world,  ease  and  prcsperity,  joy  and  glad- 
ness, songs  and  joyful  shouting,  and  the  pleasant  joy  of  the  bride-

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havo  but  otic  foiiiulatinn,  ami  tluir  souivo  is  one;  from  where 
ibey  proi'cod,  ami  are  ovi-r  reiiew.'d  ;  ami  iVoiu  whore  they  are 
separated,  and  beeonie  four  branches. 

Who  can  show  thy  greatness,  when  thou  didst  encompass  tlie 
element  of  fire  with  the  cirele  of  the  tirmainent,  in  which  tlie 
moon  is  placed,'  which  shiiieth,  and  draweth  its  light  froui  the 
sun's  splendour;  and  perfnmieth  its  revolution  in  twenty-nine 
days,  and  poeth  it^  limited  course.  Some  of  its  mysteries  ire 
simple,  and  snme  j  rofouiid  :  and  its  body  is  to  that  of  the  earth, 
as  otie  to  thirty-nine.  With  its  renewal  every  month,  ii  inJu- 
enccth  the  world  and  its  events,  both  good  and  bad,  according  to 
the  pleasure  of  its  Creator,  to  show  his  mighty  deeds  to  the  sous 
of  men.* 

Who  can  celebrate  thy  praises,  when  thou  didst  appoint  ihe 
noon  as  the  principal  for  the  computation  of  times  and  sersoiis ; 
tlie  equinoxes,  signs,  days,  and  years.  Its  rule  is  at  night,  :ill 
it»  a^.poiiited  tini3  of  decrease,  when  its  splendour  is  obscu*  id, 
avd.  ;*.  lieth  hid  within  the  veil  of  its  darkness  :  for  it  receivet'.  its 
ligct  froii;  that  of  the  sun.  And  if  on  the  fourteenth  night,  they 
Votb  f.re  near  the  jine  of  the  dragon,  so  that  it  separateth  them, 
tben  the  nioon  doth  not  cause  her  light  to  shine,  but  its  lamp  is 
ti<,rkened.  In  order  that  all  the  earth  may  know  that  they  tre 
t;  e  creatures  of  the  Most  High  ;  and  however  precious,  yet  is 
there  a  Judge  above  them,  to  humble,  and  exalt.  It  neverthe- 
less shall  revive  after  its  fall,  and  shall  shine,  emerging  from  its 
obscurity.  And  when  in  conjunction  with  the  .sun  at  the  end  of 
the  month,  if  the  dragon  be  betwjen  them,  and  they  are  both  on 
one  line,  the  moon  then  appeareth  before  the  sun  as  a  black  cloud, 
and  intercepteth  its  light  from  every  eye.  That  those  who  view 
her  may  be  sensible  that  the  kingdom  doth  not  belong  to  the  host 
<jf  heaven,  and  their  armies,  but  that  there  is  a  LoRD  above  them,

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or  left,  till  tlu'y  arrive  at  the  court  of  the  King's  pahwjc.  Thou 
•art  God,  who  hy  thy  Divinity  supportcst  all  things  formed  ;  and 
upholdest  uU  creatures  by  thy  Unity.  Thou  art  God,  and  there 
is  no  distinction  between  thy  godhead,  unity,  priority,  or  exist* 
ence;  for  all  is  one  mystery;  and  although  each  of  these  attri- 
butes is  variously  named,  yet  the  whole  point  to  one  end. 

Thou  art  wise,  and  wisdom,  which  is  the  fountain  of  life, 
floweth  from  thee ;  and  compared  with  thy  wisdom,  the  know- 
ledge of  all  mankind  is  folly.  Thou  art  wise;  and  didst  exist 
prior  to  all  the  most  ancient  things;  and  wisdom  was  reared  by 
thee.  Thou  art  wi.se;  and  hast  not  learned  aught  from  another, 
nor  acquired  thy  wisdom  from  any  one  else.  Thou  art  wise; 
and  being  the  architect  of  unbounded  might,  hast  from  thy  own 
wisdom  imparted  the  gift  desired,  and  produced  existence  out  uf 
non-existence,  and  spread  knowledge  over  ignorance,  as  the  ray 
of  light  from  the  fountain  of  vision  illumineth  obscurity.  Thou 
drawcst  forth  the  light  from  its  source,  but  not  by  human  means, 
and  producest  all  witliout  a  mortal's  instruments.  Thou  hast 
arranged  and  fixed,  and  purified  and  cleansed;  and  called  unto 
the  nonentity,  and  it  was  displaced ;  and  to  existence,  and  it  was 
fixed  ;  to  the  world,  and  it  was  expanded.  Thou  didst  mete  out 
tlie  heavens  with  thy  span ;  thy  hand  joined  the  tent  of  tho 
planets,  and  with  thy  mighty  power  didst  connect  the  individual 
parts  of  creation ;  and  it  I'eacheth  to  the  uttermost  things,  yea  to 
the  utmost  reach  of  our  imagination. 

Who  can  declare  thy  mighty  power,  when  thou  didst  form  the 
globe  of  the  earth,  divided  into  two  jjarts;  one  half  dry  land,  ami 
one  half  water.  Thou  didst  also  encompass  the  water'  with  tin- 
elementary  sphere  of  air;  the  wind  wiiirleth  about  continually, 
and  returueth  ajjain  accordinjr  to  its  circuits.  Thou  didst  also 
encompass  the  air  with  the  element  of  fire.     These  four  elements

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Thou  :irt  grout,  and,  o))piiso(l  ti>  thy  grcntness,  :ill  gruiitli'ur  is 
liumblod,  and  every  excellence  defective.  Thou  art  great  above 
uU  thought,  and  lofty  above  every  revolving  sphere.  Thou  art 
great  above  all  greatness;  and  exalted  above  every  blessing  and 
praise. 

Thou  art  mighty,  and  there  is  none  among  all  thy  formations 
and  thy  ore:ituros  that  can  do  according  to  thy  works,  and  ac- 
cording to  thy  might.  Thou  art  mighty,  for  unto  thee  appertaineth 
absolute  power,  which  admitteth  not  of  change  or  mutability.  Thou 
.'Tt  mighty,  and  because  of  thy  abundant  power  dost  thou  pardon 
even  in  the  time  of  thy  indignation  and  wrath ;  and  art  long- 
suffering  to  sinners  in  thy  displeasure.  Thou  art  mighty,  and 
unto  all  thy  creatures  thy  mercies  extend  ;  and  these  are  the 
icighty  protectors  of  the  human  race,  which  have  existed  from 
eternity.

Tliiiic  arfi  tlio  two 
worlds,  botwi'rii  wliicli  llimi  li.ist  iixcd  ;»  l),iuinl;iry  ;  tlio  (ir.st  the 
world  of  works,  liio  .sceond  of  icward.  Tliiiio  is  that,  reward, 
wliicli  tliou  hast  rcsorvt-d,  and  concealed  for  the  righteous;  for 
thou  didst  see  that  it  was  good,  and  didst  therefore  fron^ure  it  up 
for  those  who  fear  thee. 

Thou  art  One,  the  first  of  every  number,  and  the  foundation 
of  all  structure.  Thou  art  ()t)0,  and  in  the  mystery  of  thy  Unity 
all  the  wise  in  heart  are  astonished;  for  they  cannot  define  it. 
Thou  art  One,  and  thy  Unity  can  neither  be  lessened  nor  aug- 
mented;  for  nothing  is  there  wanting  or  suptsrfluous.  Thou  art 
One,  but  not  such  a  one,  as  is  estimated,  or  numbered;  for 
neither  plurality,  nor  change,  form,  nor  physical  attribute,  nor 
name  expressive  of  thy  quality,  can  reach  thee.  Thou  art  One : 
and  were  I  to  attempt  to  trace  laws  by  which  thou  raightest  be 
bound,  my  imagination  would  become  bewildered ;  T  therefore 
said,  "  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways,  that  I  sin  not  with  my 
tongue."

Thou  livest,  but  not  like  other  beings  from  a  fixed  time,  or 
known  period.  Thou  livest,  but  not  through  spirit  and  soul; 
for  thou  art  the  soul  to  the  soul.  Thou  livest,  but  not  with  the 
life  of  man,  who  is  like  vanity ;  and  whose  end  is  moth  and 
worm.  Thou  livest,  and  whoever  will  be  permitted  to  compre- 
hend thy  mystery,  will  enjoy  everlasting  delight :  he  shall  feed 
on  the  contemplation,  and  live  for  ever.

appointed  our  portion  like  theirs,  nor  our  lot  like  their  multitude, 
who  wor.ship  vanity  and  eir.plir-ess,  and  make  .supplication  to  a 
god  who  cannot  save.  Euc  wa  pro.-.trate  ourselves  before  the 
Supreme  King  of  kings!  the  boly  and  blessed  One!  who  stretched 
out  the  heavens,  and  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth  :  the  resi- 
dence of  who.se  glory  is  in  the  heavens  above,  and  the  Divine 
Majesty  of  whose  power  is  in  the  highest  heavens.     He  is  our 
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the  Lord,  and  who  in  hiy  law  doth  meditate  day  and  night,  lie 
shall  l»e  like  a  tree  |ihmted  by  the  rivt  r.s  uf  water,  that,  briiigrtli 
forth  its  fruit  in  its  season:  his  leaf  also  shall  not  wither,  and 
whatsoever  he  dooth  shall  prosper.  Not  so  the  ungodly ;  hut  they 
shall  be  like  the  ehaff  whieh  the  wind  driveth  away.  Therefore 
the  ungodly  shall  not  stand  in  judgment,  uor  sinners  in  the  con- 
gregation of  the  righteous.  For  the  Lord  knoweth  the  way  of 
(he  righteous;   but  the  way  of  the  ungodly  is  to  perish. 

(Psalm  ii.) — Wherefore  do  the  heathen  rage,  and  nationb 
imagine  a  vain  thing?

Saying,  "I  have  appointed  my  king  to  reign  upon  my  holy  hill 
of  Zion."  I  will  declare  the  decree:  the  Lord  hath  said  unto 
me,  "Thou  art  my  son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee.  Ask-  of 
me,  and  I  will  give  thee  the  heathen  for  thy  inheritance,  and  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  possession.  Thou  shalt 
break  them  with  a  rod  of  iron,  thou  shalt  dash  them  in  pieces 
like  a  potter's  vessel."  Be  wi.se  now,  therefore,  O  ye  kings:  be 
instructed,  ye  judges  of  the  earth.  Serve  the  Lord  with  fear, 
and  rejoice  with  trembling.  Arm  yourselves  with  a  pure  heart, 
lest  he  be  angry,  and  ye  perish  from  the  way,  when  his  wrath  is 
kindled  but  a  little :  happy  are  all  they  who  put  their  trust  in 
him.

And 
may  he  remove  from  among  you,  all  manner  of  envy,  hatred,  and 
contention  :  and  may  the  sentence  which  is  written,  be  fulfilled 
in  you,  "  May  the  Lord  God  of  your  fathers  make  you  a  thou- 
sand times  as  many  as  ye  are,  and  bless  ye  as  he  hath  promised 
you."  And  may  he  write  you  in  the  book  of  happy  life:  which 
God  in  his  infinite  mercy  grant;  and  let  us  say.  Amen.

In 
his  wrath  he  slew  all  the  first-born  of  Egypt,  and  brought  out 
his  people  Israel  from  among  them,  unto  perpetual  freedom.  He 
caused  his  children  to  pass  between  the  divisions  of  the  Red  Sea, 
and  sunk  their  enemies  and  pursuers  in  the  depths.  His  chil- 
dren saw  his  might:  they  praised,  and  gave  thanks  to  his  name, 
and  willingly  submitted  to  his  dominion.  Moses,  and  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  sang  a  song  unto  thee,  with  great  joy  :  and  they 
all  said,  "  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord  !  among  the  mighty  ? 
Who  is  like  unto  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  tremendous  in  praises, 
working  miracles  ?"  Upon  the  .sea,  0  Lord,  our  God  !  thy  chil- 
dren beheld  thy  majesty  :  they  all  unaiiimou.sly  praised,  and  ac- 
knowledged thy  kingly  power,  and  said,  "The  LoRD  will  reign 
for  ever  and  ever."  And  it  is  said,  "  For  the  LoRD  hath  redeemed 
Jacob,  and  ransomed  him  from  a  hand  too  strong  for  him." 
Blessed  art  thou,  0  LoED  !  who  bast  redeemed  Israel,

of  this  holy  congrogafion,  we  hold  it  lawful  to  pray  with  those 
who  have  transgressed. 

lie  then  siiys,  three  times, 

All  vows,  obligations,  oaths,  anathemas,'  excommunications, 
execrations,  expiations,  and  fines,  which  we  have  vowed,  sworn, 
devoted,  exfonimunicated,  or  bound  ourselves  by,  from  the  past 
Day  of  Atonement,  unto  this  present  Day  of  Atonement,  which 
is  now  come  to  us  in  peace.  Our  vows  are  no  more  vows ;  our 
oaths  cease  to  be  oaths;  our  anathemas  are  no  more  anathemas, 
and  our  obligations  are  no  longer  binding.* 

To  which  the  Congregation  answer : 

They  all  shall  be  null  and  void;  mthout  power  or  confirmation. 
"And  it  shall  be  forgiven  to  the  whole  congregation  of  Israel,  and 
to  the  stranger  who  sojourneth  among  them ;  for  all  the  people 
did  it  ignorantly." 

The  Reader  then  says  : 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  our  God  !  King  of  the  universe ; 
who  hast  preserved  us  alive;  sustained  us,  and  brought  us  to 
enjoy  this  season.

Who 
didst  answer  Joseph  in  the  prison  house  ;  and  from  the  dungeon 
raise  him  to  a  high  degree.  Who  didst  answer  thy  people  in 
Egypt,  and  free  them  from  bondage.  Who  didst  answer  Israel 
at  the  Red  Sea,  and  sink  their  enemies  in  the  depths.  Who 
didst  answer  Moses  on  Mount  Sinai,  and  in  thy  goodness  didst 
reveal  unto  him  the  good  tidings  of  our  redemption.  Who  didst 
answer  Aaron  when  he  offered  the  incense ;  and  Phineas  when 
he  executed  judgment.

dron  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them,  My  offering,  my  bread  for  my 
SJicritit'os  consumed  by  Gre,  for  a  sweet  savour  unto  me,  shall  ye 
observe  to  offer  unto  me  in  its  due  season.  And  thou  shalt  say  unto 
them,  This  is  the  offering  made  by  lire  which  ye  shall  offer  unto 
the  Lord  :  two  sheep  of  the  first  year  without  blemish,  every  day, 
for  a  continual  burnt-offering.  The  one  sheep  shalt  thou  offer  in 
the  morning,  and  the  other  sheep  shalt  thou  offer  toward  evening; 
and  the  tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  line  flour  for  a  meat-offering, 
mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of  beaten  oil.  It  is  a  con- 
tinual burnt-offering  which  was  prepared  at  Mount  Sinai,  for  a 
sweet  savour,  a  sacrifice  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lobd.  And  the 
drink-offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  for  the  one 
sheep  :  in  the  holy  place  shalt  thou  cause  the  strong  wine  to  be 
poured  out  for  a  drink-offering  unto  the  LoRD.  And  the  other 
sheep  shalt  thou  offer  toward  evening,  as  the  meat-offering  of  the 
morning,  and  as  the  drink-offering  thereof  shalt  thou  offer,  an 
offering  made  by  fire  for  a  sweet  savour  unto  the  Lord. 


Then  say  the  order  of  Incense,  till  "And  may  the  oflFering,  &c."  After 
which  continue: 


"And  may  the  offering  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  be  pleasant 
unto  the  Lord,  as  in  ancient  days,  and  as  in  former  years."
